A VERY QUIET ASSEMBLING OF 
THE TWO HOUSES. 


NOTHING TO DO EXCEPT TO AWAIT 
THE PRESIDEN?T’S MESSAGE—THIS 
41S PROMISED FOR TO-DAY—A DAY 
OF GREETINGS AND PLEASANTRIES 
ABOUT THE ELECTION. 


WASHINGTOR, Dec. 5.—Every opening of Con- 
Gress, whether it be first sossions or second 
sessions, is new and interesting to somebody, 
and tosomebody in great numbers. When it 
bappons that there is to be a contest for the 
Speakership and a new man is to be elected to 
preside over the lower branch, partisan interest 
is added to unintelligent curiosity, and there is 
& crush. 

To-day’s opening of the second session of the 
Fifty-second Congress was witnessed by throngs 
of the merely curious, sufficient in number to 
Mili all the seats in gthe galleries, but not so 
dense and eager a crowd as to choke up all the 
Svenues of access or to make travel to the Capi- 
tol difficult by reason of the excessive patron- 
age of the street vebicles. 

It was not a dull day at the Capitol. The 
‘weather was superb. It might have been con- 
sidered good enough for Mr. Cleveland’s in- 
auguration day, andit brought out many per- 
sons who enjoyed for the first time the luxury 
of being whirled up to Capitol Hill by the cable 
cars, Which have taken the place of the horse 
cars that were in use when the Congress ad- 
journed, and which were drawn slowly and 
painfully up the heavy grade south of the Capi- 
tol by struggling and panting horses. Even in 
deliberate-moving Washington there is appre- 
ciation of the gain of ten minutes of time in 
traveling from the Yaheeen Hotel to the 
houses of Congress. 

But the well-dressed and well-behaved crowd 
took part in a function without feature of nov- 
elty. All that the spectators saw from Senate 
and House galleries was a cheerful and be- 
flowered body of lawmakers, greeting each 
other as if there were no partisan differences of 
opinion dividing them. Ali that they heard 
‘were a few merely formal and pacific motions 


to which there was unopposed acquiescence. 
All that was accomplished was the assembling 
and the exchanges of civilities between the 
legislative and the Executive branches, by 
which one was made aware thatthe other was 

y to do business, and the Executive in- 
formed the legislators that there would be 
something to be said on the morrow. 

The Senate Chamber wore about the same ap- 
oe that it did when the body adjourned 

the Summer. There was a brighter gleam of 

varnish, the chair cushions looked a little 
rounder and fresher since they had been in the 
hands of the upholsterers, and the paint and 
gilt seemed a bit newer. There were baskets 
and clusters of roses and chryanthemums on 
the desk of some of the Senators, Democrats 
and Republicans appearing to have about an 
equal share of admirers, and when the seventy 
Senators present were listening to the opening 
prayer of the Chaplain they had just ceased 
shaking hands all around and laughing about 
the election, as if it had been the most univer- 
sally satisfactory one that had ever been held in 
the United States. 

Neither Hill nor Hiscock was there, nor 
was Sanders of Montana, who will go out at the 
same time with Hiscock. Colquitt, (Dem., Ga.,) 
Kenna, (Dem., West Va.,) and Gibson, (Dem., 
La.) were all absent in consequence of illness, 
the case of the last named being so serious that 
news of hia Geath was feared before the session 
would end. 

After the Senate had been called to order by 
Vice President Morton the credentials of Sena- 
tor Proctor of Vermont were submitted, and he 
Was sworn in to fill the unexpired term of Mr. 
Edmunds and for a uew term of six years, be- 
ginning March 4 next. When the usual com- 
mittees to notifiy the President and the House 
that the Senate was prepared to do business 
had been appointed, Mr. Sherman, who had been 
Feading a newspaper announcement that the 
President would not send in his message until 
to-morrow, proposed that there should be an 

urnment until to-morrow. This did not 
suit Mr. Harris (Dem., Tenn.,) who is very 
punctilious about forms. He intimated to Mr. 
herman that the press was not a safe guide in 
such matters, and so the committee was sent to 
the President, and the Senate took a recess 
while awaiting its return. 

The Senate committese went off to the White 
House, and, upon its return with the announce- 
ment, oflicially made, that the President would 
not communicate with the Senate until to-mor- 
row, the Senate, at 1:30 o’olock, adjourned. 

The proceedings in the House were but a 
copy, on a larger scale, of those in the Senate. 
There were more bouquets, and eome of them 
were larger than those given to Senators. Mr. 
Herbert (Dem., Ala.) had a large floral ship 
upon his desk, an acknowledgment of his serv- 
ices in behalf of the navy. r. Springer (Dem. 
TiL) had no bouquet except that upon the lapel 

’ of his coat, decoration that he wears every 
mn in the year. , 

r. Reed (Rep., Me.,) came in with his counte- 
mance wreathed in smiles, but found nothing on 
his desk to remind him of the defeat his party 
had received a month ago. He exchanged greet- 
ings with “Tom” Wateon, the man who was 
snowed under by 5,000 majority in his district, 
and who certainly could not look more melan- 
choly if the majority for his opponent, Black, 
had been 500,000. Jerry Simpson, more fort- 
unate, talked with Wateon long and earnestly, 
and near by Judge Cobb, who was made the 
subject of Watson’s scandalous remarks in the 
last session, was being congratulated upon hav- 
ing escaped the humiliation of being beaten at 
home by an Allianceinfant prodigy. The beaten 
Democrats were more melancholy than the 
beaten Republicans. To be a beaten Democrat 
this year! 

Speaker Crisp called the House to order 
wey at 12, and Chaplain Milburn, who had 

n standing for some moments at the desk 
waiting to be called upon, made a brief prayer. 
Five new members, elected to fill places created 
by resignation or death, were soon ranged in a 
line before the Speaker's desk to be sworn in. 
They were John L. McLaurin (Vem.) of the 
Sixth South Carolina District, in place of E. 
= Stackhouse, deceased; 8 @. Gill 
born, (Rep.,) Third California, in place 
of McKenna, appointed to a Judgeship by 
the President; Leevis P. Obliger, (Dem.,) Six- 
teenth Ohio, in place of Warwick, deceased; J. 
B. Brown, (Dem.,) Maryland, in place of Page, 
appointed to a State Judgeship, and W. A. Sipe, 
Twenty-fourth Pennsylvania. The last named 
ppeensee for qualification, with the explana-

NEW MEASURES INTRODUCED. 

Several measures of interest were introduced 
during the brief session of the House. The 
first paper dropped into the resolution box was 
aresolution otfered by Mr. Durborrow, (Dem., 
IlL,) providing for the opening of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition on Sundays. The feeling 
about this proposition has pot yet been atall 


developed. Itis evident that the opposition to 
Sunday opening is less than it was when the 
House adjourned for the Summer, but it is not 
certain that it has been conquered. 

Representative Houker (Dem., Miss.,) intro- 
duced a bill to provide that heroafter regular 
sessions of Congress shall begin March 4 of each 
year. Gen. Hooker says that it is not introduced 
to meet the demand for an early extra session, 
but because it has been for years his belief that 
the Congress should meet sooner after ite eleo- 
tion, and that it is hopeless to expect to secure 
a change of the Constitution. Hesuays that it is 
not at all intended as a suggestion that the 
President should not be permitted to exercise 
any discretion about having a session imme- 
diately after his inauguration. 

This bill has drawn out more expressions con- 
cerning the proposed early meeting. Almost 
all of the old conservative members lean to the 
proposition to permit the President to say 
whether there shall be an early extra session or 
not. A majority meen of the Democrats 
favor a session earlier than December. but it is 
doubtful whether a majority desires a session 
immediately at the close of this Congress. The 
March-session plan would not probably have 
a@ majority of Democrats behind it. 

Representative Andrew (Dem., Mass.,) pro- 
poses, by a bill introduced by him to-day, that 
all paintings and statuary, “ works of art,” 
carefully defined, shall be admitted to this 
country free of duty. Mr. Andrew thinks that 
American artists of reputation take the so-called 
protective tariffon art as an opponentand are 
willing and anxious to eompete on equal terms 
with the artiste of all countries. As the revenue 
from art work was only $300,000 last year, the 
plea of revenue necessity can hardly be raised, 
and, after consulting Treasury officials, Mr. 
Andrew has modified the language of the Mce- 
Kinley bill so as to letin paintings and statuary. 

A bill providing for the issue of $75,000,000 
in bonds, redeemable in coin at the option of 
the United States, after ten years, was intro- 
duced in the House to-day. The proceeds of the 
sale are to be applied to the payment of the de- 
ficiency in the United States Treasury. The bill 
was introduced by Representative Amerman, 
(Dem., Penn.,) and was referred to the Ways 
and Means Committee. 

A very brief bill, introduced to-day st Mr. 
Mutchler, (Dem., Penn.,) is the first publio evi- 
dence of a discusion that has been going on of 
late among members of the Democratic Party. 
It contemplates the transfer of the Burean of 
Pensions to the War Department. The bill pro- 
vides that on and from July 1, 1893, the Bureau 
of Pensions shall be a bureau in and of the War 
Department, and shall be under the supervision 
of the Secretary of War. 

Although the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the administration of the 
Federal election laws, with reference partiou- 
larly to New-York, has not yet been submitted 
to the House, the members have taken a hand 
and begun the introduction of bilis bearing upon 
the subject. Mr. Wheeler (Dem., Ala.) was 
early in the field, his bill starting with a where- 
as that ‘‘this Government is a republic of sov- 
ereign States, and the Constitution of the United 
States provides that members of Congress shall 
be elected by the people of the several States,” 
and that “each State shall appoint in sucha 
manner as the Legislature thereof may direct” 
the Electors for President and Vice President. 

Based upon this preamble, Mr. Wheeler's bill 
provides that from and after the passage of this 
bill it shall be unlawful for any offieer of the 
Governmaat of the United States to interfere in 
any manner with any election in a State of this 
Union, and any officer of the United States so 
offending shall be amenable to the laws of the 
State in which such offense is committed. All 
laws which in any way authorize any oftticial to 
in any manuer interfere with any election are 
repealed. 

r. Oates (Dem., Ala.) also Introduced a bill 
to repeal the laws of the United States pro- 
viding for Supervisors and Deputy Marshale at 
elections.

TO RESTRICT IMMIGRATION. 

As a result of the investigation made last 
session by Congressional committees into the 
necessity of modifying the existing immigration 
laws soasto restrict the number of paupers 
and other undesirable immigrants from foreign 
countries who may enter the United States, and 
of the more recent inquiry made in New-York 
by Senator Chandler’s special committee, the 
Mow-Hatapshire Senator has prepared a 
bill suspending all immigration, except 
from North and South America, for 
one year. The bill provides that the admission 
of alien immizrants for settlement or residence, 
now allowed to enter the United States under 
actor Mareh 3, 1891, and other immigration 
acts, is hereby suspended and prohibited from 
and during the term of one year from and after 
the ist day of March, 1893, except as_ to immi- 

rants coming from the countries of North and 

outh America. 

Section 2 provides that it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to make and issue 
rules and regulations for the enforcement of 
the prohibitions of this act that shall not ninder 
or delay the admission of returning American 
citizens er of aliens coming only as visitors or 
tor a temporary sojourn in the United States. 

Section 3 provides that any alien immigrant 
entering the United States contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act shall be sunject to all penal- 
ties provided by existing laws, and shall, in ac- 
cordance with such laws, be sent back to the 
country from which he came; and all persons 
who shall bring or aid in bringing any such 
alien immigrant into the United States shall be 
subject to the penalties now by law provided 
for bringing or aiding in bringing excluded im- 
migrants. 

The bill will be referred to the Immigration 
Committee of which Senator Chandler is Chair- 
man, and an effort will be made by him to have 
it promptly acted upon. 


MR. FUNSTON’S REVENGE. 
One Republican has thwarted any plan that 
President Harrison may have formed for “ pro- 
tecting’’ employes in the Government Printing 


Office by extending to that bureau the rules of 
the civil service. R. B. Smythe of Kansas was 
discharged on Saturday, and his discharge cre- 
ated a great hubbub. The star says that it was 
made at the request of Representative Funston, 
(Rep., Kans.) 

The victim is a Republican, but he some time 
ago came to the conclusion that he would net 
vote for Mr. Funston, and he said so. Mr. 
Smythe went home to vote last month and to 
support the Republican ticket, Mr. Funston ex- 
cepted. The Congreseman learned of Mr. 
Smythe’s failure to vote for him, and at once 
notitied him, Mr. Smythe says, that he would be 
discharged from his position in the Government 
Printing Office. Andit happened on Saturday, 
just as Mr. Funston said it would. 


THE PROPOSED NEW SsTATES, 

Looking regretfully upon the performance of 
the States cut out by them for Republican pur- 
poses, the Republican Senators, in caucus, to- 
day discussed the propriety of letting in the 
Territories of Arizona, New-Mexico, and Utah 
as States, hoping that elections may go by con- 
traries by and bye, and that these naturaliy 
Democratic States may be made Republican. 

The caucus of Senators did not decide what 
to do, but there seemed to be a disposition to let 
in New-Mexioco, at least, 80 as to assure the 
Democrats of a majority in the Senate and re- 
meve from the Republicans all suspicion of 
having thwarted the Democratic purpose of 
immediately and radieally reducing the tariff.

NOT AN AMERICAN POPE 


MGR. ' SATOLLI’S) POWERS NOT 
SO EXTENSIVE AS THAT. 


HEAR AND DE- 
BETWEEN 


HE WILT, HOWEVER, 


CIDE CONTROVERSIES 
BISHOPS AND PRIESTS WITHOUT AP- 
PEAL—FATHER M’GLYNN LIKELY TO 
APPLY FOR A REHEARING. 


BALTIMoRE, Deo. 5.—The announcement 
made last night that Mgr. Satolli had been ap- 
pointed by the Pope with full power to settle, 
without appeal, all religious questions between 
Bishops and priests in the United States has 
caused considerable excitementin Catholic cir- 
cles here. Tho announcement was made by 
Cardinal Gibbons. 

An effort tointerview him on the subject was 
unavailing, the only thing that leaked from him 
being a confirmation of the report. What was 
the cause of the appointment, or when it was 
made, he refused to say. 

The announcement, it is almost unnecessary 
to state, will cause a sensation in Catholic cir- 
cles throughout the United States. Why Cardi- 
nal Gibbons should be overlooked and such 
plenary powers be given to one directly from 
the Vatican is only one among the many per- 
plexing questions asked aboutit. It had been 
rumored, indeed, that Mgr. Satolli, in addition 
to the reasons above named, had been gent to 
America on a secret mission as a special repre- 
sentative of the Pope, but none had conjectured 
that he would be intrusted with such autocratio 
power as would practically make him the Pope 
of America. 

The chief reason for the action, and the one 
that obtains general credence, is that Pope 
Leo’s long-continued ill health has determined 
him to delegate such duties as properly devolve 


upon him to one whom he can implicity trust. 
Such aman is undoubtedly Mgr. Satolli, who, 
next to Cardinal Rampolla, is generally cred- 
ited with standing nearer to the Pope than any 
other among the Catholic dignitaries at Rome. 
It isa plausible reason, but whether itis the 
true one cannot, of course, be definitely known 
at present. 

An interesting subject which came up in this 
connection is whether the famous MoGlynn case 
will be taken up by Mgr. Satolli. It is a well- 
known fact that the excommunicated priest is 
desirous of being restored to orders, and is agi- 
tating the subject with all the meansin his power. 
One of the chief reasons why he requests a re- 
hearing is that sufficient evidence was not pre- 
sented jn his behalf at Rome. 

He has frequently stated that if the evidence 
had been taken in New-York, his noted contro- 
versy with Archbishop Corrigan would have re- 
sulted in his favor. ow that such an oppor- 
tunity is offered him, itis not thought that he will 
let it pass, and probably the first action taken 
by Mgr. Satolli in his new official capacity as 
arbitrator will be a reopening of the case. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The dispatch this morn- 
ing from Baltimore confirming the report of last 
night that Mer. Satolli, tne apostolic delegate 
now in this country, had been appointed by the 
Pope to settle all religious questions between 
the Bishops and priests in the United States, 
was to-day, in the absense of Bishop Keane, 
shown to Dr. Carrigon, Vice Rector of the Cath- 
olic University, and by him read to Mgr. Satolli. 

In response to a request for a statement in re- 
gardto the matter, Mgr. Satolli dictated the 
following, which covers all he had to say at 
this time: 

“The report is notexact. It is true that, by 
letters dated from the beginning of last month, 
I have received authority to examiud and decide 
without appeal the controversies arising be- 
tween Bishops and priests, &c., in the United 
States. It is absurd to ascribe to me the place 
and authority of a Pope in the American 
Church. 

** As to Cardinal Gibbons, for whom the apos- 
tolic delegate entertains the highest veneration 
and especial affection, he ere ull the dig- 
nity and authority which belong to his office. 
There is no reason for surprise in this case, as 
the Pope is accustomed to send delegates from 
time to time to various countries on similar mis- 
sions and with similar powers.” 


Dr. McGlynn, when asked last night whether 
he had any information that his case might be 
considered by Mgr. Satolli, the representative 
of the Pope, said that he knew nothing further 
than what he had read in an Associated Press 
dispatch. 

“That such a step might be taken would not 
surprise me in the least,”’ said the doctor, “and 


the fact that the announcement was made by 
Cardinal Gibbons, and that he confirmed the re- 
port, would seemingly add weight to what may 
prove to be true. I am ready at any time to ex- 
plain and to defend the faith that is within me. 

“ It is true that Mgr. Satolli stands very near 
to the Pope and is intrusted with his strictest 
confidences. Mgr. Satolli and Cardinal Peooi 
came from the same diocese, Perugia, and were 
fast friends. After the Cardinal's elevation, as 
Pope Leo, he called Mgr. Batolli to Rome as a 
teacher particularly of the theology known as 
that of&t. Thomas. He was afterward put at 
the head of the Ecclesiastical Academy, and 
held this position when sent on his mission to 
this country. He, I understand, will remain 
here for a year, and I would not be at all sur- 
prised were he to preside over some sort of 
ecolestiastical court which might consider 
differences that have arisen or may arise in the 
Church on this side of the water.’’ 





THE ANTI-OPTION BILL INDORSED. 


GEORGIA INSTRUCTS HER CONGRESSMEN 
TO SUPPORT THE HATCH MEASURE. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 5.—The Georgia Legislat- 
ure, both branches concurring, set the final seal 
of approval on the Hatch Anti-Option bill reso- 
lution this morning. 

The resolution requesting the Georgia Con- 
gressmen and Senators to vote for and do allin 
their power to secure the passage of the Hatch 
Anti-Option bill was first introduced in the Sen- 
ate, where it was passed unanimously. When 
the resolution came up in the House the verbi- 
age was changed so as to make the memorial 


read “instruct”? instead of ‘‘request.” With 
this amendment it passed the House by a large 
> toy The Senate then reconsidered its 
action and passed the memorial with the 
House amendment. 

In the Senate this morning an effort was made 
to defeat the resolution. A motion to reconsider 
the Senate agreement to the amendment made 
by the House was passed, but on a vote on the 
House amendment the Senate again reatlirmed 
its agreement by a vote of 17to 10. This tinal- 
ly disposes of the matter and puts both branches 
of the Georgia Legislature ou record aa favor- 
ing the passage of the Hatch Anti-Option bill 
and instructing the Representatives and Sen- 
ators from the State to vote for it.

Salinas Makes Choice of Evils. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, Dec. 5.—Cecilio Salinas, 
charged with violation of the United States 
neutrality laws, and wanted in Mexico for mur- 
der committed at the Tortillas engagement 
last September, pleaded guilty to the former 
charge in the Federal court this morning. 

In doing so he volunteered the explanatory 
statement that he would much prefer to ve 
sentenced to two years’ penal servitude in the 
United States than to be turned over to the 
Mexiean authorities and suffer torture for the 
remainder of his life. Judge Moxey reserved 
sentence.

PROF, H. P. SMITH’S TRIAL, 


A VOTE ON THE SECOND AND THIRD 
CHARGES MAY BE REACHED TO-DAY. 


CINCINNATI, Deo. 4.—The trial of Prof. Henry 
Preserved Smith of Lane Theologieal Seminary 
was resumed by the Cincinnati Presbytery this 
morning. A motion to excuse the Rev. Mr. 
Carson for absence at the last session received 
one negative vote. This led Dr. MeKibben of 
the prosecution to give notice that hereafter 
the strict rule would be applied to the defense 
that now seemed to be used against the pros- 
ecution. He intimated that the vote against 
Mr. Carson was because he was counted among 
those favoring the prosecution. The member 
who voted against excusing Mr. Carson said he 
would withdraw the vote. 

Pref. Smith said that, the prosecution having 
offered in evidence portions of his printed re- 
sponse and rejoinder to the charges against him, 
he desired permission to offer the entire docu- 
ment. 

Dr. MoKibben insisted thatif he did he must 
g0 upon the stand, be sworn, and submit to 
&@ cross-examination. 

Prof. Smith said he offered this evidence as 
an attorney directing his own oase, and he 
maintained that when a portion of a document 
was introduced by one side, the other had the 
right to introduce the whole of it. 

A long discussion followed. The Peossouting 
Committee withdrew the citations they h 
made from the document in svidence, and the 
Moderator then ruled that Prof. Smith’s re- 
quest could not be granted. An appeal was 
taken, but the Moderator was sustained, and an 
exception was noted. 

The testimony for the prosecution was then 
read to sustain the second and third charges, 
which accuse Prof. Smith of denying the in- 
spiration of the writers of the Scriptures to the 
extent of making their utterances free from 
error when interpreted in their natural and in- 
tended sense, and of denying that the Soript- 
ures are inspired in the sense in which the 
Scriptures themselves define inspiration or as 
it is detined by the Confession of }baith. 

The reading was from Prof, Smith’s pamphlet 
and from the Soriptures. Elder Shields and Dr. 
Lowe began the argument for the prosecution. 
A vote may be reached to-morrow. 





EDMUND TITUS’S WILL. 


BEQUESTS TO PUBLIC CHARITIES IN 


CASE HE HAS NO GRANDCHILDREN. 


WHITE PLarns, N. Y., Dec. 5.—The last will of 
Edmund Titus of Scarsdale was filed for pro- 
bate this morning in the Surrogate’s Court. It 
was dated Nov. 15, 1892, the day prior to his 
committing suicide by hanging in the loft of hia 
stable, and suggests that at that time he con- 
templated suicide. He left an estate of $100,- 
000. Inthe first section he directs his exec- 
utors to sell all his property, and, after paying 
all his just debts and legacies invest the rest at 
interest carefully. 

To his wife, Esther C. Titus, he gives $10,000 
and all the household furniture. To his daugh- 
ter, Lizzie T. Sackett, he gives $5,000, The in- 
terest on the rest and residue of the estate he 


gives to his wife in lieu of dower, and after her 
death and that of her daughter, the estate is 
directed to be paid to the children of the 
daughter, if she should have any. If she 
should have no issue, he gives $1,000 each 
to the ne, societies and institu- 
tions: Brooklyn aternity Hospital, Brook- 
lyn Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, Brooklyn Children’s Aid Society, 
Brooklyn Home for Aged Men, Brooklyn Home 
for Consumptives, Brooklyn City Mission and 
Tract Society, Orphan Asylum of tbe City of 
Brooklyn, Howard Mission and Home for Little 
Wanderers of New-York, Colored Orphan Asy- 
lum and Association for the Benefit of the Col- 
ored Children of New-York, and the New-York 
Colored Mission. 

To the trustees of the estate of Lindley Mur- 
ray he gives $5,000 for religious, educational, 
and charitable objects. The rest and residue of 
his estate is then to go to his nephews and 
nieces. 

As the widow and daughter are living, these 
bequests are not yet operative. His son-in-law, 
Henry W. Sackett, and his friend David 8. Taber 
are appointed the executors of the will. 





CRANFORD’S BIG FIRE. 
—< 
FIFTEEN FAMILIES RENDERED HOME- 
LESS—MANY NARROW ESCAPES. 


CRANFORD, N. J., Deo. 5.—It was 4 o'clock 
this morning when the fire which broke out at 
11 o’clock Jast night and threatened to anninhi- 
late the town, was entirely undercontrol. The 
tire engines were gradually called off, with the 
exception of those of the local department, 
which continued pouring water on the smoking 
ruins. 

The fire caused $50,000 damage. On this 
there is considerable insurance. 

The fire started in Freeman's drug store, on 
Main Street, in what is known as the Opera 
House Block. Nearly every one in Cranford 
had gone to bed but those in the store, and the 
few persons in the neighborhood heard a slight 
explosion, followed immediately after by flames. 
The chemicals had exploded and the fire spread 
very rapidly. The stores of Kedfern, plumber; 
Bayard. shoe dealer, and Lange, shoemaker, 
and Bedle’s billiard room and Ledt’s architect's 
room were destroyed in rapid succession. 

The fire spread to the opposite side of the 
street, which was occupied with frame build- 
ings two and three stories high. They soon 
caught fire and burned down. The burned 
buildings were Irving's butoher’s store, Ham- 
ner’s grocery store, the Post Office, J. L. Derby’s 
grocery store, J. H. Hart’s drug store, and Mrs, 
F. Seward’s fancy and dry goods store. 

By this time the neighboring towns had con- 
tributed their available fire apparatus to help 
the local volunteer firemen. The new brick 
Opera House was saved. 

Fifteen families in all were burned out. All 
had narrow escapes. Few saved much property 
and some oaly escaped with their clothing. The 
homeless families were made comfortable by 
their neighbors. 





Naval Cadet Perkins Dismissed, 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Deo. 5.—Naval Cadet Fred- 
erick K. Perkins of California of the second 
class has been dismissed from the academy for 
disobedience and insubordination. This affair 
isthe outcome of several scrapes into which 
Cadet Perkins has got himself. A year ago last 
Spring two giant firecrackers were exploded in 
the quarters, and all the cadets in the building, 
including Perkins, signed @ paper declaring 
they did not do it, and it afterward turned out 
that Mr. Perkins and one other were the guilty 
men, 

At another time he challenged one of the 
upper class men, who bad reported him for some 
offense, to fight, and the challenged part. 
turned the challenge over to the Superintend- 
ent. For this offense he did time on the Santee. 

Some time ago Perkins was accused of some 
offense, and when being em ges by the 
Superintendent was contradicted by him. He 
replied impudently, and was ordered to keep to 
his rooms. This order he disobeyed, and hence 
the dismissal. 





A Young Clerk a Defaulter,. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Deo. 5.—Fast living 
caused H. D. Allard, a young clerk in the em- 
ploy of Foster, Besse & Co., to become adefaulter 


to the extent of nearly $2,000. He was sus- 
pected, and in his room goods he had 
stolen were found. He had a bank book 
on which $100 had _ been deposited 
during the month of November. His employer 
took the goods and money and bought the 
young man aticket outof town. He came to 
this city from Enosburg, Vt. It is said Aliard 
had bet heavily on the recent election and had 
lost, and was paying his debts of honor with 
the stolen money.

RIBOT FORMS A CABINET 


—_—@p———. 
IT IS MADE UP LARGELY FROM 
THE LOUBET MINISTRY. 


THE PRESENT HOLDER OF THE FOR- 
EIGN PORTFOLIO SUCCEEDS, AFTER 
DEVILLE AND LOUBET HAD RE- 
FUSED—RECEIVRRS OF THE THIER- 
REE CHECKS EXPLAIN. 


Paris, Deo. 5.—M. Ribot, at present Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, was asked this evening to 
form aCabinet. Later he informed President 
Carnot that he had succeeded in forming a Cabi- 
net, which is a reproduction of the Loubet Cabi- 
net, except that M. Bourgeois, formerly Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction and the Arts, will 
succeed M. Ricard as Minister of Justice and 
Public Worship. M. Dupuy, Deputy from 
Haute-Loire, will be Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, and M. Sarrien, Deputy from Saéne-et- 
Loire, will replace M, Rooclie as Minister of 
Com merce. 

The latest reports are that M. Siegfried will 
be Minister of Commerce and M. Loubet Minis- 
ter of Justice and Publio Worship. The protec- 
tionist policy will be maintained. M. Siegfried 
represents Havreinthe Chamber of Deputies 
and the cotton-spinning interests. He is strongly 
opposed to free trade. His predecessor, M. 
Roche, advocated a treaty of commerce with 
Switzerland, and was thus to some extent an 
opponent of the Meline tariff. 

Bofore M. Ribot was called upon, M. Loubet, 
the former Prime Minister, had a long inter- 
view with President Carnot, and consented to 
accept a portfolio if a Cabinet were formed by 
M. Deville. Later it was announced that both 
M. Deville and M. Loubet had refused to under- 
take the formation of a Cabinet. 

According to the Fclair, M. Dugue, a member 
of the Chamber of Deputios, admits that he ro- 
ceived one of the Thierree checks for 25,000L., 
this being his share due from Baron Reinach 
in&@ guarantee syndicate In which M. Dague, 
who incurred certain risks, was entitled to com- 


pensation if the operation of the syndicate was 
successful. 

M. Albert Grévy gave evidence before the 
Panama Canal investigating committee to-day. 
He admitted that he had cashed a check for 
14,000f. The money had been paid to him as a 
member underwriting the syndicate referred 
to. He was also Baron Reinach’s lawyer, and 
was romunerated for his services in checks, Ho 
knew none of the Panama Vana! officials except 
Baron Reinach, and he knew the latter only 
asa momber of the syndicate. M. Grévy con- 
cluded by denying that he had tried to secure 
the support of any Senators fur the Panama 
Canal scheme. 

The committee examined M. Hebrard, owner 
of the Temps, respecting the source from which 
he obtained extracts of the report of M. Rous- 
seau, Whom the Chamber of Deputies sent to 
examine the Panama works before it sanctioned 
the lottery loan. The report was intended to be 
kept secret until after the Chamber had voted 
upon it. M. Hebrard, on tne eve of the publica- 
tion of the reportin the /emps, entered into a 

artnership with M. Eiffel, who had just signed 
mportant contracts with the Panama Canal 
Company. M. Heobrard to-day declined to make 
known the source of his information, and, re- 
garding his share in the Panama contracts, he 
sald he had often before done business in con- 
nection with various public works. 

M. Naquet, a member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, in giving evidence, declared that Gen. 
Boulanger was incapable of receiving money 
from thé Panama Canal Company. 

Banker Kohn, partner of the late Baron 
Reinach, promised the committee that he would 
examine the firm’s bvoks again and would en- 
deavorto throw further light on the Thierree 
checks. 

M. Letellier made a motion in the Chamber 
to-day that the minutes of the Panama commit- 
tee be immediately communicated to the press, 
as it was essential that the trutn regarding the 
Panama Canal Company should not be distort- 
ed. Amid much applause, M. Letellier demand- 
ed urgency for his motion. 

M. Brisson, the President of the committee, 
= the motion on the ground that the ofti- 

jal account of the committee’s proceedings 
would give certain evidence of importance that 
it would not otherwise receive, and the news- 
papers could only reproduce extracts from the 
evidence. The motion was rejected by a large 
majority. 

M. Boisserin moved that the committee be 
empowered to nominate a magistrate to co- 
operate with it, and asked that the Chamber 
one £ See committee to-morrow, This pro- 
posal, pops or urgency, was ado 
by a rete of 333 to 182. — anvones

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 5.—Some apprehension 
is felt among the retail grocers, the hotels, the 
restaurants, and the housekeepers of the city 
because of the growing scarcity of the cranber- 
ries. For a week past several of the larger firms 


have had men all over New-Jersey trying to buy 
up all the berries in sight. In some cases the 
were successful, but many of them came bac 
empty-handed. 

Nearly ail the berries have been bought up, 
and what remain in Jersey are held by the 
growers for a further increase in price, which, 
from all appearances, is surs to come before 
Christmas. 

It is said that this searcity and high price are 
caused by the effort of a few tirms in this city 
to corner the market. Last year the supply was 
plentiful. so that few dealers speculated in 
Le ew but this Fall the crop was considerably 

er. 

hese firms which make a specialty in the 
cranberry line saw an opportunity to send the 
rices up. Thoy started men out through 
urlington, Ocean, Gloucester, and Atlantic 
Counties to buy up all the berries obtainable. 
Soon other firms got an inklingof what was 
going on, and they, too, put men down in the 
swamps for the same purpose, apd they were 
met at nearly every point with the remark that 
a@ man had been there a few days before and had 
purchased all they had. It then dawned upon 
the dealers that they were left.

INDIANS HUNGRY AND DESPERATE. 


—_—_»———_—. 
CAPT. BALDWIN’S REPORT FROM THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE MISSOURI. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—Capt. Frank D. Baldwin, 
Inspector of Small Arms and Practice, Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, returned yesterday after- 
noon after an extended tour of the Weatern 
posts. His mission was practically to find out 
what the posts had done on the ranges during 
the Autumn competition, and to learn some- 
thing about the Indians and their condition, 

As for therifle practice, he found that the 
soldiers had done good work at the butts and 
on the ranges. Fort Reno carried off the honors, 
with an average of 87.90, and Fort Mackinac 
footed the list with an average of 55.49. Fort 
speeseen was the last but one, having stuek at 


This low average Capt. Baldwin attributes to 
the fact that Sheridan had many raw recruits, 
who knew no more about long-range rifle shoot- 
ing than they knew about war. After Fort 
Reno the order of merit was us follows: Sill, 
Riley, Leavenworth, Brady, Supply, Wayne, 
Sheridan, and Mackinac. 

“The Indians,” said Capt. Baldwin, “are in 
terrible shape. The Cheyennes, Comanches, 
and Arapahoes, about 5,000 in all, are hungry 
and desperate. They have frittered away their 
money and now they have only half rations to 
subsistupon. Full rations were hardly enough 
— a fiea, and half rations barely sustain 

e. 

“Routh of them, in Texas, the Indians see 
cattle ranges inviting them to pillage, and north 
of them.in Kansas, they see abundance. Yet 
they are hungry, their women and children fam- 
ished, and they know that the horrors of Win- 
ter are coming on. The Indians would make 
raids, but the late wars have proved so disas- 
trous to them that they think many times be- 
fore donning war paint. 

‘The Indiana bought phactons and sidebar 
buggies, silk hats, and all kinds of traps, in 
which they delighted for a time, but now the 
pinch of hunger has made them reflective, and 
they are desperate. There will be much suffer- 
ing, if not actual starvation, among them this 
Winter. 

“It would seem as if they ought to receive 
more food. I anticipate no outbreak, but an 
Indian when hungry is likely to do almost any- 
thing, and they way swoop down upon the 
Texas ranges almost at any time. Their con- 
dition is truly pitiable.” 





PUGILIST GORMAN ARRESTED. 


A MAN OF UNSAVORY REPUTATION 
HELD FOR ARSON. 


CoLtumpBus, Ohio, Dee. 5.—Edward Gorman, 
the Buftalo welter- weight pugilist, was arrested 
to-day on the charge of arson. Gorman’s 
saloon, at 13 West Broad Street, was partially 
burned between midnight and 2 o’oclock this 
morning, and an investigation disclosed the fact 
that a box of straw and other inflammable 
material had been piled in the cellar anda 
match applied. 

The prompt arrival of the Fire Department 
prevented a serious fire, and served to disclose 
the evidences of Gorman's guilt. A suffocating 
smoke filled thesaloon of Domenico Raggio 
and the gambling rooms of the famous black 
prince, John Alexander, which were above é 
hole was cut through the floor in an attempt to 
locate the fire, and through this the police ana 
the firemen discovered the material supposed 
to have been prepared by Gorman. Of nine bar- 


relaranged side by side in the saloon. seven 
were filled with sour waterand there was but 
about half a barrel of whisky in the remaining 
barrels, and the stock in the showcases and at 
the bar had also suspiciously decreased. 

While an investigation was in progress this 
morning, a constable effected an entrance 
through the cellar to levy upon the fixtures to 
satisfy a judgment obtained against Gorman. 

Gorman appeared at the fire about 4 o’clock 
this morning and feigned surprise, but the offi- 
cers took him to prison. On his person was 
found a fifteen-thousand-dollar policy of the St. 
Paul Fire and Marine Insurance Company, the 
date of expiration being April 11 next. 

Gorman has figured in several disgraceful 
affairs since he came here from Buffalo about a 
yearago. He had hardly arrived when a Butf- 
falo officer came in with a requisition for him, 
the charge being that he had obtained a dia- 
mond ring by false pretenses connected with a 
“fake fight.”” He has figured in several fakes 
here, which he succeeded in imposing upon the 
Columbus Athletic Club, and there was almost 
a riot a few days ago when the spectators de- 
manded the money which had been paid in at 
the doors. Gorman haa also bad domestic trou- 
ble of a serious nature, and his name is in type 
in almost every issue of the local papers.

OF AN ITALIAN IN CLEVELAND, OHIO.

NEW-YORK, Deo. 1, 1892. 
To Hie Excellency William McKinley, Jr., Gov- 
ernor cf Ofto: 

RESPECTED Sir: It has come to my knowledge 
that in the Oity of Cleveland, Ohio, on the 28d day 
of November last, at about 1:45 P. M., two police- 
men barbarously killed, with repeated strokes of 
their clubs and with three shots trom their revolv- 
ers in the chest, an unfortunate Italian known as 
Frank Anthony Carozlo. The infamous deed was 
coolly perpetrated because the man in question was 
resisting his own arrest, whicha policeman wanted 
to effect on a mere pretext of drunkenness and disor- 
pe ad conduct, and it took place in the very presence 
of hia wretched wife and daughter, who were in vain 

leading for mercy. The Italian colony of Cleve- 
fand is perfectly indigmant over the inhuman act, 
and asubscriptionto raise the necessary funds to 
bring the officers of the law to trial has just been 
started. 

Aa the case has all the aspects of an et and 
barbarous one, I, as Consul General of Italy in this 
country, deem it my imperative duty to beg yvur 
Excellency to institute in the premises a very close 
and careful investigation, andfavor me with a de- 
tailed report of the same at your earliest oppor- 
tapity.

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CINCINNATI NEEDS REFORM

A CITY THAT BOASTS OF 
NUMEROUS CEMETERIES,

MORE BURIAL GROUND THAN NEW- 
YORK AND BROOKLYN AND PLENTY 
OF CRIME:TO FILL THEM-—THE MOR- 
ALS OF THE COMMUNITY SAPPED BY 
INEFFICIENT POLICE PROTECTION. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 5.—The report of the re 
volver and the flash of the deadly dirk-knife 
have figured so frequently of late in the every- 
day life of Cincinnati as to cause alarm and 
indignation in the progressive and law-abiding 
circles of this community. It is felt in thesa 
circles that, had Justice been fearless and the 
police authorities zealous and intelligent in the 
discharge of their duties, Cincinnati would long 
ago have graduated from that class of Western 
cities in which the good citizen as well as the 
brawler deems it a solemn duty to go “ heeled” 
with a big revolver. And itis a regrettable fact 
that many good citizens of this city do believe 
it necessary to carry weapons. Host Dunbar of 
the Gibson House, in speaking of this matter, 
remarked, with a charming air of nonobalancoe, 
to a representative of Tur TIMEs: 

“* Everybody oarries a gun out this way.” 

Cincinnati is far from being ao frontier town, 
although possessing some of the characteristics 
of one. It is true that the theatres and 
variety halls are opened to the public on Sun< 
days, that beer gardens are thrown open on the 
one day devoted to rest and worship in the 
East, that the dens of the disorderly regularly 
furnish more or less exciting reading on Mon- 
days. Should a stranger refer to these things, 
however, he may expect to hear from some aii- 
mirer of Cincinnati something like the follow- 


ing remarks, which were addressed to Tum 
TIMEs’s representative: 

“Yes, we have the European Sunday here, 
but let me remind you that if you open the City 
Directory you will find in it the names of over 
230 churches. Twenty-seven railroad compa- 
nies strike this town; we have 10 libraries, 36 
public and 4 nigh sohools, 10 police stations, 
10 police patrol houses, 31 fire companies, 39 
Justices of the Peace in Hamilton County, a 
College of Music and Conservatory of Music, a 
Chamber of Commerce, Board of. Trade, and 
Stock Exchange, and several mercantile boards; 
Eden, Lincoln, and Washington Parks, and a 
host of beneyglent and social organizations too 
numerous to mention. Cincinnati is a grow. 
ing city, Sir.’’ 

n the face of alljthese evidences of civiliza- 
tion the stranger may feel like inquiring, after 
reading the sanguinary reports which ocoupy 
considerable space regularly in the morning 
yous. ‘“‘How many cemeteries have you in 

‘ncinnati?” and the proud answer will be 
“ Twenty-two.” 

Cincinnati has derived groat comfort from 
the fact that it possesses more cemeteries than 
New-York and Brooklyn combined, although 
the proximity to the city of certain lively sec- 
tions of Kentucky may have had considerabla 
to do in the direction of building up the mortu- 
ary record of the Queen City of the West. And 
yet there are many good citizens who think that 
the time has arrived when a halt should ba 
called on the shooters and cutters who have 
contributed so largely to the growth of the 
cemeteries. One prominent citizen says: 
“What we want in Cincinnati is less law and 
more justice,” and another exclaims: ‘“ Wa 
need more law and more hangings.” 

During the last twelve months there have beca 
several mysterious deaths and a large number 
eof shooting and stabbing cases in the city. Men 
have been found dead and others dying upon the 
streets. In a majority of these cases the perpe- 
trators of the crimes have esvaped discovery. 
This does not seem strange when one becomes 
familiar with the methods of the Police Depart- 
ment and Coroners’ office. To illustrate: A man 
may be shot down in Cincinnati aud live for 
hours and days without soeing a Coroner. The 
assassin's victim may know who shot him; may 
be able to give testimony that would lead to tha 
capture and conviction of his assailant, yet he id 
permitted to die without making an ante- 
mortem statement. Hereis a case in point: 

In October last, Charles Doolittle received a 
fatal wound within a few hundred yards of bis 
home. The man lived for two days, and was 
conscious during the greater portion of this 
time. He said to his doctors that he belloved 
he had been shot at the instigation of an ex- 
State Senator. Not until aftem Doolittle diced 
did the police or Coroner visit the murdered 
man’s residence. In explaining his action to a 
representative of THr ‘Times, Coroner Bange 
said: 

*] have no authority to take an ante-mortem 
statement. Under the laws of the State of Ohio 
I have no right to take an ante-mortem state- 
ment. Doolittle did not sign any ante-mortem 
statement.”’ 

The Coroner also made this astounding state- 
ment: “I know a man who, while Coroner, 
visited a hospital and took the ante-mortem 
statement of a person who had been fatally 
wounded. The man died, and the Coroner came 
mighty near getting into serious trouble for 
taking the ante-mortem statement, because the 
surgeons at the hospital said that their patient's 
death might haye been caused by the shock he 
received when called upon to make a dying 
declaration. Ihave: my own opinion of what 
should be done in such cases, but [ must act 
within the law.” ; 

Ina majority of the States of the Union a 
Coroner is invested with powers which in cer- 
tain respects exceed those of a Judge. In Cin- 
oinnati the Coroner is simply a figurehead, an 
official dummy—that is, if the statements of the 
authorities oan be relied ov. If a Coroner can- 
not punish refractory witnesses, if witnesses 
can with safety decline to anawer questions in- 
tended to lead to the discovery of murderers 
and to throw lightonthe moiives prompting 
murder, itis plain that his office is a sinecure 
and of no service to the public. Coroner Bange 
practically admits that this is true. 

In the Doolittle case Honry Baer, Jr., de- 
clined to give to the Coroner the name of a man 
who told him (Baer) that a cigarmaker was the 
murderer. The Coroner wanted to commit Baer 
for contempt, but was advised by the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of the county that he had no au- 
thority to imprison a refractory witness. This 
being the case, the Coroner suspended his in- 
questin the Doolittle case, and subsequently, 
in response to the query of THE TDMES’s Man, 
said; 

“Yes, if witnesses cannot ve compelled to 
answer pertinent questions put by a Coroner, [ 
might as well close upshop. The Legislature 
will haye to pass alaw giving Coroners power 
to compel witnesses to answer questions.” 

There is a great deal of wealth, intelligence, 
refinement, and oulturein Cincinnati, and the 
present condition of affairs is a source of 
great humiliation to eitizens of public apiris, 
who desire to place the city in the class in 
which are the most advanced communities of 
the country. The Police Department of the 
city is managed in a manner which would ex- 
cite merriment were it not for the fact that 
the police are expected to conserve public in- 
terests, to protect property, public health, and 
life. The Police Board is supposed to be non- 
partisan. Mayor John B. Mosby is a member of 
the board; the other Commissioners are Charles 
E. Brown, M. 8. Forbes, George Henshaw, and 
Samuel Meinam. Each member is appointed 
for four years’ seryice. Mosby, Brown, and 
Forbes will retire in 1894, Henshaw and Nei- 
nam in 1896. One of the members of the board 
is the proprietor of a “ bucket shop ” in which 
cereals are bought and sold by men who never 
handle or really own a bushel of wheat from 
January of one ped to January of the next. 
The bucket shop is gaid to be run in violation of 
the laws of the State and despite public cen- 


sure. 

Chief of Police Deitseh is the real head of the 
Police Department. Héisa German-American 
who served his time in the German Army. 
Chief Deitscoh has the reputation of being au 
uprights official, who endeavors to discharge his 
duties to the best of his abilities. Yet, when 
his methods ag an official are studied critically. 
one is forced to the conclusion that there are 
Chiefs of Police and Chiefs of Polive. He com- 
mands the respect of the politicians of both 
parties by the courtesies he extends to them. 
Although he is a Republican, he appeared in the 
saddle, accompanied by a large body guard of 
mounted police, on the ocoasion of the recent 
Demoeratio parade in celebration of Mr. Cleve- 
land's election. He led the parade from start 
to finish. A New-York drummer, in comment- 
ing on the appearance of Chief Deitsch in the 
parade, remarked: 

“I wonder what the Republicans of New-York 
would say if they saw Inspector Byrnes leading 
a Tammany Hall parade?” 

The remark prompted a resident of Cincin- 
nati to reply: ** Byrnes would be in hot water 
if he was Superintendent in thistown. Deitsch 
isafineman. He parades with the Democrats 
to-night, and he would parade with the Repud- 
licans if they should turn out to-morrow night.” 

Superintendent Kyrnes’s methods are certain- 
ly very much unlike Chief Deitseh’s. For in- 
stance, a few nights ago two men—one a mer- 
chant, the othera tough—got into a rowin a 
crap-shooting joint. The tough lost all his 
money ond theu asked tho proprietor to cash a 
oheck for $25. The money was handed to him, 
and a few winutes later he declared that he hail 
been “touched,” (robbed.) The proprietor of 
the joint promptiy pulled a revolver and or- 
dered the tough man and his friend to remove 
every artiole of their clothing. They as prompt- 
ly complied, and while they were naked $15 of 








the $25 was found in the teugh’s clothes. They 
aie — to dreés and leave the joint in 

At midnight they returned and had afew 
‘werds with the proprietor. Then the tough 
shot the proprietor in the neck, inflicting what 
Was believed to be a fatal wound. Several hours 
Jater the police started in pursuit of the would- 
be murderer. His friend the merchant leisurely 
returned to his home. Of course he was an im- 
gectans witness, as he saw the sheoting, yet 

ittle or no effort was made to arrest him. 

The daily papers announced that Officer Blank 
bad hired a buggy and visited a township to 
which it was supposed the fugitive tough had 
gone. Ina delightfully provincial way the pa- 
pers made the further announcement that on 
the following éay Officer Blank would visit an- 
other township (the name being given) in search 
of the fugitive. The officer is said to be a kind- 
hearted man, and it may be that he desired to 
give the fugitive fair warning that he had ren- 
dered himself liable to arrest. 

Three or fourdays after the shooting, and 
while the wounded man was still in danger of 
death, the merchant who witnessed the attempt 
at assassination strolled into Chief Deitsoh’s 
otfice and complacentiy remarked that he 
thought that as be was inthe city he would 
érop in at headquarters and tell what he knew 
about the shooting. The Chief listened to the 
story of the tragedy, thanked the fugitive 
tough’s friend for his courtesy Jn calling, and 
respectfully assured his visitor that if he was 
needed to give further testimony in the case he 
would be sent for. And sothe tough and his 
friend escaped arrest, and the next day one of 
the local papers said the tough would save 
trouble for himself by surrendering to the au- 
~ “aaa The crap-sheoting joint is still ran- 
ning. 

Another case illustrative of police methods. 
Recently an old man and his wife were set upon 
bya gang of young ruffians, beaten, and robbed. 
One of the old man’s ribs was broken, and be 
sustained other injuries. Neighborsof the aged 
couple witnessed the assault, and an evening 
paper chronicied the eutrage. A oliceman 
pretended to investigate the case and reported 
that the old man received his injuries while 
drunk—that they were caused by a fall. This 
report was denounced in strong terms by the 
evening paper, and then the policeman made 
another report confirming the story of the as- 
sault. The perpetrators of the outrage are atill 
at large. 

Two or three weeks ago Peliceman Shirloh, a 
married man, Was arrested on the charge of 
maintaining criminal relations with a married 
woman. This wasasop thrown to the good 
people of Cincinnati and intended to impress 
the pulpit. Shirloh is no longer an oflicer, but 
the gilded dens of yice on Longworth and other 
strects are in full blast. A woman, the pro- 
prietress of one of these houses, who was ar- 
rested on the charge of abetting in the ruin of a 
young woman, was released on farcical bail 
and is still conducting her nefarious business. 

From this brief statement of facts Cincinnati 
should not be regarded as a city given up to im- 
morality and disorder, for it numbers among its 
residents thousands of good citizens and wo- 
men who chafe under the headway that vice 
and lawlessness have madein the community, 
The pulpitand people are laboring to reform 
the lamentable condition of affairs that exists 
here, but their efforts are feebly seconded by 
the daily press. 








IS GOV, FLOWER THE MAN? 





SOME POLITICIANS THINK THE HILLITES 
ARE TO SPRING A LITTLE TRICK. 


Certain politicians who were astonished when 
it was announced by those in charge of the 
Democratic machine in this State that Edward 
Murphy, Jr., Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, was to be the candidate for United 
Btates Senator in place of Frank Hiscock are 
now discussing the matter in an interesting 
way. 

On the day after the last election the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Murphy’s candidacy was 
made py Lieut. Gov. Sheehan and Charles R. 
De Freest, Clerk of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee. This apparent exposure of the plans 
of the machine was surprising in itself, beoause 
ithas always been the plan of the Hill crowd 
to keep their hands closely concealed until it 
was time for them to play the cards. The pub- 
lic announcement of the Murphy candidacy 
was acomplete change of tactics, and some of 
the politicians have been speculating lately 
that perhaps there was a good deal of method 
in the change ut that time, and that perbaps 
after all publicity as to Mr. Murphy was putout 
to cloak the real purposes of the machine, This 
ia the gossip: 

* Suppose,” argue these politicians, “ the real 

lan of the Hill men in this State is to make 

ieut. Gov. William F. Sheehan Governor of 
the State by removing Mr. Flower from the 
Governor's chair and placing him in the United 
States Senate in place of Mr. Hiscock. Is it 
likely that this scheme would not be kept in 
careful concealment until the very last moment, 
until the indignation of thousands of Democrats 
in the State had been expended on some other 
eupposed candidate ! 

**Mr. Shechan is ambitious and he has am- 
bitious friends. Besides, there are a good many 
men in the Hill machine who are getting nerv- 
ous over the possibilities of danger to the old 
Hill machine in independent and fearless action 
on the part of Gov. Flower. They point out 
that they would feel very muchsaferif Mr. 
Flower was in the United States Senate and Mr. 
Sheehan in the Governor's chair. The‘ boys’ 
can see great possibilities in such a shift. 

“‘If it was suspected by the great majority of 
the voters in this State that Mr. Flower was to 
give up the Governorship for the Benatorship, a 
ery would go up that might make Mr. Flower 
hesitate about making the change, but with all 
the opposition directed against Mr. Murphy, the 
foundation for carrying the plan out could be 
successfully laid. At the last moment Mr. 
Murphy could decline to be considered a Sena- 
torial candidate, upon the ground that he 
thought more of maintaining harmony and 
unity in the Democratic Party in the State than 
he did of personal preferment. Upon this 
declination Mr. Murphy’s friends could declare 
themselves for Mr. Flower, the machine would 
quickly make a United States Senator outof the 
Governor, and then William F. Sheehan would 
be Governor of the State of New-York for the 
next iwo years.” 





COTT SAYS NOTHING.

GIVES NO HINT OF WHAT HE WILL 
DO WHEN HARRISON GOES OUT. 


A story went the rounds yesterday that Post- 
master Van Cott did not intend to retire next 
Spring with the outgoing National Administra- 
tion, but was determined to hang on to his po- 
sition another year unless removed by Mr. 


Cleveland. This story had considerable interest 
for those who have been slating men to be Mr. 
Van Cott’s successor. 

Postmaster Van Cott explained to a Times 
reporter yesterday that he was appointed by 
President Harrison in May, 1889. The Senate 
was potin session then, however, and his ap- 
pointment was not confirmed until Deo. 19, 
1889. His commission for four years was dated 
from the time of his confirmation, and conse- 
quently his term of office does not expire until 
Dee. 19, 1893. 

He said that he had told no one, as reported, 
that he intended to continue as Postmaster 
untii his commission expired unless removed 
but he declined to say what action he would 
take when the present Administration retired.

Elevated Railroad Decision. 

The General Term of the Court of Common 
Pleas gave a decision yesterday in the suit of 
Anna Maria Doyle against the elevated rail- 
way company for damages to property, holding 
that a reference cannot be ordered in such suits 
to take testimony as to the damage to fee value 
and loss of rentals after the trialin open court 
as to the plaintiff's title, &c. 

In this case Judge Bischoff, at Special Term, 
ordered such areference. Ar appeal was taken 
from this order by the company’s lawyers. 
Judge Pryor, in writing the court’s opinion, 
gays: 

“The order is prohibited by the Constitution be- 
cause it directs the taking of testimony in an equity 
case otherwise than in Cases at law—t. ¢, in open 
court and in the presenoe and under the super- 
vision of the Juage who is to decide the cause. The 
order, therefore, was made without jurisdiction and 
is a nullity.” 

Chief Justice Daly and Judge Bookstaver 
concar inthe opinion. If it is upheld by the 
court of Appeals, some confusion may be 
caused as regards elevated railway litigation 
jn which orders similar to that of Judge 
Lischoti have been made. 





Philip B. Daniel Sued for Divorce. 

Philip B. Daniel, who was arrested in this 
city recently on acharge of abandonment, was 
the defendant in a suit for divorce in the City 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday. His wife alleged 
that he had been a good husband until a year 
ago, when he met a Brooklyn school teacher, 
aged seventeen years, and since then he had 
treated his family harshly. ;

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SEEKING THE POPE’S FAVOR

SUGGESTIONS WHICH HAVE NOT 
BEEN LISTENED TO. 





M. CLEMENCEAU’S STATEMENT OF HIS 
PARTY’S ATTITUDE—EMPEROR WILL- 
IAM’S PRIVATE OFFER —A FEAR 
OF HURTING THE RELATIONS OF 
FRANCE AND RUSSIA.

RoME, Deo. 5.—M. Clémenceau, in the name 
of the French political party of the Extreme 
Left, recently caused the Pope to be informed 
that if his party attained office, the Church 
would have nothing to fear from it. 

Emperor William, a short time ago, offered, 
through private agencies, outside the reguler 
diplomatic channel, to make concessions to the 
Pope for the Catholics in Germany, if his Holi- 
ness would influence the Centre Party to vote 
for the German Army Dill. The Pope refused 
to listen to these approaches, not desiring to in- 
terrupt the friendly relations with France and 
Russia. 

The Roly See has received from Paris a list of 
Government candidates for the vacant Bishop- 
rics. The Pope is not quite content with the 
list, but he wishes decidedly to have the French 
promotions fixed before the coming Consistory. 
Besides the two Archbishops—Tours and Rouen 
there is a question of two French Cardinals— 
Bordeaux and another belonging to the French 
clergy, though established in Rome. 

The Vatican is muoh satisfied with a recent 
speech made by Signor Crispi, ex-Prime. Minis- 
ister, revealing a spirit of republicanism, which 
may be taken as a first warning to the King. 
The speech was an indication that the south 
does not adhere strongly to the monarchy, and 
that the present situation bids finally to lead to 
the triumph of republicanism. The Pope bas 


said: ‘“‘Atatime when old Crispi is preparing 
himself for such a future, the monarchy must 
be very ill.” 

Don Carlos, the Spanish pretender, is disoon- 
tented with the Pope, owing to his Holiness 
having again taken up the old idea of a mar- 
riage between Don Jaime, his son, and Mercedes, 
daughter of the Queen Regent of Spain. At the 
time of the death of King Alfonso the Pope ne- 
gotiated this alliance between the two branches 
of the Spanish house. But the birth of a son 
and successor to Alfonso caused the project to 
fail, the Queen mother pronouncing against it. 
The situation at Madrid being now less strained, 
the Pope thought the time opportune to bring 
about the union, but news has been received at 
the Vatican that Don Carlos now opposes it, as 
it might imply his acceptance of constitution- 
alism.

THE AHLWARDT DOCUMENTS. 


THEY DO NOT PROVE THAT THE DEFECT- 
IVE RIFLES ARE UNSERVICEABLE. 


BERLIN, Dec. 5.—The documents in the Rector 
Ahlwardt case were read in camera. It is under- 
stood that they were confidential reports from 
the artillery depot at Wesel and the Duke of 
Brunewick’s artillery regiment, referring to 
the failure of the breech action of some of the 
Loewe rifles. They were not read in open 
court, as it was feared that the public, lacking 
technical knowledge, might exaggerate the im- 
portance of the affair. 

The story circulated and generally oredited 
is that a prominent officer heavily indebted to 
and hard pressed by Jews sent the documents 
on which the charges were based to Ahlwart, 
apd that he then committed suicide. 

The secret documents presented at the Ahl- 
wardt trial by Rector Ahlwardt were finally 


read in open court this afternoon. They show 
that 520 out of 939 Loewe rifles tested for the 
Landwehr at Wesel required repairs. 

Col. Brakel, in his report, declares that these 
defects do not prove that the rifles are unserv- 
iceable. as the slightest mistake in manufacture 
involves repaira. 


LONDON, Deo, 6.—The Post's Berlin correspond- 
ent, reviewing yesterday’s procecdings in the 
Ahlwardt trial, says that Lieut. Gossmitz was 


present for the War Office. He expressed re- 
ret that the documents produced by Ahlwardt 

ad been read in camera, as they contained 
nothing requiring secrecy. They referred tothe 
locks rather than to the rifles. It, therefore, 
did not reflect on Loewe’s rifies. One of the 
Loewe workmen testified to straightening the 
barrels of rifles, the work being done in secret 
on Sundays. 

Rector Ahlwardt demanded the evidence of 
Dr. Pasch, Baron Wackerborth, and Count 
Hohenthal, who, he declared, had overheard 
@ conversation of Loewe’s with Lieut. 
Kubne, in which he spoke with contempt 
of the Government's: method of inspection. 
These witnesses were subpoenaed. Cross- 
examination elicited the information 
that Ahlwardt’s publisher had bribed Loewe’s 
workmen to appear as witnesses, and had paid 
$750 for this service. It was also shown that 
Ahlwardt had not submitted the facts on which 
his accusations were based to the Minister of 
War before publishing them. 

The poliing at Friedeberg to-day indicates 
that Ahlwardt is almost certainly elected, the 
Sheriff of the district having issued a manifesto 
inviting Conservative support for him.

FAMINE AGAIN IN RUSSIA 





MONEY WANTED TO BUY FOOD—EX- 
TENSIVE PUBLIC WORKS PROPOSED. 


St. PETERSBURG, Deo. 5.—The Governor of 
the Province of Voronezh has asked the Im- 
perial Government for 5,000,000 rubles with 
whioh to purchase food for the peasants in that 
provinee, who are suffering from famine. The 
Governor of the Province of Toula asks for 
2,000,000 rubies to be expended for the same 
purpose. 

The newspapers are obliged to keep silent re- 
garding the famine, butitis known that in the 
Provinces of Voronezh, Toula, Riazan, and Bes- 
sarabia the situation is worse than it was last 
Winter. The Government proposes to relieve 


the distress in Bessarabia by the construction 
of extensive public works, which will afford 
_— to thousands of the famine-stricken popu- 
ation. 

Owing to a series of bad crops in the Govern- 
ment of Samara large numbers of German 
colonists have been ruined. Many of them who 
desire to emigrate find it impossible to procure 
passports. This fact, however, does not pre- 
vent them from leaving the country. They 
steal across the frontier into Prusgia, and make 
their way to the ports, whence they emigrate to 
America. 


MEASURES FOR IRELAND. 








THE EVICTED TENANTS COMMISSION— 
THE HOME RULE BILL. 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—The refusal of the landlords 
to have anything todo with the Evicted Ten- 
ants Commission has enabled that body to make 
unexpectedly rapid progress. All the witnesses 
will be examined before Christmas and the re- 
port of the commission will be presented dl- 
rectly upon the meeting of Parliament. 

Lord Rosebery, the Foreign Minister, has been 
in Dublin conferring with Mr. John Morley, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. Although the 
drafting of the Home Rule bill has been left to 
a Cabinet committee that does not include Lord 
Rosebery in its membership, the Foreign Minis- 


ter has interfered on the clauses relating to the 
two houses that it 1s proposed shall form the 
Trish Parliament, the financial arrangements, 
and the representation of Ireland in the Impe- 
rial Parliament. 

Lord Rosebery is understood to have the sup- 
port of several of his colleagues in opposing 
partof Mr. Gladstone’s scheme. The best-in- 
formed Liberals are confident that the differ- 
ences will not lead toa rupture of the Cabinet 
over the Home Rule bill similar to the trouble 
that arose over the measure of 1886, though 
they admit it is possible that one or two Minis- 
ters nay resign before Parliament meets. 





GERMANY AND SPAIN. 


COMMERCIAL TREATY NEGOTIATIONS 
THE BASIS OF AN ABSURD STORY. 


MADRID, Dec. 5.—The negotiations for a com- 
mercial treaty between Germany and Spain, 
which were opened here by Count von 
Radowitz, the new German Ambassador, have 
oaused an absurd story to be published by the 
Matin of Paris. The paper says that Germany 
has proposed an offensive and defensive alli- 
ance with Spain and an arrangement to place 
a Prussian Prince on the Spanish throne in the 
event of the death of young King Alfonso. Ger. 
many, the Matin adds, proposes to secure to Spain 
possession of Morocco, the reorganization of 


the Spanish Army by German officers, and the 
construction of strategic railways by a German 
company. 

The truth regarding the negotiations is that 
Germany asks to be placed on the same basis of 
trade with the Spanish colonies as is the United 
Staten. She also wants Spain to reduce the 





duty on spirits and numerous manufactures in 
return for concessions accorded Spain in favor 
of wines, oils, and dried fruits.

A SMALL ARMY TO ACCOMPANY THE

Lonpon, Deo. 5.—The preparations that are 
being made for the expedition of Mr. Gerald Por- 
tal,who hasbeen appointed British Commission- 
er to Uganda, disclose the thoroughness of the 
plans of the Government for the ocoupation of 
that African territory. 

Besides taking, under the name of an escort, 
a strong contingent of Ghoorkas, drawn from

PENNED UP ON LA BRETAGNE, 


—— 
THE STEAMSHIP’S PASSENGERS NOT YET 
ALLOWED TO LAND. 


The French Line steamship La Bretagne, 
which arrived from Havre Sunday, is still 
swinging to her anchor off Liberty Isiand await- 
ing permission from Washington for her passen- 
gers to land. 

Agent Forget of the French Steamship Com- 
pany sald yesterday that the detention of La 
Bretagne was in no way connected with the 
alleged false report said to have been made by 
her commander on that vessel's last trip to this 
port. The real cause of detention, the agent ex- 
plained, was an error made by the purser of the 
steamship, who, it seemed, had not been able to 
fully comprehend the meaning of the various 
circulars concerning immigrants which had re- 


cently emanated from the Treasury Department. 
Small Dlame should attach to him for this, for 
it appears that the department’s own officials 
have felt the need of instruction on this some- 
what knotty problem. 

According to Mr. Forget, the purser’s error 
bloomed when La Bretagne last came to port. 
Not with any intention to deceive, but for the 
praiseworthy purpose of aiding the authorities, 
the purser made out a manifest of passengers 
which resulted in some hard things being sai 
about Capt. Collier. This time the purser was 
more particular. Before the ship arrived in 
port he sallied forth into the passengers’ do- 
main and questioned each one as to nationality 
and intended destination. He took the lexicog- 
raphers’ definition of “immigrant’’ and wrote 
that word opposite the name of every passen- 
ger who was an alien. The result was that 
when the document reached the customs offi- 
cers the ship was ordered detained. 

The agents were busy yesterday telegraphing 
to pn ena ay trying to explain the case, but 
no orders for release had come up toa late 
hour. The vessel has 153 first and second eabin 
passengers on board. All of these who are not 
American citizens have come under the purser’s 
comprehensive classification of “ immigrants." 

In addition to the saloon and second-cabin 
passengers there are 570 other voyagers. 
Ordinarily they would be spoken of as steer- 
age passengers, but the agents say they are 
not steerage passengers, but ‘ third-cabin”’ 
passengers, whatever that is. It appears 
that a portion of the steerage of La Bretagne 
has been designated by the more pretentious 
title of third cabin, and those who dislike to be 
known as steerage passengers Can come over as 
ocoupante of the “ third cabin’”’ on payment of 
a small extra sum. 

Concerning the status of those now on board 
La Bretagne, Agent Forget said yesterday there 
were not over 100 bona-fide immigrants in the 
entire number. All the others were either 
American citizens, tourists,; friends and rel- 
atives of American citizens, or the friends 
and relatives of aliens who were residents in 
this country. He confidently expected orders 
for his vessel’s release to-day. The hope does 
not seem unreasonable, as the amship Amor- 
ica, with 968 immigrants, and the Werra, with 
448, both arriving yesterday, were allowed to 
land their passengers without molestation.

FINAL REPORT OF POSTMASTER 
GENERAL WANAMAKER. 





THB COUNTRY FREE-DELIVERY SYSTEM 
A SUCCESS FROM THE START—HOUSE 
LETTER BOXES PROMISE TO PROVE 
PROFITABLE AS WELL AS CONVEN- 


IENT—THE MERIT SYSTEM. 


WasHINGTON, Deo. 5.—The Postmaster Gen- 
eral mentions at the beginning of his annual 
report to the President the chief developments 
of the year as follows: Five million dollars 
added to the gross revenue; the deficit reduced 
nearly a million; money-order offices increased 
two-thirds, or from 10,070 to 16,689; 82 
cities supplied with free delivery; 2,790 new 
oftices established; 263 offices advanced to the 


Presidential grade; 16,750,000 miles of ad- 
ditional service; 1,590 new mail routes estab- 
lished, embracing 8,500 miles of new service; 
ocean mail service extended, and pneumatic 
tube service introduced. 

In the last four years 5,501 new mail routes 
have been established, traversing 2.690 miles; 
the number of Post Offices has grown by over 
8,600, the number of money-order offices over 
8,200, and the number of free-delivery offices 
has almost doubled. The Postmaster General 
adds: 

“TI give you undoubted evidence, in the midst of 
all this wonderful growth, of the steady improve- 
ment of the service, and every postal worker may 
rightfully feel it to be a personal compliment to him- 
self, For years ago the number of errors entered 
against railway postal clerks was in a ratio of 1 to 
every 3,648 pieces; now it is in the ratioof 1 to 
every 5,466 pieces, and itis a fact, proved by figures, 
that in the last three years the aconracy of railway 
postal clerks has almost been doubled.” 


Mr. Wanamaker mentions the 60 per cent. in- 
crease in money-order offices, the use of stamp- 
canceling machines, the establishment of a 

ostal museum. the 50 per cent. increase in 

ree-delivery offices, the new Washington Post 
Office, a compilation of postallaws and regula- 
tions, a saying of $1,000,000 on mail con- 
tracts and of $150,000 on stam paper, 50 
per cent. more of city distributions on trains, 
the sorting of mailsin transit on street oars, 
the simplification of bookkeeping methods’ for 
all the Post Offices, three new kinds of postal 
cards and a new serics of stamps, safer registry 
of mails, and surer collection of periodical post- 
age. 

The new foreign mail service contracted for 
went into operation as follows: The dates given

Oct. 12, 1895, New-York to Southampton, once a 
week, ten years’ contract.

10, 1892, New-York to Buenos Ayres, once a 
week, with calls; twenty-eight days without; five 
years’ contract. 

Dee. 1, 1892, New-York to Rio, once in twenty- 
four days, five years’ contract. 

Nov. 1, 1892, New-York to Tuxpam, once a week, 
five years’ contract, 

Nov. 1, 1892, New-York to Havana, once a week, 
five years’ contract. 


The new ocean mail service, therefore, ap- 
plies to eleven lines, comprising when complet- 
ed forty-one ships of 85,500 tonnage, and the 
contractors will be required to spend $14,000,- 
000 to provide ships necessary to make the 
service contracted for frequent enough and 
quick enough to comply with the terms agreed 
upon. The total outlay upto July 1, 1892, for 
the foreign mail service performed and expe- 
dited under the new policy was $120,579, and 
the cost of the service for the present fisoal year 
will be greater. 

On ceuntry free delivery the Postmaster 
General says: 

“ The experiments have related to villages, to be 
sure, Dut it has been a daiiy sefvice, and it has 
cleared a profit. It is easy enough, therefore, to 
say that the free delivery can be extended further 
and further, and it ought to be done whether it pays 
& profit tothe department or not. As the frequency 
of the deliveries increases, and the service seems to 
pay its way, ifa daily visit is too expensive, let the 
service begin with a tri-weekly or a semi-weekly 
service; only let it begin. The agitation for g 
roads would be quickened incaloulably, for wagon 
and horseback travel would not only of mecessity 
have to be made more easy, but the bicycle would be 
brought into requisition. Good roads, as well as fre- 
quent and regular mail facilities, mean a more rapid 
settlement of the country and enhancement of 
values, and @ local and widespread prosperity. 

pe | believe fully that great advances could bemade 
in the direction of country free delivery by an evolu- 
tion of the star route service, and we would see free 
delivery to persons living along the a gt An 
traversed by the star route contractors, with little, 
ifany, inoreased cost to the department, in a very 
fow years. The postallaws and regulations permit 
the mail carrier to take maii from the oilice of its 
destination and deliver to the patrons of that office 
living along his route, and these regulations require 
him to receive letters presented to him for 
mailing. Butthis system of delivery makes no pro- 
vision for patrons of an office who live along the 
route traversed by the carrier previous to his arrival 
et the office, as he cannot take their mail except on

Louis, where the test of anotherone of the boxes 
was purposely made as hard a8 possible, it was found 
that there was actually no losg of time, and the Post- 
masters of St. Louis and Washington prompély and

mail from houses could be undertaken by the 
furces. Accordingly, is-

recting that the Postmasters ot free-delivery 
cities should afford patrons the opportunity to 
have mail matter collected from their doors when- 
ever two-thirds of the householders on a given route 
should ery f to the Postmaster their desire to have 
it, and should have equipped their houses with some 
one of the six boxes found by the commigsions to be 
suitable and safe. The work of introducing the 
house letter box, therefore, is now vigorously under

Fan important advantage sure to result from the 
general system of house collections is the additional 
safety of the mails; for not only is matter deposited 
in a safe plage, but it is dropped for collection within 
the doors of houses, and hence the chance of détec- 
tion, if thieves should be disposed to rob these boxes, 
would be almost certain; and the booty would no 
longer prove tempting, for what had formerly been 
dropped in a street box would now be distributed in 
perhaps a hundred house boxes, and for a similar rea- 
son the street box would no longer prove attractive 
to thieves.

The application of the merit system of promo- 
tions to the department, to the classified Post 
Offices, and to the railway majl is commented 
upon. There are, all told, 447 clerks in the bu- 
reaus within the department buildings. The 
first examination was held on the 30th of July, 
1891, and in the fifteen months since that time 
there have been 342 appearances for examina- 
tion. Eighty-one clerks have been promoted 
under this system. 

Of his proposition to divide the country into 
postal districts Mr. Wanamaker says: 


“Thia, like the other great postal reforms, can be 
pees f a question of time. The present cumbersome, 
costly, scattering system will by the 
less political and less wasteful structure, and one 
more coherent, decentralized, and businesslike. 
There has not been a year in your Administration 
when I could not have saved ten times the total sal- 
ary of a dozen Supervisors, and I am certain that the 
service could have been regulated, quickened, and 
in a measure, at least, kept up to the times. The 
proposed system would accomplish in a practical 
way the purpose of the bill, to select fourth-class 
Postmasters without political intervention. Each 
district would be putin oharge of a Postal Super- 
visor or Director, and the regular Inspectors of the 
department should assist these Supervisors, as they 
might be needed. 

he District Supervisors could act under rules 
without reference to the Department and without 
useless delay; they would be the counselors of the 
Department, the general medium of communication 
with it; and the First Assistant Postmaster General 
should be constituted the Controller or Actuary to 
whom the Supervisors should report. The members 
of ee ge would find themselves relieved of no 
end of disagreeable departmental drudgery, and 
the Department would come directly in touch 
with the postal oe and they, in turn, 
would be better in touch with the people served.

The postal telegraph and postal telephone are 
strenuously advocated, as formerly. On the one- 
cent postage question Mr. Wanamaker says: 


In my.report of a year ago I said, and I have now 
to say, that one-cent letter postage is @ near possi- 
bility. One-cent letter postage to every place in the 
world is what the nations are coming to. There are 
many who now insist thdét, with the postal deficit 
removed, we should immediately reduce letter 
Postage. It must be borue in mind that the English 
Penny stamp is no less than our two-cent stamp, 
and that our letter stamp carries an ounce, while the 
English penny stamp carries bat half an ounce. 
However, as a two-cent stamp pays much more than 
the cost of handling the letter mail, it ia urged that 
the postage on this class of mail matter should be 
reduced. 

The present letter rate pays actually double the 
cost, and by this overpay serves as @ protective rate 
to the department to cover underpay from doing an 
express business for periodicals and books and car- 
rying advertising sheets at 1 cent per pound that in 

int of fact are nothing more than business circu- 

ré that load the mails enormously. All such mail 
is not only carried at a loss of 6 cents a pound, but it 
interferes materially with the businesa of the ex- 
press and railroad companies, which are properly 
carriers of heavy packages and freight. There is 
also to be mentioned the large amount of express 
business put upon the mails by the various depart- 
ments of the Government. 

The Postmaster General also advocates a 

classification of clerks, and submits a bill; urges 
regular pay for substitute carriers and a certain 
payment to carriers for leaves of absence; ad- 
vyooates the abolition of box rents and private 
letter offices; urges the reduction of money 
order fees, the simplification of the postal note 
so thatit will better supply the need of frac- 
tional currency ;} suggests how applications for 
money orders Can be made easier, and says: 


ppm | to take the place of fractional currency 
for the remittance of small sums is very desirable for 
the convenience of the people and to stop the influx 
into cities of large quantities of postage stamps, 
which are sold ata discount, and thus a market is 
made for counterfeiters aud for stolen stamps. [ 
urge the consideration of the issue of a money postal 
card of denominations of 10 cents, 25 cents, 60 cents, 
and $1, of the form of the present smal! cardand 
exactly similar to the ordinary postal card on the ad- 
dress side,and on the reverse side an order on the 
Postmaster of the city address fora fixed sum, pay- 
oe on the signature of the payee named in the ad- 
ress. 


The report closes with the following: 


“*My ideal forthe American Postal Service is a 
system modeled apon a district plan, with fewer of.- 
ficera, and those grouped around central offices and 
under thorough supervision. By this means at 
least 20,000 offices could be abandoned that pro- 
duce nothing to the department. In the place of 
every abolished non-money order and non-registry 


office might be put an automatic stamp. 
selling wachine and a _<Ietter box to re- 
ceive mall. With the money saved should 
be instituted a@ system of collection and 


delivery by mounted carriers, bicycles, and star- 
route and messenger contractors, which would grad- 
ually spread the free delivery all over the country. 
The classes of postage should be reduced to 3, and 
the rate of postage the world over to 1 cent for each 
half ounoe, for the average weight of a letter is now 
three-eighths of an ounce. I would indemnify, to 
the extent of $10, for every lost registered letter. 

“The organization of the department should be 
permanen mg! in the case of the Postmaster 
General and the Fourth Assistant, and I would add 
three new officers: A Deputy Postmaster General 
to bo stationed at New-York, a Deputy Postmaster 
General to be stationed at San Francisco, and a 
Controller to be stationed at the department 
in Washington. For all Postmasters, Presi- 
dential and fourth-class, and all employes 
in all branches of the epartment, whose 
udgment should be based upon records, I would 

os { the work, hold it up by a strong, controlling 
hand, reduce the hours of labor at almost all points, 
equalize and advance the pay, make the promotions 
in every branch for merit alone, and retire old or 
disabled clerks, perhaps on a pension fund to be pro- 
vided by an annual payment of one-half of 1 per 
cent. out of each month's salary. 

“A postal telegraph and telephone service, the 
postal savings depositories, pneumatic tubes, or 
some electrical device between city sub-stations and 
main olfices, ferries, raiiroad stations, and central 
ofiicesin all large cities should be employed without 
delay. The erection of immense costly buildings 
for Post Otfices ought to be stopped, and 
the department ought to be allowed to expend 
atixed sum of from $1,000,000 to $5,000,000 each 
yearin the erection of buildings upon a fixed plan, 
such as Postmaster General Vilas pecommendee. I 
would grant larger discretion to the head of the de- 

artment to experiment with postal inventions and 

x stated periodsin the orderof business of tho 
House and Senate Post Office Committees to call 
upon the Postmaster General for information and 
censure alike, at which time, too, he could have op- 
portunity, within right limitations, to present 
postal subjects. I would modify the system 
of fines and deductions upon railroads and establish 
a system of compensation based upon speed, a 
twenty, thirty, forty, ifty, and sixty mile an hour rate. 
By this means, railroad compensation would not cost 
any more, and we should soon be running mail 
trains between New-York and Chicago in fifteen or 
eixteen hours and between New-York and Boston in 


four hours. Mail trains may move faster than any 
other trains. The question of pay 15 all that is to be 
considered.” 





The First Du Pont Gun Cotton. 
Newport, R. L, Dec. 5.—A schooner has ar- 
rived atthe torpedo station having on board 


ten tons of gun cotton, which will:be stored in 
the magazines at Rose Island. This cotton is 
the first product of the Du Pont Powder Com- 
pany of Wilmington, Del, with which the Goy- 
ernment made a contract a year ago. 

Heretofore all gun cotton manufactured in the 
United States has been made at the torpedo 
station, but at the time of the Chilean soare the 
production did not equal the demand, even 
with day and night work at the factory. Be- 
sides, the department realized the danger of 
losing its works here in case of war, it being 
in the exposed harbdr, and hence enocourage- 
— was given to private parties to put ina 
plant. 

The new plant is not situated in a position 
entirely satisfactory, being too near the sea 
coast, and it is probable that some place even 
further inland will now receive orders. The 
factory here will continue to be used for exper- 
imental purposes, being well fitted for the 
Bame. 





Another Cape Cod Canal Company. 

Boston, Dec. 5.—One more Cape Cod ship 
Canal Company has dropped into the legisla- 
tive arena armed with a petition presented by 
Gen. O. E. Madden of New-York, who asks thata 
law be passed to the effect that he and his asso- 
ciates shall be incorporated for the purpose of 
constructing, maintaining, and operating a ship 
canal across Cape Cod.

Last year the American Association reinstated

sociation. This has kept the fast stallion off the turf, 
except at a few fairs, but he lowered the record for 
half-mile tracks to 2:11% this Fall at Trenton. It 
has been considered a misfortune to keep such a fast 
trotter off the tarf, so the Board of the National 
Trotting Association yielded to the influence brought 
to bear on it, and yesterday passed this resolution:

REBUKE FOR LAWYER VAN NESS. 





JUDGE INGRAHAM INTIMATES THAT HE 
MAY GET INTO TROUBLE. 


The ears of John K. Van Ness, a lawyer at 
196 Broadway, whose residence is at Plainfield, 
N. J., ought to have tingled yesterday. Judgo 
Ingraham, in Supreme Court, Chambers, was 
talking about him. The language that he used 
Wasoclear. He said that if Mr. Van Ness were 
only in court he might find himself in trouble 
anless he could explain certain matters. 

The mention of Mr. Van Ness’s name came 
about in the course of a rather strange story 
told on a motion made in a foreclosure sult 
brought by Melvin Stepbens against Robert 


Lewis Humphreys and others. Henry Whito ap- 
poares as counsel for Mr. Stephens, and on his 
half asked that the other side be compelled to 
give the business address of James Wilson, 
show cause why his objections to the title to the 
property on which the mortgage was foreclosed 
should not be overruled, and be directed to taxe 
Utle, or the sale to him set aside and a new one 
ordered. Mr. Van Ness represents the defendant 
Humphreys, but he was not present. Robert 
Payne, who was present in behalf of Wiison, 
Wanted it distinctly understood that he did not 
ap in any way for Van Ness. 
he mortgaged property belonged to the es- 
tate of Robert Humphreys, and is situated at 
819 Tenth Avenue. Mr. White contends that 
the defendant, Humphreys, and his lawyer, 
Van Ness, have been striving to prevent the 
earrying ont of the court's decrees by appealing 
and by ways not recognized as proper. Once 
before, he says, the property was sold toa man 
mamed Farnham, who gave checks on a Piain- 

ld bank where he was not known. This was 

n 1891, and a resale was ordered. At the re- 
sale, in August last, Wilson was the purchaser, 
although Van Ness made the bid for him and 
paid the deposit required. 

Wilson’s address was given as 152 East 
Ninety-fourth Street. A clerk from Mr. White's 
office could not find him there. He was not in 
court. Mr. White told Judge Ingraham that he 
believed he wae a fictitious person, and that if 
he really existed, the money paid down did not 
belong to him, the whole scheme being one to 
further delay the sale of the property. There 
were, bowever, aflidavits from Wileon de- 
claring that the money paid down was his, and 
that he had changed his address to one in 
Charles Street. 

lt was when Mr. Payne read Mr. Wilson’s ob- 

ection to teking title to the property that Mr. 

fhite grew excited and Judge Ingraham wished 
that Van Nees was present. Mr. Wilson alleged 
that the title was defective because in 1883, in 
foreclosure proceedings over the same proper- 
ty, Margaret Maria Graff, who held an interest, 
died in the month following the beginning of 
the suit, and that there was no amendment to 
the cumplaint. Mr. White excitedly declared 
that if this was true then he had been imposed 
on and the court had been imposed on, for Rob- 
ert Lewis Humphreys had made an affidavit in 
1884 in which Mrs. Graff apparently joined, the 
reason given for her not signing being that she 
was out of the city.

AFTER MR. CARTEL’S LAURELS. 


H. DE YOUNG ASSERTS THAT HE IS

Mr. De Young said that, according to his un- 
derstanding of the situation, the Exeoutive 
Committee was empowered to elect, not a Chair- 
man of the National Committee, but a Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, and it was to 
this position Mr. Carter had been chosen. That 
being the case, Mr. De Young, as Vice Chair- 
man, stepped up to the head of the organiza- 
tion. 

Mr. De Young spoke last night as if he in- 
tended to assume the duties of the National 
Chairman. He said it was uncertain when be 
would call the committee together, but is would 
probably be early in January. 

Some Republicans who discussed this subject 
said that, if it was declared by the organization 
that Mr. Carter was not the Chairman, and that 
there was a vacancy in that office, exeept as far 
as it was naturally filled by Mr. De Young 48 
Vice Chairman, one of the first things to be done 
when the committee met would be to fill the va- 
cancy. They said these who took the ground 
that Mr. Carter was not the Chairman had a 
little scheme to elect Mr. Clarkson to the place, 
and thereby, as far as possible, restore the “old 
crowd” to the management of the party ma- 
ehinery.

JOSEPH RUBSAM’S DAUGHTER. 





SURRENDERED BY HER MOTHER TO THE 
BREWER’s WIDOW. 


The last act in one of the dramas that have 
been developed and enacted since the degth of 
Joseph Rubsam, the millionaire brewér of 
Stapleton, 8S. L, whioh occurred in October, 
1890, was played in the Richmond County Sur- 
rogate’s Court yesterday afternoon when Mrs. 
Minnie Enochin of Cleveland, Ohio, sarren- 


dered her illegitimate daughter Josephine 
Louise to Mrs. Emily Rubsam, the lawful wife 
of the dead millionaire. 

Mrs. Enoohin is a native of Staten Island, and 
was at one time one of the prettiest women in 
Stapleton. She is now thirty-nine years old 
and is still a handsome woman. When the 
child was born, in 1880, she was Mrs. Minnie 
Hauck, a widow. Two years after her birth 
Josephine Louise was surrendered to her father, 
the mother signing an agreement to make no 
attempt to recover the child during Mr. Rub- 
8am’s life. 

The woman frequently visited Staten Island, 
and on June 10, 1888, after astormy interview 
with Mr. Rubsam, she attempted to commit 
suicide with laudanum at the home of her 
brother at Stapleton. 

After Mr. Rubsam’s death, Mrs. Enochin at- 
tempted to obtain custody of the child by legal 
process, and the hearing before Judge Pratt, in 
this city, was a sensational one. The Judge de- 
cided against the mother, but she has since 
written many threatening letters to Mrs. 
Rubsam and declared that she would have the 
child at all costs. 

Two weeks ago she reappeared at Richmond, 
8. L, and consulted Surrogate stephens relative 
to the provisions of Mr. Kubsam’s will When 
she found that the $100,000 bequeathed to 
Josephine Louise was only left in trust, and 
that the child could never come into possession 
of the principal, she went to Mr. horrmann, 
the partner of Mr. Rubsam, and offered to 
compromise. Negotiations have since been in 
progress, and Mrs. Enochin finally agreed to 
sign away her child for $2,000 and her lawyer's 
fees. 

Maurice Untermyer of 46 Wall Street ‘is 
Mrs. Rubsam’s counsel, and Mrs. Enochin had 
several times threatened to shoot him. Last 
week, when she went to his office with her 
counsel, a revolver was found inher pocket 
and was taken from ber. 

Policemen were present at the proceedings 
yesterday afternoon to prevent trouble, and 
Mrs. Rubsam and the child were secreted in an 
adjoining room. Mrs. Enochin did not request 
to see the child, however. 

When she wus leaving the courtroom she was 
arrested on a charge of attempting suicide. She 
refused to vo with the officer, and a scene was 
only prevented by the interposition of her 
counselor. : 

She declared that gho knew that the police 
had been looking for her, but she had always 
managed to “give them the 4lip.” When taken 
before Justice Kuliman she was discharged and 
at ouce left the island.

THE TINWARE MANUFACTURER MAKES 
AN ASSIGNMENT. 


David Block, manufacturer of tinware at 146 
to 150 Hester Street, made an assignment yes- 
terday to Thomas R. Manners, President of the 
East Side Bank, giving twenty-four prefer- 
ences, aggregating $68,653, principally for 
money loaned. The following are the largest 
preferred creditors: Canal Street Bank, 
$13,600; East Side Bank, $10,000; Harry Gins- 
burg, $8,000; 8S. Aronson, $6,000; Hyman 
Schnitzer, $5,000; B. J. McCann, $5,000; 8B. 
Jarmalowsky, $3,500; State Bank, $3,000; Ju- 
del Grinsburg, $2,500; Moses Lubeleky, $2,832; 
H. Crook, $2,000. . 

Mr. Block has been in business about seven- 
teen years. He has hada large trade, and has 
aleo operated in real estate. His attorneys said 
yeaterday that the chief cause of his failure 
was experimenting in enamel ware, in which 
he sunk between $40,000 and $50,000, A party 
represented that he could make this ware, but 
did not understand how to make the ovens. 
Mr. Block sent him to Europe to learn that part 
of the operation. He returned, claiming that he 
had the knowledge, and went to work experi- 
menting, but was not successful. A suit is now 
pending over the matter. 

The liabilities are $132,000, of which $64,000 
is} for merchandisec, and the remainder is 
for money loaned, &c. The assets amount te 
about $30,000, consisting of merchandise on 
hand, $35,000; accounts, $20,000, and equity 
in real estate, $25,000. Mr. Block owns the 
factory property and other real estate in the 
city.

HENRY G. TRICKEY’S DEATH.

ITS EFFECT ON THE INDICTMENTS FOUND 
—THE BORDEN JORY THREATENED. 


Fatt River, Mass., Dec. 5.—The news that 
Henry G. Trickey, the reporter who furnished 
the sensational and erroneous news lately in 
the Borden murder case, had been run over by 
the cars and killed at Hamilton, Ontario, on 
Sunday, was the cause of much iuterest and 
comment in this city. 

A considerable amount of speculation was in- 
dulged in as to the outcome of the indictment 
said to have been found against him by the 
Grand Jury. To-day one of the Grand Jurors 
stated that Mr. Trickey’s death would not pro- 
duce any effect on the indictment; that there 
were other parties concerned. 

Boston, Dec. 5.—The Globe this afternoon 
printed an interview with one of the members 
of the Grand Jury which had bofore it the case 
of Lizzie Borden. The juror is reported as say- 
ing that the Attorney General and the District 
Attorney were so much worked up over the 
abuse and vilification to which they were sub- 
jected that they sent for Andrew J. Jennings of 


counsel for the defense, and asked him to put in 
the evidence tor the defense and he did so. 

“Mr. Knowlton,” said the juror, ‘sat backand 
took no part in the matter, but left it to the 
jurors to ask questions. 

“The Government witnesses were reluctant, 
and acted as if they wanted to believe Lizzie 
Borden innocent. The witnesses for the de- 
fense, however, came in, testified freely, and 
handled the truth carelessly, to say the least. 

* At the eleventh hour the friends of Lizzie A. 
Borden came up penitent or conscience-stricken 
and told that which clinched the sase in the 
minds of the jurors. I think the District At- 
torney was satisfied that he could get the indiot- 
— without the admissions made by the de- 

‘ense.”’ 

Inspeaking of threats that had been made, 
the juryman said: “Why, during the recess 
taken by the jury, when I was at Hargraves 
Mill, I beard a man who did not know I was a 
member of the jury say he would be one man 
who would kill the jurymen. 

“When I made myself known, and told him 
ifanything happened to any ofthe jurymen, 
he would be the first man to be looked after, 
he weakened and apologized, saying he 
did not mean anything. We found a bill against 
Lizzie A. Borden the day before we came in. 

* The next morning, when we were consider- 
ing another case, the District Attorney read us 
a letter which he had received from Brattle- 
borough, Vt., which was to the effect that the 
best thing he (the District Attorney) could do 
was to let Lizzie Borden out and give her her 
freedom, and lock Bridget Sullivan up in one 
cell and John V. Morse in another, and ending: 
‘Now, ifthe jurors find a bill against Lizzie A. 
Borden, look out for White Caps.’ 

“The District Attorney got lots of letters 
about the case, and after the recess the friends 
of Lizzie said they might as well tell all they 
know about the case.”’ 

The juror was ssked if he was willing to give 
the exact vote of the Grand Jury, and said he 
could not consistently doso. He said, however, 
that there were two poils of the jury, the firat 
one formal, but after the story of the defense 
had been pnt in a second poll was had, and 
then by permission the vote was reconsidered, 
and the result was practically unanimous for 
an indictment.

THEY EXCHANGE LETTERS ON POINTS 
OF IRISH HISTORY. 


ToRONTO, Ontario, Deo. 5.—The following cor- 
respondence has passed between Mr. Gladstone 
and Prof. Goldwin Smith: 


10 DOWNING STREET, WHITENALL, Oct. 28, 1892. 

Dear Mr. Goladwin Smith: My attention has been 
called to a letter signed by you in the 7imes of the 
20th inst. and to its postscript. This postscript 
has made it necessary for me to address you, and I 
hope you willexcuse my doing it interms which 
were formerly, I think, usual between us. In this 
postscript you have impugned my veracity, on the 

round that I said England imposed union on 

reland with an army force of 130,000 men. Of 
course, you say, I meana British force, and in this 
construction of your own (in my opinion one alto- 
gether irrational) you impugn my personal honor. 

I spoke of the total furce at the disposal of the 
Government, and itis well known to every student 
of Irish history that the Irish yeomanry were pain- 
fully prominent in the crael proceedings of that 
period. The article from which you quote repeated 
substantially a statement made by me in the Nine- 
teenth Century five years ago. Dr. Ingram, writing 
in defense of Irish union, had contended that in 
17938 there were in Ireland 45,000 regulars besides 
artillery. 

In answer I quoted from Grattan’s “Life and 
Times” the declaration of Lord Castlereagh in the 
House of Commons of Feb. 1s, 1799, that the total 
force in Ireland was 137,500, a figure considerably 
beyond my recent statement. 

hese figures have been long before the world, 
and, astonishing as they are, I am not aware that 
they have been or can be questioned. In Jaly, 1799, 
a few months later, Lord Cornwallis declared that 
the force in Ireland, which I have seen stated at 
126,000, was all required to preserve the peace, and 
could not repel foreign invasion. I remain, dear 
Mr. Goldwin Smith, faithfully yours.

Dear Mr. Gladstone: I do not know that I can an- 
swer your strictures on what was said in my letter 
to the Times of Oct. 20 respecting the British forces 
in Ireland otherwise than by giving Lord Cornwal- 
lis’s own words, (Mr. Smith then quotes Lord Corn- 
wallis’s statement and continues:) This seems to 
bear out my statement that the whole effective Brit- 
ish force that Lord Cornwallis had wherewith to 
meet both invasion and rebellion consisted of four 
regiments, with a total of 18,000 men. 

Besides the British regulars there was, as every- 
body knows, on the side of the Government a large 
er of yeomanry and militia. But if these were 
Irish, not British, their number, as I before inti- 
inated, seems to be & Ineasure not 80 much of the 
force needed by Great Britain to hold down Ireland 
as of Irish attachment to the connection with Great 
Britaiz. Your American readers would be sure to 
understand you as saying that ‘‘the obedience of 
Ireland en compelled” by a British force of 
130,000 men. 

Of the fact that besides the regulars there was a 
large body of yeomanry and militia, no student of 
Irish history could fail to be aware, since, as you say, 
“they were ——— prominent in the cruel pro- 
Se of the period.” Irish history down to the 
union is @ train of cruelty on all sides, though how 
wisdom can be imparted to the eye counsels by 
evoking these hateful memories I fail to see. 

In challenging what I thought to bea partisan 
version of history, I had no intention of impugning 
your personal honor. If my expression was too 
warm, allowanve must be made for the feelings of an 
Englishman who saw wrong done, as he thought, to 
the character of the country by one to whom we 
havea right to look as the chie guardian of her 
honor, and before a people who both by traditional 
sentimeut and Irish intinence are too much disposed 
readily to believe anything evil of Engivnad. I re-

IMPORTANT LABOR DECISION, 


———$<—_—— 
ENGINEERS AT BEDLOW’S ISLAND NOT 
UNDER THE EIGUT-HOUR LAW. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The Engineers’ Associ- 
ation of New-York recently made complaint 
that engineers employed on Bedlow’s Island are 
compelled to work twelve hours a day in viola- 
tion of the eight-hour law. An investigation 
Was made by the Lighthouse Board, from which 
it appears that three of the men are regularly 
employed as keepers of light stations and that 
three others are known as firemen, but are 
keepers just as much as the others. 

Acting Solicitor Reeve has given an opinion 
that as none of the men mentioned have any- 
thing to do with the construction or erection of 
public works they are relieved from the opera- 
tions of the eight-hourlaw. He said that ‘‘as 
they are not employed by the Government of 
the United States or by any contractor or sub- 
contractor upon any of the’public works of the 
United States, and their duties obviously being 
ofs peculiar nature, they do not come within 
the provisions of the statute.’’ The opinion was 
approved by Acting Secretary Spaul pm 3 

This action is contrary to previous rulings of 
the department. Under this construction the 
printers employed at the Government Printing 
Office, and in fact all persons net employed in 
the construction of public works, would be de- 
prived of the benefits of the eight-hour law. 
Acting Secretary apoues said that to-day’s 
action, so far as the Treasury Department is 
concerned, applied only to the case in point.

JACOB GERBER SAFE ONCE MORE IN 
HIS OMAHA HOME. 


OMAHA, Nevd., Dec. 5.—Jacob Gerber is once 
moro in Omaha, having escaped from the Sibe- 
rian exile to which he was doomed a year and a 
half ago. He arrived in the city last night after 
an absence of twenty-one months. After being 
a resident of this city for six years he returned 
to Ruesia to dispose of what property he had 
there and to bring his family to this country. 

He had taken out his first papers here, and 
supposed that he was to all intents and pur- 
poses a citizon of the United States, but subse- 
quent events proved that he had relied too 
much on the privileges of half-completed citi- 
zenship, for he was seized as soon as his iden- 
tity was discovered, though he was at the time 
across the border in Germany and at worship in 
a church. 

Without trial or hearing of any sort he was 
started to Siberia in spite of all his friends 
could do in his behalf. 

When the friends of the unfortunate man in 
this city heard what occurred, the case was 
called to the attention of the authorities at 
Washington, but a careful investigation dis- 
closed the fact that the naturalization process 
had not been fully completed, and that it would 
be impossible for the Government to secure the 
release of the prisoner. 

The appearance of Gerber among his old ac- 
quaintanoces last night created surprise. His 
story was arecital of outrageous cruelty and 
human suffering. The evidences of the truth of 
the narrative were amply shown in the frigbt- 
ful scars und still unhealed sores in the living 
flesh. He supposed that ho was going to the 
mines for life. It was not until he bad reached 
his destination, nine months later, that he 

learned that he was sentenced for fifteen years. 

He was placed in a herd of 600 convicts and 
started forthe Siberian wilds. The men were 
ironed together in pairs, and from the very mo- 

ment that they started their sufferings were in- 
describable. Not once during the long weary 
days of those nino months were the irons re- 
moved, nor were the metal bonds binding them 
to their companions broken. 

When he arrived at liga he was takon out into 
the middle of astreet anda blacksmith was 
called, who took off his fetters. Gerber was 
told that from that time forward he would have 
to take care of himself. He remained there 
three months before he found an opportunity to 
carry into effect the plan fwr escape that he had 
mapped out. He had excited the sympathy of 
a fellow-Hebrew who was engaged in the mines, 
and induced the latterto write a letter home 
for him asking his wife to send him some 
money. 

The money was sent, and Gerber’s friend 
took him to Yakootsk. He paid $50 to get 
to Yakootsk, and then took conveyance by 
post to Tomsk, a distance of 1,500 miles, 
and paid for it $175. He had secured the 
dress of a nobleman and carried an ofticial port- 
manteau that seemed to have moretodo with 
saving him from annoyance than everything 
else, for he was not molested and was not asked 
for passports. 

Monoy removed the obstacles he encountered, 
and finally he reached a small town within fifty 
miles vf his home without being detected. He 
made acircuit of 300 miles, and was success- 
ful in leaving Russien soil behind him. He lost 
no time in getting as far away as he could, for 
he knew he was not safe until he had reached 
America. 

Thus it happened that he at last arrived in 
Omaha, and of the $1,000 sent him by his wife 
he had only 10 cents in his pocket when the 
journey was over. 

Gerber had about $4,000 worth of property 
when he left here, less than two years ago, but 
there will be little of it after he gots his family 
here. They are still atthe old place, but will 
come here in the early Spring.

A MASONRY VAULT FOR THE COCKER 
SPANIEL WHICH SHE MOURNS. 


WHITE Prarns, N. Y., Deo. 5.—A curious case 
came before the Grand Jury here to-day. It 
was an attempt to indict Jonn O’Keefe and John 
Tracy of Tarrytown for opening a grave in 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, Tarrytown, and tak- 
ing therefrom acoffin containing the body of a 
pet dog. 

This dog in its lifetime belonged to Miss Jessie 
Gillender, who occupied the Kingsland house, 
She is the daughter of Arthur Gillender, a 
wealthy tobacco merchant in New-York. The 
dog, a Cocker spaniel named Leo, died last 
August, and her grief forit was deep and gen- 
uine. She wenttoa number of undertakers to 
bavea coffin prepared for its interment, but 


none of them would have anything to do with 
such a queer procecding. Finally she got 
Thomas kane to undertake the job for $30, and 
a silver plate, bearing the words ‘* Our Darling 
Leo,” was placed upon the coffin. 

The lady then went to the Superintendent of 
the Sleepy Hollow Cemetery and purchased a 
o tor $37 near where the gurgling Pocantico 

iver flows on its wav to the Hudson, and over- 
looked by the proud mausoleums of George 
Lewis, D. Ogden Mills, Gen. Delevan, Manton 
Marble, and others. The grave of Washington 
Irving is not far away. 

The dog in its cofin was duly buried there 
and the story is current that she went there al- 
most daily and cried over it and got the chidren 
of the vicinity to accompany her, always pay- 
ing them from 50 cents to $1 when the cere- 
monies were over. One little Italian used to 
save up all histears and wait at the gate for 
Miss Gillender to come and pay him $1 asa 
mourner for “‘ our darling Leo.” 

One night, however, the grave was opened by 
unknown persons and the coffin and “ our dar- 
ling Leo” carried away. The next morning the 
cottin and its canine occupant were found near 
abridge not far away. O’Keoefe haa a plot in 
the cemetery near the one in which the dog was 
interred, and had objected to the whole pro- 
ceeding. He was found on the night of the dis- 
appearance of the dog’s body, near the bridge, 
— fallen off it and broken a leg, and was 

elped to the home of William H. Hyiand, where 
he was cared for. 

These circumstances led some te believe that 
he was the ghoul who invaded the cemetery 
and stole ‘‘ our darling Leo,” and that John Tracy 
wasin some way connected with him. The 
case was considered by the Grand Jury to-day, 
but no bill was found against them. 

Miss Gillender, upon the recovery of the cof- 
fin with its contents intact, had a masonry 
vault built in the plot, the qoffin replaced and 
sealed up eo tightly that nothing short of dyna- 
mite can now open it, and therein ‘our dar-

The Weather Bureau report indicates for 
to-day, in this city, fair weather, variable 
winds. 








A joint resolution was introduced in the 
House yesterday by Mr. DurBorow of 
Illinois, Chairman of the Committee on 
the World’s Fair, which presents a fair and 
reasonable compromise on the Sunday open- 
ing question. It requires the World’s Fair 
Commission to adopt a rule which shall 
prohibit the use of machinery, unnecessary 
manual labor, and general trading on the 
grounds on Sunday, but shall afford 
an opportunity for the study of artistic 
and mechanical science, and keep open 
every day in the week the Art Gallery, 
Horticultural Building, and the exhibits of 
mechanical art. The effect of such a rule 
would be the cessation of labor and trade 
so far as practicable, while ample opportu- 
nity would remain for visitors to spend 
their time among the most attractive and 
instructive features of the exhibition. 
Some such settlement of the question 
ought to be easily reached, and it is certain 
that it would have the support of the en- 
lightened public sentiment of the country. 








A report has been received at the Navy 
Department in Washington from Rear Ad- 
miral WALKER regarding the services 
rendered by the medical officers of the flag- 
ship Chicago to the wounded Venezuelan 
soldiers of both parties in the battles at 


Maento. The report was made to the 
Admiral by Medical Inspector J. R. 
Tryon, fleet surgeon of the North 
Atlantic squadron, who, with his 
assistants, rendered the services in 
question. The medical officers were sent 


from La Guayra with all needed sup- 
plies and appliances for the treatment of 
the wounded, whom they found almost 
absolutely without means of relief. An 
improvised hospital was speedily equipped 
and the suffering men were promptly at- 
tended to, several skillful operations be- 
ing performed by Dr. Tryon and his 
assistants. They remained at the scene of 
sonflict until the triumph of Crespo, when 
the necessity for their humane services 
was over. It was an incident in the visit 
of the Chicago to those waters which can 
be regarded with peculiar satisfaction by 





our Government, as well as the country to 
whose people the friendly service was 
rendered.

M. Rrsor’s Ministry is so nearly a repro- 
duction of M. LouBEt’s that it will be sur- 
prising if the Legislature accepts the one 
that has so lately rejected the other. In 
all points of general policy and general 
politics the reproduction is exact. Two 
comparatively unimportant portfolios are 
alone transferred to newmen. Though these 
changes are slight in themselves, they may 
make all the difference betweon an un-’ 
workable and a workable Ministry. We 
have no means of knowing what names 
that have not been tainted by act- 
ual testimony are yet smirched by the 
gossip of Paris. It is certain that the 
French people mean to go to the bottom of 
the Panama scandal, and there is no reason 
for doubting that the majority of the 
Chamber is of the same mind. At any rate, 
it is plain that the bottom must be reached, 
and that whoever publicly obstructs that 
consummation will fare badly. Such a 
question necessarily takes precedence of 
all questions of ordinary politics. Perhaps 
the most comic feature of the recent pro- 
ceedings is M. Naqurt’s declaration that 
Gen. BOULANGER was incapable of taking 
money from the Panama Canal Company. 
Considering the sources from which Gen. 
BOULANGER did receive money, this declara- 
tion accuses him of a very remarkable 
capriciousness of appetite.

If the schedule of rates on mercantile 
risks which was agreed upon at the recent 
meeting of representatives of fire insur- 
ance companies in this city is universally, 
or even very generally, adopted it will go 
far toward getting the fire insurance busi- 
ness out of the perplexing troubles with 
which it has long been harassed. It is not 
strictly a schedule of rates, but a scientific 
system for determining rates upon a defi- 
nite principle universally applicable. For 
instance, a standard of building is adopt- 
ed, which may be called the ideal, from an 
insurance point of view, of safety, and for 
this a “ basic rate” is established, with 
definite additions for each definable de- 
flection from the standard. This is the 
central idea, and there is a system of modi- 
fications that makes its application to a 
large degree automatic or self-adjusting. 
It is calculated not only to bring order out 
of chaos in the matter of insurance charges 
on buildings used for mercantile purposes, 
but to furnish an incentive for improve- 
ment in their construction. 











TARIFF BILLS AND REVENUE. 

The published opinions and statements 
of the Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives concerning tariff legislation deserve 
careful attention whenever a revision of 
the tariff is about to be made, and they are 
especially interesting when the impending 
revision involves a change of policy with 
respect to a vast and complicated system 
of imposts. He holds an important office. 
He is the head of the committee to 
which the work of preparing the scheme 
of revision is intrusted. The Chairman of 
this committee in the present House, whose 
term of office ends on March 8, has recently 
given to the public in several interviews 
his opinion as to what his committee 
should do and as to the action which 
should be taken by the Ways and Means 
Committee and by the House in the next 
Congress. 

We quote his remarks about the separate 
tariff bills passed at the last session—the 
bills which, in his opinion, should be taken 
up and passed by the next Congress at the 
beginning of its first session and before 
the consideration of a general scheme of 
revision by that Congress: 

“I have seen the statement made that the 
passage of these special measures will reduce 
the revenues by a good many million dollars at 
atime when we cannot well spare the money 
from the Treasury. 1 am satisfied that this 
would not be the case. The passage of the free 
wool bill would cut off about $6,000,000 annu- 
ally in wool duties, but the reduction of the com- 
pensatory duties upon manufactured woolens 
would largely increase importations, and con- 
sequently the revenues. Iam satisfied that in 
the first year of the operation of such a law 
the gross customs receipts would equal the 
present revenue, and in a few years would so 
much exceed the present collection as to make 
possible a further reduction.” 

When raw materials are put on the free 
list the revenue derived from the old duties 
on them disappears. The final passage of 
the bills already sent to the Senate would 
cut off about $15,000,000 of revenue. Mr. 
SPRINGER would also have the next 
Congress pass at the beginning of its 
first session several other bills which 
have been, or soon will be, considered 
by his committee, including measures 
which remove the duties on iron ore, scrap 
iron and scrap steel, lumber, and possibly 
bituminous coal. These bills would cut off 
about $2,500,000 more. We cannot un- 
derstand how the Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee has come to hold the 
opinion that these raw material bills would 
not “reduce the revenues by a good 
many million dollars.” This would surely 
be the direct effect of them. We do not 
say that they are not good bills; we simply 
question the assertion of the Chairman of 
the present Ways and Means Committee 
that they would not reduce the revenues. 

With respect to that part of the Wool 
and Woolens bill which relates to manu- 
factures of wool, the effect cannot be so 
clearly foreseen. Mr. SPRINGER appears to 
think that the reduction of the present 
duties t6 an average of 35 per cent. 
would bring in so great a quantity 
of woolen goods from abroad that the 
revenue at first would be as large 
as it is now and in following years would 
be even larger, owing to a still greater 
increase of the quantity of imported goods. 
The value of these imports last year was 
$35,500,000. He looks forward, as he 
says, to the importation of almost three 
times as much, or goods to the value of 
$100,000,000, as the immediate result of 
a reduction of the duties to an average of 
35 percent. The average in 1891 was 801g 
per cent. 

We do not think that an impression pre- 
vailed in the recent campaign among the 
opponents of the McKinley tariff that it 
was the purpose of the leaders of the Demo- 
cratic Party, if they should be victorious, 
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as determined by the operations of the Ex--

quantity of woolen goods imported from 
Europe, an increase from $35,500,000 to 
$100,000,000, for example, in the first 
year, and a greater increase . thereafter. 


The impression prevailed, we think, 


that with the advantages derived 
from the use of untaxed wool the manu- 
facturers would be able, under a low duty 
on goods, to hold their position, and prob- 
ably in the course of time even to export 
goods to certain markets in competition 
with foreign manufacturers. If it had been 
advertised that the purpose of the party of 
tariff reform was to cause the, quantity 
of imported woolen goods to be mul- 
tiplied by three in the first year of the 
new tariff, and by four or five in following 
years, some votes that were cast for the 
party’s candidates would have been with- 
held. The Chairman of the present Ways 
and Means Committee has spoken to the 
public without that careful deliberation 
which should precede the public discussion 
of this important subject by one holding so 
prominent an office, 
Sr EY EE aT: SEE 
GETTING AT THE FACTS, 

Nothing could be more pertinent and 
timely than the resolutions introduced in 
thé House yesterday by Mr. Dockery, 
with the purpose of ascertaining the exact 
condition of the Treasury. Mr. DocKERY 
long since proved his capacity in this line 
of work. He has been a careful and acute 
and avery fair and honest student of the 
Treasury affairs, and there is probably no 
manin the House who could take up this 
investigation with greater certainty of 
getting at the truth. He feels, as every 
intelligent Democrat must feel, how 
false is the position in which his 
party has been placed by the operations 
of the present Administration and by those 
of the Fifty-tirst Congress. He knows that 
much of the difficulty in which the Treas- 
ury isnow involved is the result of pure 
knavery, while the rest is caused by reck- 
lessness and incompetency, and that the 
effects of the latter have been largely cov- 
ered up with the intent to deceive. He is 
bound, if the Democrats have to face an 
empty Treasury on ths 4th of March, that 
the country shall know how it came about 
and who are responsible. 

This is obviously the first step. When the 
Republican Party came into power by the 
conspiracy with the Hill machine in 1888, 
its leaders felt that the greatest strength of 
the tariff reform party at that time lay in 
the surplus already gathered in the Treas- 
ury and still pouring into it under the ex- 
isting tax laws. They set themselves to 
work to scatter it. They succeeded even 
more completely than they had intended. 
By the close of the Fifty-first Congress the 
Treasury had no surplus left, and revenues 
were grossly inadequate to meet the appro- 
priations. Then commenced the process 
in the Treasury which in private busi- 
ness is known as “shrinking.” All the 
fragments of assets were gathered together 
and made available. Every payment that 
could be was deferred. The Treasury state- 
ment was doctored so as to make itimpossi- 
ble to get at the truth. Every means was 
resorted to to “tide over” the elections of 
1892. Mr. DockrRy’s resolutions propose 
that the Appropriations Committee shall 
find out just where the Treasury has been 
landed by these operations. The questions 
they embody are very comprehensive, and 
cover as many of the previous years as the 
committee may think best. Naturally they 
all lead up to the last, which is as follows: 

*«(4) What were the actual cash balance in the 
Treasury July 1,1892,the actual receipts of 
the Government during the first five menths of 
the present fisoal year, and the total actual and 
estimated resources of the Government with 


which to meet actual and estimated Mabilities 
during the fiscal year 1893?” 


The House can do the country no greater 
service than in thus clearing away the 
mystification surrounding the Treasury 
and preparing for the great task of revenue 
reform by the next Congress. 

‘SeRnERIsarH oat 
THE ANTI-OPTION BILL. 

The Anti-Option bill which passed the 
House at the last session of Congress is 
pending in modified form in the Senate and 
may be brought up at any time as “ unfin- 
ished business.” 
be discussed in asomewhat different spirit 
from that which prevailed last Winter. 
The principal force behind the measure is 
that of the great mill operators of the 
Northwest, including Senator WASHBURN 
of Minnesota, who is its most eager sup- 
porter in the Senate. These men are work- 
ing in their own interest and not in that of 
the farmers who raise wheat. The trading 
in futures upon the Exchanges of 
the country, which maintains prices at 
a legitimate level with great stability, is 
the chief obstacle in the way of the power 
of the mill owners to control the price of 
wheat or to benefit by its fluctuations at 
the expense of the producers. But they 
endeavored to convince the farmers that 
dealing in futures depressed prices and in- 
jured their interests. To some extent they 
were successful, but their designs have 
been exposed and there are evidences of a 
change of sentiment in regard to the effect 
of the Anti-Option bill. The apparent de- 











‘mand for its passage was greatly magnified 


by the tactics of the men who were seek- 
ing to ruin the Exchanges for their own 
profit. ‘ihe petitions that were sent to 
Congress in such numbers last Winter 
were prepared in Washington and sent out 
among the farmers, many of whom were 
induced by misrepresentations to sign 
them. 

The commodity which next to wheat is 
most seriously concerned in this kind of 
legislation is cotton, and the support of the 
planters of the South was sought by similar 
means. But there has lately been a valua- 
ble object lesson for the cotton growers in 
the advance in the price of that article. 
Cotton which sold in this market last March 
at 654 cents a pound has been selling lately 
at 10 cents. This demonstrates on the face 
of it that the dealings of the Exchanges 
do not depress the price, and that a decrease 
of price is no more to the advantage of the 
dealers than an advance. But it shows 
more than that. It is the practice of sell- 
ing for future delivery that enables the 
growers at this time of the year to get the 
benefit of an advance in price. The price

changes ie based upon calculations of the 
supply in the market and to come in, and 


the demand for consumption and export. 


It is a legitimate price determined by the 
relations of demand and supply extending 
into the future. The present price for the 
producers is practically that which is 
justified by a demand that is still 
largely to develop. But for the opera- 
tions of the Exchanges and the con- 
tracts for future dolivery the growers 
would have to take what they could got 
when the crop was ready for the market, 
and the price could not be sustained. 
When it rose under the pressure of the de- 
mand that camo later they would be in no 
position to benefit by it, and the profit 
would go to the middlemen. The Southern 
planters ought to see in the present ad- 
vance in the price of cotton the benefit to 
them of the system of dealing in options 
and futures; but whether they see it or 
not, they doubtless will perceive that the 
arguments heretofore addressed to them as 
to the pernicious effects of “speculation” 
are fallacious. 

When the Hatch bill passed the House, 
and when the subject was under discus- 
sion in the Senate last Spring, a false im- 
pression had been produced as to the ex- 
tent of the demand for the suppression or 
restriction of dealingin futures, and such 
a demand as existed was based on a false 
impression as to the effect of that method 
of trading. It was on theeve of a Presi- 
dential canvass, and Senators and Rep- 
resentatives were timid regarding the 
politicaleffect of their action. Now the con- 
ditions are changed. The Presidential elec- 
tion is over, the members of the House in 
the Fifty-third Congress have been chosen, 
and the composition of the Legislatures 
that are to elect Senators to succeed those 
whose terms expire next March has been 
determined. Members of the two houses 
can now consider this subject with less 
perturbation on political grounds. Many 
of them have found that, whatever may 
have been the case last Winter and Spring, 
there is now no such demand for legislation 


against options and futures as they were led 


to believe. The whole subject is becoming 
better understood, and,'if it is considered 
rationally by the Senate, the pending bill 
will be defeated. It is one of the most per- 
nicious efforts to interfere with the laws of 
trade and to subvert legitimate business 
methods that has ever been madein Con- 
gress, and its success would produce such 
disastrous effects that there would be an 
immediate demand for a repeal of the 
act. Butin the meantime there would be 
injuries and losses that could not be re- 
paired. 


AN OUNCE OF PREVENTION. 

The announcement from Montreal that 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
has just signed a three years’ contract with 
its employés ought to furnish food for re- 
flection to the managers of some of the 
trunk-line roads in this country. So far as 
can be learned not one of the railroad com- 
panies which must bear the greater part of 
the burden of the World’s Fair passenger 
traffic has taken any steps to prevent a 
dispute with its men next Spring—unless 
the Central’s conferences with its engineers 
may be construed as such a step; but those 
interviews were held at the instance of the 
engineers. 

There are visible indications that certain 
organizations of railroad laborers are pre- 
paring themselves for a concerted effort to 
better the conditions of their members. 
The switchmen.and trainmen in the em- 
ploy of railroads operating between this 
city and Chicago are openly expressing 
dissatisfaction with the existing scales of 
wages, and threats are becoming more and 
more frequent that unless the railroad com- 
panies make liberal concessions not a 
wheel will be permitted to move in this 
country when the time comes for the open- 
ing of the big fair. Of course, most of 
that kind of talk at present comes from 
hot-tempered and irresponsible men, but 
the fact that it is heard at all, and that it 
is steadily on the increase, should admonish 
the railroad managers that there is a more 
than possible danger ahead. 

Undoubtedly the leaders of “organized 
labor” will be disposed to ask more than 
the railroad companies can afford to grant. 
In fact, they will, as is their usual custom, 
ask more than they expect to get. But 
there is little room for doubt that they will 
ask something in a most determined way, 
andit would seem to be the part of wisdom 
for the railroad managers to anticipate 
such demands as far as possible and en- 
deavor to settle by arbitration or other- 
wise all controversies with their employés 
before the World’s Fair opens. The Ca- 
nadian Pacific Company has apparently 
set a good example in that direction. 














Two army officers of high rank, Commis- 
sary General BEEKMAN Du Barry and As- 
sistant Surgeon General ANTHONY HEGER, 
have just been retired for age. Gen. Du 
Barry, @ graduate of West Point in the 
class of 1849, began his service in the 
artillery, but was transferred at the out- 
break of the civil war to the Subsistence 
Department, in which he received two 
brevets for his services, and of which he 
became the head nearly two and a half 
years ago. Col. HeGeR is a native of 
Austria, who received an appointment in 
the Medical Department as Assistant Sur- 
geon over thirty-six years ago, and also 
had a brevet for services in the civil war. 
The legislation of the last session of Con- 
gress gave him and others the rank which 
he held at retirement. Gen. Du Barry is 
the last of the heads of staff departments 
to be retired under the compulsory age 
statute prior to the 4th of March next, and 
the number of such retirements during the 
last four years, when coupled with those of 
general officers of the line, has naturally 
been made the subject of remark. Yet the 
coming Administration will also see very 
noteworthy changes of this sort, among 
them the retirement of two out of the three 
Major Generals, one of them being the 


present commander of the army.

HOW MUCH BETTER THEY ARE 
THAN THE FOLKS THEY MEET. 





VICTORIEN SARDOU’s NEW THREE-AOCT 
COMEDY PRODUCED AT THE LYCE- 
UM THEATRE LAST NIGHT—IT 18 
BEAUTIFULLY STAGED AND SKILL-~ 
FULLY ACTED. 


Many intelligent observers of the contempo- 
rary stage, wearied of its conventions, yearn 
continually for “something new.” What they 
think they want is “nature.” “Give us men 
and women,” they ask, “of real flesh and blood, 
who are naturally inconsistent, who do and 
think and love and hate as people do in real 
life, whose characters are complex and interest- 
ing, who are not the everlasting types of the 
antique but perpetually juvenile drama—either 
symbols of flawless, impossible goodness or 
utterly, demoniacally vicious!’’ 

Sometimes, however, when a dramatist of 
ability and discernment puts forward just such 
personages, wo learn how hard it is to make 
their moods and whims entertaining; how re- 
pellent they are when they forget their com- 
pany manners and let their natural emotions 
sway them. 

The heroine of “Americans Abroad,” the new 
and previously unacted comedy by Vietorien 
Sardou, which, having been adapted carefully 
by an American writer of distinction, was 
produced at the Lyceum Theatre last evening, 
is an intensely morbid American girl 
who possesses a vast fortune. Having been 
nearly entrapped into a marriage by a titled 
foreign adventurer, to save herself future 
trouble she pretends to lose her money. 

The devices employed to unmask her foreign 
suitor, and to show the shallowness and cupid- 
ity of the venal throng of flatterers that pay 
her court, are exceedingly ingenious, and 
lead to some excellent comie scenes. A 
mancuvring French noblewoman, de- 
scribed as a “society broker,” is a 
well-drawn, important personage, and 
pitted against her is a shrewd, amiable old 
American merchant, the heroine’s uncle. A 
superficially cynical, good-humored young 


Frenchman, who is paying leisurely court to 
the heroine’s vivacious niece, is another impor- 
tant factor in the intrigue. 

In their pretended poverty the girls and the 
uncle take lodgings on the top story of a Paris 
apartment house out of the season, and, while 
the heroine goes to the art schools and paints 
water oolors for her living, her cousin seems to 
be studying for the stage. They havea very 
happy time in their attic, furnished with old 
chairs and tables and Obric-a-brac from 
the second-hand shops, whioh has big windows 
overlooking all Paris and a nice little baleony 
on which they take their coffee after the second 
breakfast. The struggling young American 
artist in the next studio enjoys their company 
exceedingly. He met Miss Age 5 when she 
was rioh, fell in love with her, and because of 
his overweening pride shunned her society. 

When she is poor he takes charge of her pict- 
ures and finds a dealer who pays fabulous prices 
for such amateurish work. She knows, though, 
that the dealer offers the pictures for sale in his 
shop for less than one-third of the money 
he was supposed to pay for them—throngh 
the young artist. She knows that the lover, 
whom she morbidly desires to love her for her- 
self alone, keeps himself poor to supply her, as 
he thinks, with food and clothes. 

He does not know, however, that the stranger 
who buys his Salon picture and willingly pays 
the enormous price she advises him to ask 
is her agent, or that the country villa he 
is commissioned to decorate is her villa. He 
will not leave her in Paris in the Sum- 
mer, while he enjoys himself in the countrys. 
The $4,000 he receives for his picture embold- 
ens him to ask her to be his wife, and he 
obtains for her uncle—the agent consenting to 
this, as he thinks, with remarkable alac- 
rity—the te of superintendent of the country 
house while the Owner is absent. Sothey all go 
to thechfiteau and live there like lords and 
ladies, and the artist-lovear never dreams that 
he is decorating his own house, 

The evil foreign adventurers, however, are 
not yet through with the American heiress. 
They have learned that her money was not lost. 
If they can separate Miss Winthrop from her 
American lover, there may yet be a chance for 
one of the parasites to possess her fortune. 

So on the very day the marriage contract is to 
be signed Miss Winthrop receives a letter from 
her lawyer in New-York telling of the absurd 
inquiries made to him by an ill-looking per- 
son about her fortune. This person gave to the 
lawyeracable dispatch which, he said, con- 
tained his instructions, and this dispatch, 
which is inclosed in the lawyer’s letter to Miss 
Winthrop, is signed by Gilbert Raymond, 
her lover. Instantly she believes him false, 
mean, intriguing, and a fortune hunter. 
Julia in ‘‘ The Hunchbaok,” and the other love- 
lorn maids of the ideal and romantic drama, 
whose counterparts appear in most modern 
plays, would never do that. These young 
jadies put all their faith in their 
aweethearts. Nothing but death could part 
them from the men to whom they have once 
given their hearts. They would as soon believe 
them guilty of murder as of meanness. 

But Miss Winthrop has been shown to be an 
oversensitive, unpleasantly morbid girl, of a 
nervous temperament, and given to sudden fits 
ef emotional excitement. We have seen 
this all through the play and have not 
liked her the better for itt We have 
feltthat with all her pretended disregard for 
money, with which she deceives herself, she has 
thought entirely too much of her fortune. 

Her violent, gy ee es abuse of Raymond 
is unpleasant to listen to all the same, and 
so is his ge eng egotistical rejoinder 
after he hag shown her, in very few 
words, that he could not possibly have 
sent the cable dispatch to New-York, and when 
the poor girl, with a great revulsion of feeling, 
ia prostrating herself before him and begging 
forgiveness. 

We do not doubt that it is all perfectly true te 
human nature, though wa have our doubts 
about the equally unpleasant device employed 
to settle this vivid and repellant lovers’ quar- 
rel and bring the participants together again 
before the curtain falls. 

The play is exceedingly ingenious and con- 
tains many diverting scenes, some that 
have breadth vigor and humor rarely 
geen in modern comedy. The English 
adaptation is smoothly and cleverly writ- 
ten. We recall nothing in the text that 
could be well spared except the exaggerated 
malapropisms of a comio English butler. 

The scenery at the Lyceum is exquisite, and 
the acting is finely conceived, harmonious, and, 
when need be, powerful. 

Mr. Le Moyne, Mrs. Walcot, Mr. Ratcliffe, and 
Miss Shannon made indisputable hits with good 
parts last night. Miss May Robson, as usual, 
gave the touch of verity toa mero sketoh of 
character. 

Miss Cayvan carried her difficult, com- 
plex part with her acoustomed zeal 
and generally with her accustomed tact. 
Of the acting in general, and of ‘ hers 
and Mr. Kelcey’s in particular, there 
will be time enough to speak leisurely, for the

“THE ENSIGN.” 


“The Ensign,” William Haworth’s naval 
drama, which is at the Fourteenth Street Thea- 
tre this week, is a play that it will do nobody 
any harm to go and see, and there are a great 
many people that will be benefited by it, for it 
overflows with patriotism, love, pathos, and 
fun. More than that, it tells a very interesting 
story, and, in the hands of a competent com- 
pany, the story is well told. 

The play is constructed on that inspiring in- 
cident of the war which brought about the 
capture of Mason and Slidell, emissaries of the 
Confederacy to the British Government, by 
Capt. Charles Wilkes, commander of the San 
Jacinto, United States Navy. Mason ana Sli- 
dell went to a portin the south of Cuba, there to 
take passage On tho British mail steamor Trent 
to England. Capt. Wilkes, who was in Havana, 
learned of their plan, steamed around into 
the Windward Passage and there intercepted 
the Trent and took the Confederate emissaries 
off. To the older men of to-day the memory is 
stili fresh of how Capt. Wilkes was made a hero 
and promoted to a Rear Admiralty, but they 
also remember how near the incident came to 
making England then declare war against this 
Government for intercepting a steamer bearing 
her flag.

COST ONE MAN HIS LIFE. 





SEVERAL OTHERS IN PERIL FROM THE 
EXPLOSION IN GOKEY’S DRY DOCK. | 


The explosion of a boiler at Gokey’s dry dock,, 
at the foot of Fifteenth Street, on the Hoboken 
river front, yesterday cost one man his life and 
endangered the lives of several others. 

Edward Townsend, the engineer regularly em: 
ployed on the pumping float, was detained at 
home by sickness, and an emergency for the 
use of steam on the float having arisen, Frank 
Gokey, Jr., a son of the dry-dock proprietor, as- 
sumed the charge of the boiler. 

The float was towed out into the stream a lit- 
tle distance, fires were lighted under the boller, 
and the pumps were set to work lifting the 
water out of the dry dock. 

Suddenly there was a detonation that shook 
all that part of Hoboken. The boiler that had 
been on the float shot twenty feet up in the als 
end then plunged into the water. The river 
surface was covered with timber and wreckage, 
and the shrieks of wounded men summoned tha 
whole dry-dook force to the resone. 

On the ficat at the time of the explosion, be- 
sides young Mr. Gokey, were Martin Olsen, a 
watchman employed on the docks, and a friend, 
Henry Mathison of 249 Columbia Stree 
Brooklyn, who was visiting him. All wer 
thrown into the river, and, besides the in 
juries the accident had inflicted, were in dangef 
of drowning when help arrived. Olsen, thoug) 
terribly scalded and bruised, saved himsel! 
from sinking by clinging to a piece of floating 
timber. Mathison, a mass of cuts and bruises, 
was going down to a watery grave when he wai 
drawn out. 

Gokey was drawn out in an unconscious 
condition. His skull had been fractured and h¢ 
was 60 badly mangled that the physicians at 8t, 
Mary’s Hospital, to which he was removed, saw 
at a glance that his death was but a question of 
afew hours. Olsen and Mathison were also re- 
moved to the hospital. Both will recover un- 
less they have sustained more serious internal) 
injuries than they have up to the time of this 
writing shown symptoms of. 

The pumping float, with the valuable machin- 
ery it supported, is an entire wreck, and the 
loss to its owners is probably $5,000. 


BOATS ON THE ERIE CANAL, 
—_——@——— 


THE SINKING OF ONE FORCES SEVERAL 
OTHERS TO LAY BY, 


ALBANY, Dec. 4.—Superintendent Hannan of 
the State Department of Public Works said this 
atternoon that the east-bound boats on the Erie 
Canal were moving along, and he thought that 
all but a few would get through to tidewater. 
At the request of the mill owners of Rochester 
the water will not be drawn off the section be- 
tween Rochester and Lockport until Deo. 10, in 
order that twenty boats at Rochester loaded 
with grain may be unloaded. 

The State tug Edward Murphy, Jr., has sprung 
a leak a few miles above Schenectady. The tug 
is iron-clad, but the action of the ice wore 
through the sides. 

A canalboat named Loucks and Peck, loaded 
with barley, has sunk near Mindenville, and the 
water on that level was drawn offin order to 
save the cargo. A number of boats above this 
level will consequently have to lay by and can- 
not get through. They are now a few miles 
above Mindenville, the names of those so far 
reported from there being the 8. C. Waterman, 
Lutz Brath & Co., H. B. Joslin, L, H. Spaulding, 
W. N. Yerker, and W. Watts & Son. Four 
other boats, the D. Hunt, Lord Baker, James A. 
Hull, and B. Morgan, loaded with lumber, have 
laid over at Flint Hill, this side of Amsterdam, 
the horses having become exhausted. 

Ten boats are now nearing Schenectady, and 
the section on this end of the canal will be kept 
open until the boats get through to-morrow.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Dee. 5.—The city election 
occurs to-morrow, and although at the Presi- 
dential election every ward was overwhelmingly 
Republican, the evidences that the Democrats 
will carry many of the offices are abundant and 
even acknowledged by many of their opponents.

Henry W. Hilliard Dying. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec, 5,—Henry W. Hilliard, one 
of the best-known men in the South, is dying of 
old age at his residence on Peachtree Street. 
His home is that of the late journalist Henry 
W. Grady. Mr. Hilliard is eighty-five years old. 
He was elected to Congress before the war asa 
Whig, was made Minister to Belgium by Presi- 
dent Tyler, served as a member of the Confed- 
erate Congress, after the war ran as an inde- 
pendent for Congress, both in Georgia and 
Alabama, and was defeated both times. 

Mr. Hilliard was made Minister to Brazil’ 
under President Hayes. Since that time he has 
been living in Atlanta. He is a noted writer, 
and his book, ‘‘ Politics ard Pen Pictures,” has 
been largely circulated. His death is hourly 
expected.

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CONGRESSMAN WILLIAMS SAYS 
REPEAL THE BUYING ACT. 





HE COMPLAINS THAT THIS COUNTRY 15 
BEING HUMBUGGED IN BRUSSELS— 
HE WANTS THE PURCHASE OF SBIL- 
VER STOPPED IMMEDIATELY—aA DE- 
FIANCE TO OTHER COUNTRIES. 


WASHINGTON, Doo. 5.—Mr. George Fred Will- 
lams believes that the best service the Fifty- 
second Congress oan do the country in the three 
months it has to live is to repeal the Sherman 
Silver Purchase bill of 1890. He talks tersely 
and in @ spirited and interosting manner of the 
Monetary Conference at Brussels, out of which, 
from his point of view, the American delegates 
seem likely to bring nothing except a realiza- 
tion that they have been humbugged. 

Mr. Williams said to a Times correspondent: 

“The whole thing is exceedinglyfunny. There 
is hardly a serious side to it. No one who 
favored an international conference would have 
theught for 1 moment of going through the 
forms of deliberation when the representatives 
of Germany and Austria were present merely as 
Bpectators, and were distinctly instructed that 
they should do nothing to change their existing 
monetary systems. 

“The leading nations were brought into this 
conference by President Harrison with the un- 
derstanding that the subject for deliberation 
‘Was to be the extension of the use of silver as 
@ubsidiary coin. That nothing more than this 
‘Was contemplated is shown by the fact that, 
when the American delegates proposed inter- 
national free coinage, the delegates from’ Rus- 
sia, Italy, Roumania, Switzerland, and Greece 
notified the conference that they were not 
allowed, under their instructions, to vote on 
#uch aresolution. This means thatthe confer- 
ence inerely proposes to discuss schemes to add 
somewhat to the consumption of silver for 
coinage purposes. Any of the devices proposed 
will have no appreciable effect upon the silver 
problem. 

“This conference is playing to have the United 
States continue its silver purchases—that is all. 
The whole affair should be regarded with a 


gonse of humiliation by the people of this 
country. The other nations are simply having 
fun with our delegates and then laughing in 
their sleeves. The proposition of Rothschild’s 
‘Was a very shrowd one, if his premises are cor- 
rect that the American people are hopeless 
idiote. 

“The scheme is simply an effort to secure a 
tive year’s tenure to the Silver Purchase act and 
to make the United States practically bear, for 
the period, the burden of consuming the silver 
product. His ae ge is that the United 
btates should buy 54,000,000 ounces per year 
for five years, at the going price of silver. 
The combined States of Europe and India are to 
make use of 25,000,000 a year, provided 
the price does not rise to 43d. an ounce. 
This is a mere trifle for each nation, being 
less than $2,000,000 a year, even assuming 
that India does not take the whole amount, as 
it would do under ordinary conditions. 

“The impertinence of such a proposition would 
be well met if the Congress of the United States, 
which is to meet next Monday, should proceed 
to smaeh the silver-purchase law of 1890 into 

ourteen pieces. and send them over to the 
srusseis conference as souvenirs of American 
common sense. Nothing would be healthier in 
the solution of the silver question than the im- 
mediate repeal of our silver-purchase act, which 
would be a notice to these delegates that the 
United States would no longer be a cat’s-paw 
for the rest of the world. 

“Mr. Rothschild says that the adjournment of 
the conference without action will create a 
panic in the world. Yet he goes to the confer- 
ence as 8 delegate from a nation which does not 
propose materially to change its own monetary 
system and is only in the conference apparently 
to play upon the financial delusions of the 
United States. The Levy and Soetbeer plans 
are hardly worth consideration, as they are 
merely intended to relieve the immediate 
pressure and have no permanent value. 
this remark does not apply to the 
Boetbeer pian for ceneral coinage at the ratio 
of twenty parts of silver to one of gold; but, as 
has already been suggested, such a plan is out- 
side of the scope of the conference. The same 
is true, as I understand it, of the plan of the 
Danish delegate, Mr. Teitjen, who proposes au 
international commission to readjust the ratio 
between silver and gold from time to time. 

“The only evidence of sincerity that I see in 
this whole conference is shown by Mr. Bertram 
Carrie, who proposes to break up the conference 
asearly as next week, and insists that time 
shall not be wasted in long debate. 

“Mr. Levi, the President of the conference, I 
see, has hired a theatre to show to the delegates 
the actor Coquelin in “The Taming of the 
Shrew.” There is suggestiveness in this. It 
‘will be remembered that the fair Kate was 


eured by getting a great deal that 
she didn’t want In my judgment noth- 
ing would cure the humbuggery of this 


eonference more than a cablegram from Wash- 
ington that the American Congress had repealed 
the monstrous Silver-Purchase actof 18v0. If 
that were done, [ believe all the delegates would 
rush home for new instructions, and we should 
then have a serious consideration of the silyer 
question, in which the United States would at 
last be treated respectfully. I promise to con- 
tribute my partin such a drama by requesting, 
at the earliest possible moment, the cansidera- 
tion by the Committee on Coinage, Weights, 
Lowrie of a bill to repeal the act of July 
14, 1890. 

“I think it ought to repeal this act of 1890 at 
once, in conjunction with a well-considered 
Bank act. Such a course is demanded by the 
National Democratic platform, but whether this 
Congress will deem it its business to execute the 
will of the people is a question. I think, how- 
ever, that not a day should be lost before the 
Bilver Purchase act is repealed, even 
‘though no Bank act at once flils the 
gap. Itis of great importance to the Democ- 
racy, now that it confronts a Treasury deficit, 
that it should, above ali things, maintain our 
national credit. The repeal of the law of 1890 
~would be notice to the world that we have sense 
enough to stop the wildcat infiation of the 
Bilver-Purchase act, and our national credit 
‘would then stand as firm as Gibraltar, even in 
the face of a deficit and new loans. 

“The financial situation is a serious one for the 
Democratic Administration to contront. Nothing 
would inspire greater confidence through the 
country and avert, on this continent, the crisis 
whieh Mr. Kothschild prophesies than the imme- 
diate declaration by the Democracy that no more 
useless silver ghall be purchased with Govern- 
ment promises which are now driving our gold 
out of the country into the laps of our commer- 
cial com tors. Itis probable thata collapse 
im the price of silver would make no financial 
crisis in this country, but it might seriously af- 
fect Europe and Asia 

“It is not generally understood that the silvor 
swbich is hoarded in our Treasury is hardly a 
factor in the strength of our monetary system 
except to weaken it. The value which petongs 
to the silver certificate and the Treasury note is 
not obtained to any appreciable degree from 
the silver dollars or silver builion behind them. 
It comes from the policy and practice and 

romise of this Government to redeem such 
Government paper in gold. The great mass of 
pilver is, for purposes of eyjption, worth 
comparatively little, and it is immaterial 
whether silver sells at 40 cents or 90 
cents an ounce, or whether the market value of 
the silver in the jury is five hundred mill- 
Jons or one bundred millions. 

‘If we should stop buying silver to-day the 
effect upon the silver market would be to pro- 
duce a collapse in the price of silver, the extent 
‘of which cannot be estimated. Countrics where 
credit is weak would be affected by it, but the 
credit of the United States would be even 
ptronger, if it showed the good sense to repeal 
this ridiculous inflation act, even though the 

arket yalue of the silver piled upin the Treas- 

might be reduced by that very act to the 
extent of $100,000,000 or $200,000,000.

CURTIS'S TRIAL.

HE TELLS HIS STORY IN THE SAN 
FRANCISCO COURT. 


BAN FRANCISCO, Deo. 5.—Attorney George A. 
Knight, addressing the jury in the Curtis case 
to-day, outlined what the defense would at 
tempt to prove, and said it would be shown 
that much of the testimony of the prosecution 


is absolutely falee. Concerning John Cann of 
Humboldt County, who testified to seeing tho 
shooting of Officer Grant, counsel said: 

“ We will show that Witness Cann could not 
have stood where he says he did on that night, 
orhbe would have been seen by others.” He 
also challenged other statements made by the 
witness. 

M. B. Curtis, the defendant in the case, then 
took the stand in his own behalf. He related 
his story just as he did on the first trial, and 
accounted for‘his whereabouts on the night of 
the homicide up to the time of the shooting. 
He went to the Grand Opera House to meet 
Mrs. Curtis, but the performance was over, and 
he started for the Tivoli Theatre barroom. 

He met a man near Fifth and Mission Streets 
who asked him foralight Curtis found it was 
too late to go to the Tivoli and started for a 
Howard Streetcar. He said good-night to the 
stranger, and had got about half a block down 
Sixth Stroet when he Doonens impressed with 
the idea that some one was owing him. He 
half turned around, when suddenly he was 
struck by some blunt weapon, and in a half- 
dazed condition fell to the sidewalk. His assail- 
ant jumped upon him and a struggle of a minute 
or so ensued. 

“The next thing I knew,” said Curtis, “was 
that I was jerked te my feet and placed under 
arrest and a pair of nippers snapped over my 
wrist. I protested that I had been assaulted by 
the otheryman, whom the officer had also ar- 
rested.”’ 

Curtis then related the course taken toward 
the police station, and how he suddenly heard a 
shot fired near his head. He was terribly 
frightened, and fled. The frightand the blow 
on his head affec him so seriously he had no 
elear recollection of anything that occurred 
until three or four hours after the shooting. He 
claimed that he hes to this day suffered pains in 
the back of his head due to the blow he re- 
ceived that night. 

When arrested he was black and blue all over 
his body. He had $240 on his person when he 
was knocked down, but he has never seen the 
money since. He did not know at the time that 
he had been robbed, but all the money that was 
returned to him by the police was 85 cents. He 
thought for some time = police had the 
money, but his attorneys discovered that ti 
police did not have it.

JAMES ROSEBRUGH LEAMING. 

Dr. James Rosebrugh Leaming, one of the 
most famous epecialists on chest diseases of 
the century, died Monday of slow consumption, 
aged seventy-three years, at his home, 18 West 


Thirty-eighth Street. He had been gradually” 


declining for a year, and had not been in active 
practice for several years. He was born in 
1820 at Groveland, Livingston County, this 
State, and was the son of William Leaming. 
His ancestors came from England in 1663 and 
settled at Southampton, L. I. His first educa- 
tion was obtained at the district schools, after 
which he was graduated from Temple Hill 
Academy, Geneseo, N. Y. Two yeara were 
spent at home in study, and then, in 1845, he 
was privately tutored for two years in medi- 
cine by Drs. Edward and Walter E. Lauderdale. 

In 1847 he joined the medical department of 
the University of the City of New-York. Grad- 
uating in 1849 he established himself as a 
physician in Waverley Place. Although he de- 
voted for a time to general practice, he 
early took up cheat diseases as a specialty, and 
in a few years had acquired a wide reputation 
as a speci t, which steadily incre in after 
years until he came to be generally recognized 
as a@ great authority. For many years he con- 
fined his practice almost exclusively to his 
specialty. From Waverley Place he moved to 
Twenty-third Street, and later followed the 
drift of population up town, and settled for the 
rest of his daysin West Thirty-eighth Street. 

In 1852 Dr. Leaming became attending phy- 
sician at the Northern Dispensary, and held 
that position ten years. In 1359 he was made 
associate physician in chest diseases in the 
Demilt Dispensary,and held that place ten 
years. In 1867 he became visiting physician in 
ht. Luke’s Hospital, and was there ten years, 
later bein —— special consulting phy- 
sician in chest diseases, a place which was eape- 
cially established for him. This post he held 
until his death, He was consulting physician 
for the Orphans’ Home of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and bore the same relation to the 
Home of Rest for Coneumptives before that in- 
stitution was absorbed by St. Luke’s Hospital 

In 1871 he was elected to the Chair of the Prac- 
tice and Principles of Medicine of the Faculty of 
the Woman’s Medical College, but resigned in 
1874 and was made Emeritus Professor of that 


department, He was a member of the New- 
York County Medical Society, of the New-York 
Academy of Medicine, and of the Pathological 


Society. He was the first President and the 
Professor of Chest Diseases of the New-York 
Polyclinic, but gave up the proféssorship several 
—— ago and was made Emeritus Professor of 
iseases of the Chest and Physical Diagnosis. 

Dr. Leaming was the author of many well- 
known monographs on diseases of the chest, 
contributed constantly to medical journals, and 
he edited the American papers on chest diseases 
tor the International Médical Annual. Some of 
his monographs he collected and —_ ina 
volume, the title of which was ‘“‘ Diseases of the 
Chest.” His best-known essays were: ‘‘Thuja 
Occidentalis in Malignant Diseases,” ‘‘ Cardiac 
Murmurs,” “Plastic Exudstion Within the 
Pleura,” and “ Physical Signs of Interpleural 
Pathology.’”’ He left unfinished a layge number 
of manuscripts. Hie last published monograph 
was “Cough.” It was read before the New- 
York Academy of Medicine in March, 1891. 

in 1853 Dr. Leaming was married to Jane 
Helen Cheeseman of Philadelphia. She died in 
1865, and in 1868 he married Kate L. Strobel. 
She died in 1888, and in 1890 Dr. Leaming 
married Susan Emilia Nelson, daughter of John 
G. Nelson. The third. wife is living. There are 
also living Dr. Edward Leaming, a son by the 
first wife, and Mrs. F. W. Meeker of Grand 
View-on-the-Hudson, a daughter by the second 
wife. Dr. mere Was @ member of the Socie- 
ty of the Sons of the Revolution. 

The funeral services will be held at the house 
Thursday morning, at 11 o’clock, by the Rev. 
Dr. Van Dyke of the Brick Church.

BISHOP CHARLES WORDSWORTH. 

The Right Rev. Charles Wordsworth, D. O. L., 
Bishop of St. Andrew’s, Dunkeld,and Dunblane 
is dead. Bishop Wordsworth was the second son 
of Dr. Christopher Wordsworth, who for many 
years was Master of Trinity College, Cambridge, 
and a nephew of the celebrated poet. He was 
born in 1806, educated at Harrow and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he obtained, 
among other distinctions, two Chancellor's 
prizes, that for Latin verse in 1827 
and for the Latin essay in 1831. 
He was a renowned athlete, being a member of 
the Oxford eight and also of the eleven. For 
several years after his matriculation he re- 
mained at Oxford ae a tutor, and he had during 
that time as pupils the Right Hon 
William E. Gladstone and the late Car- 
dinal Manning. He was Second Master of 
Winchester Coliege in 1835, and in 1846 First 
Warden of Trinity College, Glenalmond, Perth- 
shire. In 1852 he was elected Bishop of the 
united dioceses of 8t. Andrew's, Dunkeld, and 
Dunblane, and was given the ——T degree 
of D. C. L. by the University of Oxfor 

He took an active purt in the affairs of the 
Scottish Church and was one of the New Testa- 
ment Company for the Revision of the Author- 
ized Version of the Bible. His theological works 
embrace some thirty volumes, one of the most 


famous of which is his “Notes on the 
Eucharistic Controversy.”” He also wrote 
@ number of critical essays, inoluding 


one on “Shakespeare’s Knowledge and Use of 
the Bible.” He also edited an edition of 
Shakespeare and published a Greek primer. 
His latest contribution to literature was his 
“Memoirs,” published in 1890. One of his 
nephews, the Right Kev. John Wordsworth, is 
Bishop of Salisbury and also a writer of much 
note.

BODY OF A YOUNG WOMAN FOUND 
WEIGHTED WITH STONES. 


MounT VERNON, Deo. 5.—The body of a beau- 
tiful young woman was found late this after- 
noon in East Chester Creek, near Webber’s 
Hotel, on the outskirts of the city. The Coro- 
ner was notified, and when the body was re- 
moved frem the oreek it was found that a rope 
was attached to the woman’s waist, and that at 
the end of the rope there were two stones 
weighing together about twenty-five pounds.

A card was also found in hee pocket reading

ware, 36 East Fourteenth Street, Union Square, 
New-York.” On the back of this card was writ- 
ten: “No. 6—46, Saturday, Oct. 22,” 

A part of an envelope was aiso found in her 
pocket. It was addressed “‘ Miss Lulu Newton, 
care G. Newton, merchant tailor, 158 Tenth 
Avenue, New-York City.” The postmark of 
this letter was originally indistinct and was 
rendered by the action of the water almost use- 
less for the purpose of tracing the letter.

DEMOCRATIC OLUB ELECTION. 
EXCITING CONTEST BETWEBN CANDI- 


DATES FOR MINOR OFFICES. 


The most exciting election in the history of 
the Democratio Club of the City of New-York 
took place last night at the clubhouse, 617 
Fifth Avenue. It was estimated at midnight 
that more than 350 votes had been cast, whioh 
is a very large number ata club election. The 
offices filled at the election were those of Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer, and 
four members of the Board of Governors to 
serve three years. 

There was no opposition to the re-election of 
John H. V. Arnold for President nor to that of 
J. Rockwell Fay for Treasurer. There were two 
or more candidates for all the other offices to be 


filled. There were seven or eight different 
tickets in the field, but the contest can be sum- 
marized as follows: ‘ 

Jefferson M. Levy and Edward F. O’Dwyer 
were the opposing candidates for Vice Preai- 
dent; William E, Curtis and J. Lewis Lyon were 
the opposing candidates for Secretary; Charles 
D. Ingersoll’s name also appeared onsome of the 
ballota for Secretary. For the four places on 
the Board of Governors to be filled the contest 
simmered down to nine contestants. They were 
E. D. Neustadt, J. Rhinlander Dillon, A. A. 
Alling, George Tremble Davidson, Charles 
Ridgway, John Quincy. Adams, Charles F. Al- 
len, J. F. Mosher, and Charles K. Magee. 

Some of the club members said the story 
that the Cleveland-Hill lines were drawn in the 
contest was not true. It was true that not 
much of this feeling entered into the fight made 
against Jefferson M. Levy for Vice sident. 
Ex-Mayor Grace and others had written a letter 
advocating the election of W. E. Curtis as Seore- 
tary, and E. D. Neustadt and Police Commissioner 
Marten had circulated a letter asking votes 
for Edward F. O’Dwyer for Vice President. 80 
one ticket was called the anti-snapper ticket 
and another was called the Tammany ticket, 
while some of the members contended that no 
such lines were drawn and others took the 
other view of it. 

The contest certainly called ont a number of 
prominent Democrats. The oo were just 
closing at 10 o’clock when a cab came dashing 
up the street and Controller Myers rushed up 
stairs and deposited his ballot just as the polls 
were closing. He was the last man to vote, and 
sald that he wouldn’t have missed voting for a 


great deal. 

In ee big crowd in the clubhouse were 
not Col. Daniel 8, Lamont, Charles J. Canda 
ex-Register John Reilly, Commissioner Leices- 
ter Holme, Francis Lynch Stetson, Martin B.

Jefferson M. Levy stood at the front door snd 
beamed benignly on the members as they 
came in. The Tammany men voted pretty 
generally against him, because he left their 
organization in the thick of the local fight of 
1890, and because his opponent, Mr. O’ Dwyer, 
was popular with them. Police Commissioner 
James J. Martin was around taking a little hand 
in the game. 

The polls closed at 10 o’clock, and it took 
two hours to canvass the vote. The tellers 
were A. J. Dickerson, Gratz Nathan, and F. V. 
8. Oliver. The speculators declared while the 
votes were being counted that O’Dwyer for 
Vice President, Lyon for Secretary, and Messrs. 
Ridgway, Allen, and Magee were the contest- 
ants best backed by the Tammany men.

JUDGE INGRAHAM THINKS LAWYERS 

SHOULD NOT TAKE THEM. 

The argument of amotion to have Palmer, 
Boothpy & Warren substituted as attorneys in 
place of Esselstyn, Ketcham & Safford, in a 
suit for damages for personal injuries brought 
sgainst the Third Avenue Railroad Company by 
Mrs. Helen M. Green, gave Judge Ingraham, in 


the Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, an’ 


opportunity to free his mind as to the practice 
of lawyers who take up cases on an agreement 
to share in the recovery. 

Mrs. Green was hurt by the sudden starting 
ofacable car. She talked over the case with 
Mr. Esselstyn and he agreed to act as her attor- 
ney. Esselstyn says the agreement was that he 
should have one-half of the amount recovered. 


Mrs. Green says it was to be a “fair divvy.” 
Complaint was served after Mr. Esselstyn had 
6Xalmined into the facts of the case, and, as he 
says, thoroughly posted himselt on the law. 
Zhe company made answer. 

‘then a friend of Mrs. Green wanted her to 
employ Mr. Warren as her attorney. Mr. Essel- 
styu declares, she said, the reason that she 
wanted him to give way to Mr. Warren was a 
personal one only. 

“I asked her,” he said to Judge Ingraham, 
“if it was not becanse he had agreed to take the 
case for 25 per cent. of the recovery, whereas I 
hor to have 50 per cent. To this she made no 
reply. 

“ | wish,” said Judge Ingraham, “that those 
who changed the law so that a lawyer can take 
a case for a share in the recovery bad to take 
care of all the oases that are caused thereby.” 

Judge Ingraham further declared that if he 
had his way there should be no such thing as a 
lawyer being allowed to take a case for a share 
in the recovery. 

Mr. Esselstyn said something about the case 
being one of underbidding. This aroused Judge 
Ingraham’s ire still further, and he deciared 
that it was shameful that the profession of the 
law could become an auction, where the lowest 
bidder got the business. 

Mr. Warren was on his feet protesting against 
they statement that he had “underbid” any- 
body, and declaring that he had taken the case 
only on earnest solicitation that he do so: 
Judge Ingraham promptly declared that he had 
no thought that Mr. Warren had “bid” for the 
case. 

Mr. Esselstyn objected to being dropped from 
the case unless he was paid $500 for his services 





or allowed 30 per cent. of the recovery. Judge 

Ingraham reserved his decision.

FINE CHANCES OPEN FOR. BOYS WHO 
WISH TO BECOME GOOD SAILORS. 


There is a number of vacancies on theschool 
ship St. Mary’s and the Chairman of the Nauti- 
cal Committee of the Board of Education is 
ready to receive applications at 146 Grand 
Street. Applications will also be received on 
board the ship at the foot of Twenty-eighth 
Btreet, East River, by the Superintendent. Mr. 
John Schuyler Crosby, the Chairman, is anx- 
ious that the applications shall be made at an 
early date in order that the boys may be ad- 


mitted and become accustomed to the life on 
board the ship before they start on their 8um- 
mer cruise. 

To join the ship, a boy should be between the 
ages of sixteen and twenty, of average size 
and sound constitution, and free from all phys- 
ical defects. The school is in no sense are- 
formatory institution and no one will be al- 
lowed to join unless he can produce satisfactory 
testimonials regarding his character. A deposit 
of $30 is required from each scholar to pay for 
his uniforms. 

Boys graduating from th fs school have more 
to look forward to than they had before the 
passage of the Postal Subsidy law. This law 
requires that all officers and a percentage of 
the crews of steamers carrying mails be citizens 
of the United States. and graduates will, it is 
thought, obtain positions much easier than 
heretofore. Graduates who ave too young to 
expect ofticers’ warrants on ocean steamers will 
be admirably fitted to fill the positions of **ca- 
dets’’ or ** petty officers”’ on these mail steam- 
ers, and they can hope through theirown merits 
to be promoted to the highest positions in the 
merchant service. 

The Pacitie Mail Steamship Company has 
taken into its employ every graduate of the 
nautical school who leftthe school in October 
last. The salaries of these young men are $240 
the first year, S300 the second, and $360 the 
third, and they are regularly in the line of pro- 
motion to the highest zrades in the service. The 
United States and Brazil Line and the Ward 
Line are also applicants for the graduates.

SENTENCED AGAIN. 
—_— 
LAWYER PESHAL’S LAST MOVES IN THE 
MURDERER’S BEHALF. 


For the fourth time since he pleaded guilty to 
the charge of having brutally murdered his 
wife, Hallinger, the colored pugilist, was 
marched into the Hudson County Oyer and 
Terminer Court at Jersey City yesterday to be 
sentenced to death. The United States courts 
have just decided one of Counselor Peshal’s 
many appeals in behalf of Hallinger against 
him, and his arraignment yesterday was to fix a 
new day for his execution. 

Prosecutor Winfield urged Judge Werts to 
make the time as short as possible. Eleven 
days is the shortest that the law permits to in- 
tervene between & sentence and the execution. 
Judge Werts gave the brutal murderer seven- 
teen days leeway and named Dec. 22 as the 
day for the hanging. 

Lawyer Peshal says that, between this and 
next Tuesday. he will apply to the United States 
= Court for a writ of error in Hallinger’s 

ehalf. 

The refusal of the court to grant the writ will 
be final and without appeal, but Peshal says 
that there is no doubt that the writ will be 
granted. Ifthe court declines to interfere, Mr. 
Peshal intimates that he may pursue other 
tactics that will defeat the effort to hang the 
prisoner on the 22d.

Standard Samples of Wool, 

The commission appointed to adjust the stand- 
ard samples of imported wool employed in cus- 
toms classification under Sections 379 and 381 
of the Tariff act of 1890 has concluded its de- 
liberatione, and itis expected that its report 
Will be submitted to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury within two weeks. 

The commission consiste of Edward A. Greene, 
@ wool dealer, of Philadelphia; John T. Rich, 
President of the National Wool Growers’ Asso- 
ciation and Governor-elect of Michigan; John 
T. Houston of the Hartferd Carpet Company, 
and Nicholas Mauger of this city, who was the 
representative of the Treasury Department. 
Mr. Mauger stated yesterday that the outcome 
of the labors of the commission, apart from 
considerably increasing the line of standard 
samples and rectifying some apachronisms in 
the customs regulations, made very littie 
change in the tariff schedules on imported wooi, 
certainly not sufficient to work any particular 
prejudice or benefit to either the producer or 
the consumer.

BODY OF JAY GOULD. 





ONLY RELATIVES AND PERSONAL 
FRIENDS ADMITTED TO THE HOUSE 
—THRONGS OF INQUISITIVE STRAN- 
GERS TRY TO ENTER—NO EULOGY 
PRONOUNCED—THE BURIAL TO-DAY. 


In the mansion where he had lived and where 
he died, the solemn words of the funeral! serv- 
ice of the Presbyterian Church were spoken 
yesterday afternoon over the body of Jay 
Gould. 

They were heard by his children, whom he 
-bad loved, and by many others whom he had 
known well in life, and some tears fell as they 
were uttered—not so mauy, porhaps, as have 
falien at the funerals of other men who have 
attained prominence—and on his coffin were 
lying flowers, placed there by the hands of 
affection and of friendship, tokens of sorrow, 
clearly sincere and deep, that those who gave 
them would see him no more. 

Outside of the house rifth Avenue and Forty- 
seventh street were crowded with inquisitive 
men and women, who were grievously disap- 
pointed because they were not allowed to enter 
to look at the face of the dead and to stare at 
the trappings of wealth. But the policemen 
who guarded the entranee were inexorable, and 
there was nothing to do but to stand on the 
pavement and gaze at those who entered and at 
the walls and windows. 

Once, early in the afternoon, there was what 
@ppeared to be a concerted rush for the steps. 
A number of persons who were evidently under 
the impression that the public was to be admit- 
ted at 3 p’clock made a start at that hour, and 
two or three hundred others followed. Up they 
rushed, and, although the policemen shouted, 
“Get back! Youcan’t go in,” afew did make 
their way into the house. They were quickly 
ejected, however, and thereafter only individ- 


ual efforts were made togetin. Some of these 
Were persisted in stubborniy, but without suc- 
cess. 

Oddly enough, women. pleaded the hardest to 
be allowed to pass through the big oak door, 
women of more than middie age, most of them, 
who could give no better reason for wanting to 
fee the face of the dead railway king than that 
they “just wanted to see it.” Some declared 
thatthey had come from great distances [or 
waat purpose alone. They went away and re- 
turned to beg again. Yet all of them admitted 
finally that they had never known Mr. Gould or 
any of the family. His children glanced fur- 
tively out of the windows at the motley crowd 
and gave thanks that the early intention to ad- 
mit the public had been abandoned. 

The throngs began to gather as early as noon, 
and by 1 o'clock there were 500 or 600 persons 
near the house. For some time the policemen 
kept them on the west eide of the street, where 
there was no sunshine and where it was chilly. 
Yet they held their positions. : 

In the house during the early afternoon Un- 
dertaker Main’s assistants were busy arranging 
camp chairs in the two parlors,in the dining 
room in the rear of the house, and in the spa- 
cious hallway which runs from the entrance to 
the dining room. 

The body of Mr. Gould was taken from the 
temporary receptacle in which it bad been lying 
since Friday and placed in the oak casket, cov- 
ered with black broadcloth. At o'clock it was 
earried down stairs and placed with head to- 
ward the east on a standard, in front of a broad 
mirror on’ the south wall that reached from 
ficor to ceiling. 

In the hallway, just back of the reception 
room, to the left of the entrance and alongside 
the staircase, was placed a small organ, in front 
of which the choir of Dr. Paxton’s church was 
to stand. 

Dr. John P. Munn, Mr. Gould's physician, 
took up his position in the vestibule soon after 
3 o'clock. Noone could enter unless he knew 
them or unless they presented credentials 
which were not to be questioned. Owing to the 
sagacity of Roundsman Bingham of the East 
Vifty-firat Street Police Station and a number 
of Central Office detectives and policemen in 
citisens’ dress, nota great many reached the 
doctor whom he had to turn away. 

One gray-haired woman, by exhibiting a card, 
ot by the policeman and reached Dr. Munn. 
‘o him she said, smiling agreeably, that she had 
no wish to be intrusive, and then the door be- 
jng open she sought to push by him. Detective 
McCloskey of the Central Office, who was at- 
tending the door, closed it and a policeman ap- 

peared just then and escorted the woman down 
to the street. 

The hour set for the beginning of the services, 
4 o'clock, was indicated to those seated in the 

arlors and halls and to the members of the 
amily who were on the second floor, first by 
four cheerful, jingling strokes of a Swiss clock 
in the dining room, and then by four sonorous 
and vibrating sounds from the large clock in 
the rear parlor. 

Pastor John RK. Paxton walked to the recep- 
tion room and escorted the Rey. Roderiok Ter- 
ry, pastor of the South Keformed Churoh, which 
Mrs. Jay Gould attended, and Chancellor Mao- 
Cracken of the University of the City of New- 
York, to seats near the doorway of the parlor, 
about half way down the hall. 

Dr. Paxton took his place in this doorway, 
facing those in the hall. At his right, and atthe 
head of those who sat in the hall, were Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, who observed the ceiling con- 
templatively during the ceremony, and Coliis P. 
Huntington, who wore ao skull cap and looked 
steadily and intently at the hall carpet. 

The opening strains of the anthem, “ There Is 
ae Land Immortal,” were played by Organist 
and Musical Director P. A. Schnecker at 4:05 
P. M., and the singing was by Mrs. Charles Her- 
bert Clarke, soprano, whv took the place of 
Mme. Clementine De Vere-Sapio, the regular 
choir soprano, who was indisposed; Mrs. Carl 
Alves, contralto; Oharles Herbert Clarke, 
tenor, and Ericceon F. Bushnell, bass. Extem- 
poraneous prayer, in which only the Presbyte- 
rian service differs from that of the Episcopal 
Church, was offered by Dr. Paxton in these 
words: 

“Oh, eloquent, just, and mighty Death, whom 
pone couldst outwit thou takest in thy toils; whom 
none could convince thou persuadeth; whom none 
pould overthrow thou subdueth—mighty Death ! 

“ Dire discouragement of human end, we bless God 
for our Obristian faith in which Jesus Christ hath 
abolished death. We biess Thee that He plucked 
the stain from sin, that He robbed the grave of its 
victory, and that He filled the heavens with the 
ministrations of our heavenly hope in this splendor, 
where we hope to renew life beyond the tomb. 

“We bless Thee, Heavenly Father, for Thy Son our 
Lord Jesus Christ, for our knowledge that the grave 
is not a dungeon but a door opening into other 
worlds anda pew apd higher life. We bless Thee 
that the grave is pot a terminus, the final resting 
place, the be-all and end-all of man, but that itis 
ouly the stopping place, an inn where we bumble 
travelers sicep the long eweet sleep on our way to 
the New Jerusalem. 

“ May the Divine Spirit be presont with us in these 
sad. solemn services, and may the light of the resur.- 
rection morn shine into this darkened and bereaved 
house, and may comfort, that with which God com- 
forteth His own, touch with heavenly and hopeful 

race the hearts of our friends here, wounded and 
Sicoding stillforthe loss of him they all loved so 
well. Amen.” 

Dr. Paxton read that part of the service be- 
ginning *‘l am the resurrection and the life,’’ 
and the quartet sang the beautiful hymn of 
Cardinal Newman, “ Lead, Kindly Light, Amid 
the Encircling Gloom,’”’ Then the Kev. Mr. 
Terry read the second partof the burial serv- 
ice, at the conclusion of which Chancellor Mao- 
Cracken offered prayer as follows: 

“O, Father, Thou only art perfectly wise, kind, 
ust, true and good. ‘iherefore it is that our 
earts turn to Thee in this trying hour. Streugthen 

us now. Quicken our hearts in faith, that we may 
atrive to be like Thee. Make us, as Thou hast com- 
manded us to be, steadfast and immovable, and al- 
ways abounding in the work of the Lord. 

“© Father, pity those that mourn here. Have 
special compassion on the children of this home, 
whom Thou hast sorely grieved. Because Thou 
hast taken from the children of this family both 
father and mother, do Thou comfort then. Thou Di- 
vine Comforter. Grant untothem faith, hope, and 
Jove, Thy Divine special gifts. Grant unto these be- 
reaved ones the peace which this world, with all ite 
treasures, does not give.” 

** Nearer, My God, to Thee,” was then sung, 
after which Dr. Paxton announced that the 
services would be concluded at the grave in 
Woodlawn Cemetery to-day by Chancellor Mac- 
Cracken. He invited those present to take a 
look at their departed friend, whose soul had 
gone to its Maker. The line formed in the 
rear of the parlor, and marched slowly by the 
casket, the upper part of the cover of which had 
been removed. 

Among those who attended the services were 
the following:

Every one of those who saw the face remarked 
afterward upon ite extreme naturalness. The 
beard had been cut rather shorter than Mr. 
Gould wore it in life, and that and the displace- 
ment of the sewarthiness of his complexion by 
the death pallor were the only changes in his 
appearance. 

Mindful of his fondness for flowers, the mem- 
bers of his family be placed the rarest blos- 
soms about the casket. At ibe head was the re- 
minembrance of Mr. and Mrs. George J. Gould, a 
magniticent broken column of white roses, car- 
nations, Koman hyacinths, and ferns. It 
was 4 feet high and about 1s feetin diameter. 
On the pedestal was in violets the word 
“Father,” and the pedestal itself was com- 
posed of pink-hued orchids, palms, and hya- 
cinths. 

A cross of orchids had been tenderly laid on 
the centre of the casket by Miss Helen Gould, 
and beside it was a bunch of very rare white 
orchids from Miss Anna Gould. 

Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Gould provided an im- 
mense wreath of white roses and lilies of the 
valley, and a pillow of white roses, on whioh, in 
violets, was ‘‘Grandpapa,”’ was placed beside 
the casket. The pillow was from the dead 
finanoier’s grandchildren. 

J.B. Houston and wife sent a magnificent 
floral ship inscribed “The voyage ended; safe 
in port.” Gen. and Mrs. Thomas T. Eckert 
sentalarge wreathof violets and ferns, tied 
with a purple satin ribbon in which was caught 
a bunch of orchids. 

After all the visitors had gone, the members 
ofthe family, including Mr. Gould’s brother, 
Abraham, and his sisters, Mrs. Palen and Mrs. 
Northrup, took a last look at the features, and 
the casket was closed. 

The flowers will remain about it until this 
morning, when it will be taken to Woodlawn 
and placed in the mausoleum. 

Although it grew bitterly cold in the late aft- 
ernoon, the crowd outside did not diminish 
while the services were in progress. Ooccasion- 
ally the onlookers crowded up to the gates so 
that the four uniformed policemen had to get 
together and push them baok. A picturesque 
feature, but by no means a pleasant one, was 
the presence of several unwashed, long-haired 
individuals, supposedly Anarchists, raggedly 
clothed, and with red cotton neckerchiefs, who 
stood muttering and cursing to themselves and 
glaring fixedly upon the house. 

A wily speculator had obtained possession of 
some visiting cards of Edwin Gould, and had 
soldthem atapremium. Many of hie custom- 
ers presented these to the policemen, and they 
seemed quite surprised and chagrined when 
they were told they would not be recognized. 

One olderily woman in a black bombazine 
dress, with an old-fashioned bonnet, became 
extremely indignant because she was not al- 
lowed to enter the mansion. She said she lived 
“upin the State,” and that she had traveled 
sixty miles especially to attend the funeral of 
Jay Gould. ‘‘Itis ashame,’ she oried, waving 
a rusty parasol and speaking to the crowd in 
the street. “They're rich enough. Why didn’t 
they hire a church?” 

Another peculiarity about the sidewalk speo- 
tators was that nearly all the men and boys 
were either Germanor Russian, while the great- 
er part of the women were also foreigners. 
The crowd climbed up the stoops of the adjoin- 
ing and neighboring residences until they were 
driven away by servants with the aid of the 
police. Every time the great glass doors opened 
atthe Gould residence there was acraning of 
necks and a rush for the stoop. There was ab- 
solutely nothing to be seen except the under- 
taker’s assistants, 

One woman told a little cirole around her that 
she had seen the casket, and seemed very proud 
of her achievement and the distinction which it 
oonferred upon her in the eyes of her auditors. 

During all thie time Fifth Avenue was crowd- 
ed with handsome equipages of all kinds going 
to and from the Park. Among those who drove 
by were John Jacob Astor and his wife in a 
stylish drag. Neither the Anarchists nor the 
other spectators recognized them, or there 
wight have been, judging from the character of 
the crowd, some unpleasant demonstration. 
The police, however, were very alert, and kept 
a watchfuleye upon every movement of the 
crowd. 

The mepiority of the men who attended the 
funeral walked to and from the house. When 
the services were over and the doors were 
opened, the first to step out were H. Walter 
Webb and Chauncey Depew. Mr. Depew 
was, of course, recognized, but Whitelaw Reid, 
who followed him, was not. As the guests came 
out of the house the police still had some ditli- 
culty in keeping the crowd back. A number of 
women fell into line, expeeting that they would 
be admitted to the house as soon as the invited 
guests had departed. Finding that this was not 
the case, they lingered fora few minutes, and 
then slowly went their way. In fifteen minutes 
the crowd disappeared entirely, and the avenue 
resumed its normal appearance. 

Capt. Reilly of the Twenty-third Precinct had 
charge of the police force, which included the 
four uniformed men and ward detectives. The 
reagon there were 80 few was that Capt. Reilly 
believed policemen often served to attract a 
crowd. In the station housein East Fifty-first 
Street were twenty-five reserves in readiness to 
answer & call at once. 

The Central Office detectives in and about the 
house were Detectives McCloskey, Titus, Frick, 
Heidelberger, and Cary. MoCloskey and Heidel- 
ga were inthe house and the others out- 
side. 

Detective Cary saw two Germans, roughly 
dressed, walk up the steps of the house a little 
before noon, They became excited when they 
were not admitted and talked excitedly in Ger- 
man. Cary ordered them away, and thereafter 
all queerly-dressed persons were  oclosely 
watched. 








The Maniac Cleared the Shop, 

Theodore Poteman, a powerful machinist of 
Hoboken, was seized with a fit of insanity yes- 
terday afternoon and jumped from the window 
of his apartments on the third floor, crashing 
through the glass skylighton an extension. Ho 
landed on the fioor of a grocery store Run- 
ning out, he dashed into a barber’s shop on the 
corner of Fifth and Bloomfield Streets. He 
caught a barber by the throat and hurled him 
to the floor. He forced every one to leave the 
shop and then proceeded to demolish every- 
thing in sight. 

He kept all who attempted to overpower him 
away with one of the barber's razors. 

A telephone message brought the police. One 
of them attracted Poteman’s attention, and as 
he did so, another struck him with aclub, knock- 
ing him down. He fought desperately, however, 
andin the struggle bit one of the policemen.

THE PROBLEM BEFORE THE YUENGLING 
BREWING COMPANY’S BONDHOLDERS. 


A mecting of the committee appointed by the 
bondholders of the Yuengling Brewing Com- 
pany was held yesterday afternoon at the St. 
Niclflas Bank. All the members of the com- 
mittee were present, together with Mr. Yueng- 
ling and Samuel Untermyer, the counsel for 
the company. 

After the meeting Mr. Untermyer said that 
the committee had not reached any conclusion 
as to the adoption or rejection of any of the 
various plans of reorganization that had been 
presented. A number of plans had been dis- 


cussed, but none had been acted upon. The de- 
sire as expressed by all the members of the 
committee and by the bondholders eyed 
was to have a friendly consolidation of all dif- 
ferences and to keep the property out of court 
at all hazards. No legal proceeding was pend- 
ing or contemplated, and from present indica- 
tions none would be begun. 

It was resolved that the business should go on 
under the management of the Board of Direct- 
ore as heretofore, as the Board of Directors con- 
sisted of the holders of nearly one-half of the 
total bonds of the company. The business had 
forthe past tive years been managed by the 
bondholders, and Mr. Yuengling had superin- 
tended the management under their direction. 

The plan which had been presented by the 
Board of Directors to the bondholders and had 
received the signatures of holdera of $800,000 
of the $1,000,000 of bonds was again discussed, 
but was regarded as not feasible. That plan 
provided that the present bondholders should 
pay incash 25 per cent. of their holdings ef 
bonds, which would amount to $258,000. 
This sum was to go toward discharging 
the prior real estate mortgages on the property, 
and the bondholders were then to take a first 
mortgage bond for their entire claim. Some of 
the bondholders objected to making this addi- 
tional investment, and the plan had to be aban- 
doned for that reason. 

“There has been some misapprehension,’’ 
Mr. Untermyer added, ‘‘as to the character of 
the present difficulty. It is not due to any 
action on the part of the bondholders. The 
Directors, finding that the bonds are about to 
become due, have joined with Mr. Yuengling in 
asking the bondholders to appoint a committee 
to confer with them as to the best method of 
meeting the present exigency, and this confer- 
ence is solely with that endin view. The sity- 
ation is to-day the same as it has been for tle 
last five years.” 

The committee has adjourned subject to the 
call of the Chair. When it meets again it will 
nowt tal act upon some one of the plans pre- 
sente

EMBEZZLER KERR BROUGHT BACK. 





THE KANSAS CITY SWINDLER WILL 


HAVE TO STAND TRIAL. 


Among the passengers on the Cunard steamer 
Aurania, which arrived yesterday, was Augustus 
T. Kerr, who has engaged the attention of the 
criminal authorities of this country and Europe 
since last Spring. Kerr at one time cut a con- 
‘siderable figure in Kansas City, Mo., where he 
was employed as head bookkeeper in the home 
offices of the Jarvis-Conklin Mortgage and 
Trust Company. He went to Kansas City some 
years ago with high-class: reference from prom- 
inent Canadian business men. He had, accord- 
ing to the facts that transpired afterward, in- 
herited a comfortable fortune early in life, and 
through clever manipulations he increased this 
inheritance until he was rated among the most 
successful and clever young business men in 


Ontario, where he had been born and raised. 
Gradually, however, he got into stock and grain 
speculations, and tinally he was cleaned out of 
a fortune estimated at $150,000. 

Asa last resource he opened a bucket shop in 
Toronto, and when this venture failed, like the 
rest, he left for the United States, after receiv- 
ing by some means or another the indorsement 
of many of his former business associates. He 
drifted out West and found,employment with 
the Jarvis-Conklin Company, His expertness 
in oftice work and his business shrewdness com- 
bined to advance him rapidly, until he found 
himself practically in charge of the Kansas 
City office. During all this time he had been 
apparently leading a quiet life, but his ex- 
penses were on a scale that would have 
caused suspicion except for the impression 
that he had generally spread about that he 
had a comfortable private fortune. He made 
his residence at the Coates House, one 
of the leading hotels of the city, and his sur- 
roundings were those of aman of means. He 
managed to fortify himself so thoroughly in the 
g00d opinion of his employers that even the 
fact that his wife obtained a divorce from him 
did not affect his position with the company. 

On the 20th of last April Kerr resigned his 
position, alleging as a reason that his health 
had been undermined and thathe had been or- 
dered by his physicians to give up work for the 
time being. Asis Lee pen & the company had 
his books examined, and early in May it was dia- 
covered that he was a defaulter. A thorough 
search was at once made, and this revealed the 


fact that Kerr had embezzled about 
$12,000. The American Surety Company 
of this city, which was on his bond, was 


at once notified, and detectives were put 
on his track. His career in Kansas City was 
looked up thoroughly, and it was then learned 
that he had been leading a double life. He had 
been the backer for a long time of one of the 
principal bucket shops in the city, had speou- 
lated freely and unsuccessfully, and finally it 
Was ascertuined that he had taken a woman 
with him when he left Kansas City. 

Through the policeof this city he was traced to 
Europe, and the Inspeotors of the Surety Com- 
pany finally located himin London. Before 
they could get at him, however, he had gone to 
the Continent. He spent his time between 
Cannes, Mentone, Monaco, and other peints, 
and finally returned to Liverpool, where he was 
arrested on Oct. 10. The Surety Company at 
once sent over one of its Inspectors, Joel W. 
Bowman, armed with extradition papers, and 
aftera short contest in the English courts the 
runaway was delivered up to Mr. Bowman on 
the charge of embezzlement and forgery, for 
which he had been indicted by the Grand Jury 
in Kansas City. 

On the arrival yesterday of the Aurania, on 
which Inspector Bowman had engaged passage 
for his prisoner and himself, several represent- 
atives of the Surety Company were on hand to 
look after the prisoner’s safety. Kerr, how- 
ever, made no trouble, and yesterday afternoon 
he was started for the acene of his theits under 
the guard of Mr. Bowman and J. B. McGowan, 
a Deputy Sheriff from Kaneas City, who had 
come East to assist in transporting the pris- 
oner.

4T COST HIM $100 TO SLAP*“s4M”’ 
HOWLAND’S FACE, 


BOTH PRINCIPALS IN THE ROW AT THE 
HORSE SHOW TELL THEIR STORIES 
IN COURT — NEITHER EXPECTS A 
DUEL—NEVILLE’S BETS AND HOW-. 
LAND’S INSULTING LETTER. 


The fracas between “ Bob” Neville of Wash- 
ington’s exclusive hunting set and “Sam” 
Howland of this city, son-in-law of the late 
August Belmont, which began Nov. 17 in Seo- 
retary W. F. Wharton's box at the Madison 
Square Garden Horse Show was brought to a 
close with judicial solemnity yesterday in the 
Court of Special Sessions in the Tombs. 

There was a crowd of hunting men on hand 
in the sombre old chamber to see the curtain 
rung down on the final act of the social melo- 
drama, which has been such a fruitful source of 
gossip in New-York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
and Washington for three weeks. It was the 
final act, because, when pressed by the court, 
Neville expressly disclaimed any intention to 
force a duel as the outcome of his personal en- 
counter with Howland, while Howland grinned 
@very time a duei was mentioned. 

The trouble arose over alleged bets between 
Neville and the late Peroy Drayton. Howland 
Was one of the executors of Drayton’s estate, 
and found among the effects an “I. O. U.” for 
§50 from Neville, lost on a horse race. He de 
manded payment and Neville offset the claim 
with an alleged bet of $30 lost by Drayton on 
@ pool game with his friend Hellen in Washing- 
ton. Neville sent a check to Howland for $20, 
which the latter returned in a letter in which he 
accused Neville of being no gentleman anda 
liar, and declined to have anything further to 
do with him. Howland showed his letter to 
John Hunter at the Union Club, and talked 
about Neville, it is alleged, to his club friends. 

When Neville came back from Ireland last 
May he heard of the stories spread by Howland 
and announced his intention to slap Howland’s 


face the firsttime he met him. He found his 
chance at the Horse Show, and came from Wash- 
ington with his relative Rozier Dulaney espe- 
clally for the purpose. Dulaney was in court 
yesterday, but was not called as a witness, 

robably because of bis peouliar relations to 

oth parties. Neville’s wife was a Miss Du- 
laney, and Howland’s mother was also a Du- 
laney, being the aunt of Neville’s wife. 

Neville was attended in court by Rozier 
Dulaney, A. K. Lightfoot, “‘Tom” Smith, 
*“ Diok” Peters of Philadelphia, and “Sam” 
McDonald of Chicago, all prominent in the 
hunting circles of society. Dapper little Mr. 
Howland brought with him F. Gray Griswold, 
Capt. John P. Adama, Farley Clark, and John 
C. Barnard. Fred Gebhard tiptoed into court 
before the case was called, smiled on Plaintiif 
Howland, took one song. troubled look at the 
miscellaneous crowd of ragamuttins who were 
crowding every bench, standing in the aisies, 
and hanging over the iron rallings, and van- 
‘ished, hat in hand. 

Howland and Neville were both on hand early 
but took no notice of each other. Neville leaned 

ainst the railing during the testimony, while 

owland walked the floor over by the window, 
every minute or two darting to Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Henry D. Macdona to give him 
points. Neither Neville nor Howland seemed to 
mind his surroundings, and the case rattled 
slong with as much vigor as if it was one of re- 
ceiving stolen goods or smuggiing opium. Ne- 
Ville was represented by Col. John R. Abney. 

Ool, Abney offered, on behalf of Mr. Neville, 
to enter a plea of guilty to asimple assault on 
Mr. Howland with the hand. Mr. Macdona said 
the complaint included an assault with an um- 
brella. Col. Abney denied the assault with the 
umbrella, and 4 plea of not guilty was entered. 

Mr. Howland, who was in deep mourning, was 
the first witness. He said he was sitting in Seo- 
retary Wharton’s box talking with Griswold 
and several friends when he felt a stinging blow 
on the side of the face. Jumping up and turn- 
ing around, he saw Neville in the aisie by the 
side of the box. Neville had his umbrelia raised 
to strike, and Howland skinned his arm in ward- 
ing off the blow. He then struck Neville with 
his cane. The hats of both fel] off, and Neville 
walked away in the confusion. ‘‘ Neville,” said 
Mr. Howland, “got away as quickly as he 
could.”

“Well, nobody wants to be struck in the face 
without becoming excited.” 

With trembling fingers, Howland identified 
the letter written by him to Neville. It was type- 
written in green ink. Howland acknowledged 
having shown the letter to John Hunter at the 
Union Club, and denied that be meant to call 
Neville a lair in the letter. “If I had intended 
to call-him a liar,”’ he said, *‘ I would have done 
so to his face.”’ He denied that Neville had 
tapped him on the shoulder before striking him. 

¥. Gray Griswold, the steeplechaser, twirled 
his thumbs sedately over the brim of his silk 
hat and said all he saw was the air full of hats, 
umbrellas, and canes. When the fight was over 
Mr. Griswold inguired of the plaintiff what was 
the matter. 

Capt. Adams said the first he saw was both 
contestants with their hats off and umbrella 
and stick in air. 

Farley Clark swore that Neville struck How- 
land with the full palm of the hand. Then 
Howland struck at Neville and knocked hie hat 
off. Neville had first tapped Howland on the 
shoulder. John ©. Barnard corroborated Clark. 

Neville was the first witness for the defense. 
He said he was born in Kilkenny, Ireiand, and 
settled in this country in 1874. He lived in 
Virginia in the Summer and Washington in the 
Winter. Neville related the circumstances of 
his “stand-off” bet of $30 with Drayton, and 
said he had acted honorably throughout. He 
chad notseen Drayton fer two years after the 
bet was made, and had had no opportunity to 
collect it or pay the balance. 

“Can a man in the community where you 
live,” asked Ool. Abney, “‘stand being called a 
liar and having insulting letters to him shown 
at a club without resenting the attack on his 
character?” 

“I suppose he could, possibly; rather awk- 
ward, though.” 

Neville said he chose the opportunity when 
Howland was in Wharton’s box as a good one 
for publicly resenting his insulting letter. He 
first looked and saw that there were no women 
on that side of the house. Neville, according 
to his own story, tapped Howland on the 
shoulder, turned him half around, and slapped 
him fullin the face. Then Howland attacked 
him with his cane. 

“The attack was unexpected,” said Neville. 
“IL expected him to resent the insult in another 
way. I did not intend to raise a fuss. 1 slapped 
him publicly so his friends could see and 
hear. I knowof one or two men who slapped 
him privately, and that’s all the satisfaction 
they got, as the story did not get out.” 

Justice McMahon, who was presiding at the 
trial, with Justices Smith and Divver as his as- 
sociates, asked Neville what he meant by ex- 
ypecting Howland to resent the insult in an- 
other way. Neville and his counsel hastened to 
explain that no duel was contemplated. 

‘ol. Abney appealed fora mild fine, and Jus- 
tice MeMahor found Neville guilty and fined 
him $100. Aftera good deal of fumbling in 
their pockets, Neville, “‘Dick” Peters, Light- 
foot, and Col. Abney made up the amount, and 
Neville and his friende walked proudly out. 

Howland and bis friends hurried away as s00n 
as the verdict was announced. 





Death of Louis Neumann, 

Louis Neumann, journalist and writer, died 
yesterday afternoon, while lunching with a 
friend in Mouquin’s restaurant, in Fulton Street. 
Last week he complained of ill health and 
fatigue, and had a severe attack of vertigo, but 
yesterday he appeared to be better than he had 
been for months. After his lunch had been set 
before him Dr. Neumann sipped a little claret 
and began to eat, but suddenly dropped his 
knife and fork, and his head drooped as he died. 

Dr. Neumann was born in Baden in 1839, and 
came to America more than a quarter of a 
century ago. He was much in the South during 
those early days, and was employed on several 
newspapers, an wrote novels and did literary 
work. Atone time he was on the staff of Gov. 
Warmoth of Louisiana. Coming North le be- 


came editor of the Demokrat of this city, and 
afterward was for eight ycars an editor on the 
atatli of the Staats-Zeiituny. He was also sun- 
nected with the Siar. Inthe Spring of 1891 he 
became managing editor of the German Daily 
and Sunday News, and held this position at the 
time of bis death, as well as that of manager of 
the Lustige Blaetter, acomio ublication planned 
and started by himself. He leaves a wife and 


daughter.

SWAMPED UNDER EVIDENCE, 


-GREAT MASS OF DOCUMENTS PRESENTED 


AT THE TRIAL OF PROF. BRIGGS. 
If the hundred or more ministers who, as mem- 


“bers of the New-York Presbytery, are now sit- 


ting as jurors in the heresy trial of Prof. Charles 
Augustus Briggs undertake to read and con- 
sider all the evidence which has been placed 
before them—and it is hard to see how they are 
going to render a just verdict unless they do— 
they might as well abandon all other work they 
had planned to accomplish during their hoped- 
for span of life. 

To a lay mind the present status of the case is 
simply bewildering, and there is no reason to 
believe, from observation, that it is much more 
clearly defined ingninisterial minds. After yes- 
terday’s session, held as usual in the Scotch 
Presbyterian Church, Fourteenth Street near 
Sixth Avenue, the prosecution and the defense 


seemed to be literally buried beneath theolog- 
ical literature which botb sides had dumpe 
upon the record as evidence, 

At last Thursday's session the Prosecuting 
Committee put in as its case the whole of the 
famous inaugural address Dr. Briggs delivered 
when he took the Chair of Biblical nngaar 5d in 
the Union Seminary, in all ite editions and with 
its appendix, **and all the works of the said 
the kev. Charles A. Briggs, D. D., quoted there- 
in, in so far as they bear upon this case * * * 
the whole of the Holy Scriptures, and the whole 
of the standards of the Presbyterian Church.’’ 
This would seem to be evidence enough to sup- 
port one case, for ‘all the works” of Dr. Briggs 
constitute about as wmwuch printed matter as 
would make a small library. 

Col J. J. MeCook of the Prosecuting Commit- 
tee handed nonchalantly up at the opening of 
yesterday’s session a dozen volumes, including 
writings of Cardinal Newman and Dr. Mar- 
tineau, just as a bit of supplementary evidence. 

Then Prof. Briggs started to put in his case. 
The amount of documentary evidence he suc- 
ceeded in handing in during two hours was so 
great as to make that of the Prosecuting Com- 
mittee, by comparison, seem as nothing. He 
started by putting in all that the other side had 
putin, and then put in by titie—and not in sub- 
stance, fortunately, or the church might have 
been overcrowded—a list of theological works 
of which the titles alone would Alla column of 
THe TIMES. 

There seemed, therefore, to be something of 
sarcastic hopelessness in the tone of Moderator 
Bliss when he announced that “the evidence 
on both sides has now been presented, and it is 
now in order for the Prosecuting Committee to 
argue its case.” A titter found expression 
through the church, but it was suppressed. 

At 4 o’clock the Rev. Dr. Birch of the Prose- 
cuting Committee went to the reading desk 
with a mass of typewritten manuscript about 
as bigasan unabridged Webster's Dictionary, 
and began to read the argument of the proseou- 
tion. At 5 o’clock he had succeeded in review- 
ing the legal history of the case up to date. He 
had just begun to assert that the writings and 
teachings of Prof. Briggs struck at the very 
foundation stones of the Presbyterian faith, 
when adjournment was taken until this after- 


noon.

FANNING DIVORCE SET ASIDE, 





EARNEST WORDS OF JUDGE PRYOR IN 
ANNOUNCING DECISION, 


The judgment in the Court of Common Pleas 
giving Mrs. Emily T. Fanning an absolute di- 
vorce from her husband, Thomas Fanning, has 
been reversed by the General Term of the 
court, the opinion being written by Judge 
Pryor. Mrs. Fanning corroborated the testi- 
mony of the only witness who testified as to the 


statutory offense of which Fanning was declared 
to have been guilty. No objection was made by 
Fanning’s counsel to her testifying in corrobo- 
ration. Judge Pryor says: 


“As guardian of the interests of the public and

SAID TO BE A BLACKMAILER 
PARKHURST’S DETECTIVE, 
GARDNER, UNDER ARREST. 


DR. 


CAUGHT WITH MARKED BILLS IN HIS 
POSSESSION, EXTORTED FOR PRO- 
TECTION, IT 18 SAID—WHAT LILLIE 
CLIFTON SAYS — SUPERINTENDENT 
BYRNES’S CHALLENGE, 


Charles W. Gardner, Chief Detective or Super- 
intendent of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, of which the Rev. Dr. OC. H. Parkhurst is 
President, was arrested Sunday night on the 
charge of being a suspicious person. He ap- 
peared in the Tombs Court yesterday morning, 
and at the request of the officers who accompa- 
nied him, and who said he was suspected of 
blackmail, was remanded until to-day and taken 
back to headquarters. 

The complainant against Gardner is Lillie 
Clifton of 156 West Fifty-third Street, who first 
made complaint against him about the middle 
of last month to the Captain of the Twenty-seo- 
ond Precinct. She says that Gardner had been 
blackmailing her, that she had given him money 
for the protection of her “house,” and that in 
the course of herdealings with him she had 
been on a numberof drinking bouts with him 
in various places inthe city. She moreover 
says that she has visited Gardner’s homein 
Lexington Avenue anumber of times, and at 
his suggestion has hada duplicate made of a 
string of gold beads greatly admired by him, 
and that he has presented it to his wife. 

According to Clifton’s statement she was first 
brought in contact with the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime early in October, when she 
Was accosted in the street by G. Chauncey 
Grant. This young man endeavored to bring 
about a meeting between herself and Gardner. 
He called at her house on Oct. 11 and asked 
whether she had seen the “Captain.” “ We,” 
said Grant, according to her story, “can be as 
good friends to you as the police.” 

Clifton declares that Grant told her that every 
house on the block was to be raided except hers, 


and that he had been sent to communicate with 
her by Gardner. Some sort of an arrangement, 
Ciifton —— was made for meeting Gardner, 
but the next day she had a note from Grant an- 
nouncing a change of plans and that he would 
callin the evening. He called that night, but 
she did not see him, and he left a note in which 
he eaid: ** Will hold that party until 10 o’clook. 
Call at 76 Lexington Avenue.” 

After getting the note Clifton says she went 
to report her experience to the Captain of the 
precinct. Upon leaving the station house, not 
linding the Captain, she met a man known to 
her by whom she was introduced to Gurdner, 
who wasin his company. The trio went to a sa- 
loon at Forty-fifth Street and Sixth Avenue, 
and, after having some temperance drinks, 
Gardner ordered wine. Clifton was told then, 
she says, that Grant and Gardner were not 
working together, and that Gardner said if he 
got any money out of her it was not on his ac- 
count. Garduer said she would be welcome at 
his home at any time, and that if any attempt 
was nade to ‘pull’ her house after their tirat 
interview it would be all made very smooth for 


er. 

Clifton, in her statement made to the police, 
says she called at Gardner's house on Oot. 16, 
and, meeting himin the hallway, was told that 
she was on the list of persons to be indicted. 
She asked how much it would cost to avert this 
prosecution. : 

“ He said $50,” to quote from the statement, 
“and that there were a hundred other school- 
teachers such as myself on the list.”’ 

“We went into his room,” says Clifton, “ and 
sat down, and after he had gone to a wardrobe 
and got a bottle of red wine, and while we were 
drinking it, I paid him $50.” 

The understanding was, according to Clifton, 
that she was to pay Gardner $50 a month for 
“protection.” She describes a numberof meet- 
ings with Gardner, one in particular on Oct. 
27, when they visited down-town drinking 
places and drove as tar as One Hundred and 
Eighty-tifth Street, returning to her house and 
remaining there until 4 o’slock the next morn- 
ing. On the following Sunday Clifton says she 
called at Gardner’s huuse, and, finjling nin out, 
told his wife that she had a necklace, a dupli- 
cate of her own, which the husband admired 
and which she wanted to present to Mra, Gard- 
ner. The wife sent for Gardner and when he 
returned Clifton says she gave the necklace to 
Mrs. Gardner and asked Gardner to put it on 
her peck with * his fond love.”’ 

That night, the statement goes on to say, 
Gardner and Clifton drove to a saloon at Fourth 
Avenue and Twenty-fourth Street, and, while 
there. Gardner said: “There is going to be a 
terrible rumpus in this town, and you are on 
the list.’"” The woman asked whether he could 
not do something for her, and afterward they 
drove to the office of the society, 923 Broadway, 
where Gardner sent out for a quart of wine, 
whieh they drank. While drinking, Gardner 
was busy with his books, and turned to her and 
said: “Lil, what do youthink of these psalm 
singers here? I spent $300 last week; but that’s 
no matter. I suppose I’ll get it back.” 

Gardner, the womau says, showed her a stack 
ofenvelopes which he claimed were indictments, 
and, pulling out one marked No. 22, said it was 


hers. 

“ It will be hard to fix it all,” he said, accord- 
ing to her story. 

he asked why she was so trested and Gard- 
ner after atime agreed to *‘ protect’”’ her for 
$150. After leaving the office they went first 
to a saloon and then to Gardner’s home, where 
they parted. 

Clifton says she called at the Gardner house 
on Deo. 1 and left a present of a dozen hand- 
kerohiefs for Mrs. Gardner, and a box of cigars 
for the hueband. She promised to call on sun- 
day, Dec. 4, to pay the $150. She did call 
night before last, but in the meantime she went 
to Capt. Deverey and reported her troubles. B 
him she was provided with $150 in marke 
bills, which the officer said had the name of a 
well-known merchant upon them. This money, 
Clifton said, she paid to Gardner, and he put

ox in which she had taken the necklace to 
the house. 

After the money was paid and Gardner said 
“You are a good little girl,” they started for the 
saloon in Fourth Avenue to have ‘a bottle.” 
When they reached Twenty-fourth Street, and 
Gardner started from the cab, he was arrested. 
He put his hand in his . the officer says, 
and the cabman 60 testified, and pulling out a 
roll of bills threw itupon the sidewalk. When 
Gardner was searched at headquarters $1,500 
was found on his person. 

Superintendent Byrnes says the money 
thrown away was the marked bills, $100 
worth, and that when he sent to Gardner’s 
house Sunday night his officers could not get in. 
He sent there again yesterday, and the remain- 
ing $50 was found in the workbasket, along 
with eleven of the handkerchiefs given to Mra. 
Gardner and the necklace box. rs., Gardner 
was not at home, but was found at her mother’s, 
in Amsterdam Avenue. She gave the necklace 
she was wearing to the detectives, and Super- 
intendent Byrnes says the marke put upon it by 
the makers tally exactly with those described 
by Lillie Clifton. 

G. Chauncey Grant osalled at headquarters 
yesterday and corroborated what Lillie Clifton 
said about his connection with the case. He 
said, among other things about the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime, that he and Gardner 
used to hang around poolrooms to gather avi- 
dence. They gambled themselves, and when 
they lost the society made good the amount. 
When they won nothing was said. 

tuperintendent Byrnes said a number of com- 
plaints had been made against Gardner, but he 
never before had evidence to warrant his arrest. 
Now he says there is a plain case agaivst the 
juan. He reviewed the action he took ooking 
to the serving of warrauts and asking that none 
but sworn ollicers be allowed to execute them.

All I want is to have the police do their duty.” 

Dr. Parkhurst could not tell whether it would 
be possible for Gardner to get into the society’s 
office after the closing hour or not, and when 
asked whether the society made a practice of 
leaving bundles of indictments lying around its 
ottice after business hours ignored the question. 

In regard to Superintendent Byrnes’s state- 
ment that if Dr. Parkhurst’s society had ap- 
plied to him for help he could have rendered 
valuable assistance, Dr. Parkhurst said: 

‘It’s not the business of our soctety to enforce 
the laws and call on the police to aid us when 
we need them. What we organized for was to 
help the police, not to do their work for them. 
Superintendent Byrnes’s half-complaining tone 
is almost amusing.” 

Dr. Parkhurst thought that when Superin- 
tendent Byrnes talked about the blackmailing 

opensities of the agents of various societies, 

© was attracting too much attention to the 
well-known facts in regard to the financial 
status of some of the members of his own de-, 
partment. He said that when Byrnes talked 
about the imadvisability of issuing warrants to 
private citizens he was simply trying to put one 
more obstacle in his society’s way. 

“The pty want to crowd everybody else 
out,” said the doctor; ‘that’s all.”

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, Deo. 5.—From the way the January 
shorts went after pork and lard yesterday one might 
have thought that there was not to be any product 
in existence that month. The bulge started at the 
opening and had the excuse of light receipts of hogs 
and higher prices atthe yards. Cudahy looked after 
pork and Hately after lard and saw that it was kept 
on the jump for alittle while. Then the shorts— 
most of them packers who had sold January stuff 
against prospective packing—began to buy, and the 
price touk care ofitself. It went up 100 or more at 
a jump and with very little trading on the advance. 
The moment that there was an attempt to un- 
load any pork at the higher range, there was 
an immediate drop, and extreme prices{ were 
not maintained. Onthe drop back from $16.25 to 
$16 there was fair trading areund the latter figure, 
and the market closed steady at that price. The 
buyers included Baldwin, Carr, Norton & Worth- 
ington, and Beaseley and some of the packing con- 
cerns. Inlard Hately started the bidding. and on 
the advance the Anglo-American, Dunham, and 
Taylor were the best buyers. Beaseley and the 
packers sold ribs, which, however, attracted little 
attention. January lard sold above $10, and closed 
right at the top, with $10.074g bid. The light stocks 
made the short sellersshy about trading, and there 
was little opposition to the advance in either pork or 
lard. Heceipts of products were moderate and 
shipments fair. January pork, which olosed 
Saturday at $15.47%, opened wild and excited at 
$15.70, sold up to $16.05, dropped back almost 
immediately to $15.82%, advanced to $16.25, 
broke to $15,974, advanced to $1.10, eased off to 
$15.95, and closed at $16. May, which closed Sat- 
urday at $15.50, was $15.75 at the close yesterday. 
January lard opened 7+9c higher at $9.62, sold up 
to $10.07%3 and closed there, with May 1249c higher 
at $9.20, and cash quotable at $9.95@$10. January 
ribs opened 50 higher at $8.25, advanced to $8.45, 
anil closed at $8.3249, with May $8.22%5, and cash at 
$8.25@$8.35. Cash sales inciuded 15,000 IB green 
hams at 9%o, 156,000 IB green shoulders, New- York 
cut, at 6%c, and 100 bxs short clear sides at $3.65. 

There was an easy feeling in wheat at the opening. 
Pardridge and some of his followers started in to 
hammer the market at the tay of the bell, and they 
got rid of considerable wheat before it became ap- 
parent that the buying orders were large enough to 
take care of all the offerings and more besides. it 
was discovered that Cudahy’s brokers were taking 
everything they could got and it was presumed that 
the purchases were for that influential trader. ‘he 
purchases of this character must have aggregated 
4,000,000 bushels or more, Boyden and Eggleston 
doing the bulk of the buying. After an advance of 
‘go, these Drokers stopped baying and the market 
stopped advancing. May opened at 78490, sold to 
75%c, and closed at 78%0. Receipts at Western 
points were 1,394,000 bushels. The shipments from 
Western points were 154,000 bushels. ‘The local 
outinspection was 11,000 bushels. Sales in store 
and to go to store were made at 71%0 for No, 2 red, 
65 9@66 ac for No, 3 red, 67@680 for No, 2 hard, 64% 
@65 90 for No. 3 hard, 71%@71%«c for No. 2 Spring, 
65@67c for No. 3 Spring, and 57@65c for No. 3 
white Spring, outside for fancy.

Subsequently when 
this was changed to show a decrease instead of an 
increase for the week, the price recovered to 35%, 
closing a shade higher for the day at 35.40. Counse!- 
man and Baldwin & Farnum were among the lead- 
ing sellers and there was scattered buying by the 
shorts. The estimate for to-day is unusually large, 
at 400 cars. Cash lots were easy. Free on board 
sales were at 30@32%40 for No. 3 mixed, 32439233 \o 
for do white, and 32's4c for No. 2.

PRIVATE RIGHTS MUST NOT ENCROACH 
ON PUBLIC NAVIGABLE WATERS—A 
COURT OF INQUIRY TO. DETERMINE 
THE COMPANY’S RIGHT TO WHARVES 
AND PIERS ALREADY BUILT. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 5.—The United States Su- 
preme Court to-day affirmed the judgment of 
the Cireuit Court in the well-known Chicago 
lake-front cases. The lower court decided in 
favor of the local authorities, and held that the 
fllinois Central did not have aright to use the 
submerged lands along the lake front for 
wharves, piers, &o. Justice Field delivered the 
opinion of the court. 

The order of the court directs a modification 
of the decree below 8o far as relates to certain 
piers heretofore constructed by the railroad 
company, the United States Supreme Court di- 
recting that a judicial investigation be made to 
determine whether or not Piers 1,2, and 3, noar 
Chicago River, and the piers between Twelfth 
and Sixteenth Streets are or are not within 
navigable waters. If within navigable waters, 
the railroad company is divested of its title to 
these piers. . 

The conclusion of the courtin full is as fol- 
lows: 

“Tt follows from the views expressed that the 
Btate of Illinois is the owner in fee of the sub- 
merged lands constituting the bed of Lake 
Michigan, which the third section of the act of 
April 16, 1869, purported to grant to the IILi- 
nois Central Railroad Company, and that the 
act of April 15, 1873, repealing the same, is 
valid and effective so far as these lands had not 
been oscupied by wharves and structures com- 
pleted by the railroad corporation before ite 
passace. 

** But the decree below, as it respects the pier 
commenced in 1872 and the piers completed in 
1880 and 1881, marked 1, 2, and 3, near Chicago 
River, andthe pier and docks between and in 
front of Twelfth and Sixteenth Strects, is 
modified so as to direct the court below to order 
such investigation to be made as may enable it 
to determine whether those piers erected by the 
company by virtue of its riparian proprietor- 
ship of lots formerly constituting part of Sec- 
tion 10 extend into the lake beyond the point 
of practical navigability having reference to 
the manner in which commerce in vessels is 
ponducted on the lake; and if it be determined 
upon such investigation that said piers, or any 
of them, do not extend beyond such point, 
then the title and possession of the rail- 
road eompany to such piers shall be 
affirmed by the court; but if it be 
ascertained and determined thatsuch piers or 
any of them do extend beyond such navigable 
point, then the said court shall direct the said 
pier or piers, to the excess ascertained, to be 
abated and removed, or that other proceedings 


related theroto be taken on the application of 
the State, as may be authorized by law, and 
also that similar proceedings be taken to ascer- 
tain and determine whether or not the pier and 
dock constructed by the railroad company in 
front of the shore between Streets Twelve and 
Bixteen extend beyond the point of navigabil- 
ity, and to affirm the title and possession of the 
company if they do not extend beyond such 
point, and if they do not extend beyond such 
point, to order the abatement and remoyal of 
the excess, or that other proceedings relating 
thereto be taken, on application of the State, as 
may be authorized by law. Except as modified 
in the particulars mentioned, the decree in each 
of the three cases on appeal before us must be 
affirmed, with costs against the railroad com- 
pany; and it is so ordered.’ 

The Chief Justice, having been of counsel in 
the court below, and Mr. Justice Blatchford, 
being a stockholder in the Llinois Central Rail- 
road Company, did not take any part in the 
ponsideration or decision of these oasdés. Jus- 
tices Brown and Gray joined Justice Shiras in 
dissenting, and thus the City of Chicago and 
the State of Illinois won the case by the nar- 
row majority of 4 to 3. The four Justices in 
favor of the city are Justices Field, Harian, 
Lamar, and Brewer. 

The opinion of Justice Field on this case is 
pne of great importance, aside even from the 
value of the property in controversy. The de- 
cision will probably form a landmark in future 
litigation. To a considerable extent it =e 
down new law. The controlling spirit of the 
decision is the sovereignty of the people over 
their own Legislatures. It is held that the 
Legislatures are incompetent to grant powers 
over navigable waters which interfere with 
freedom of navigation and State, municipal, 
and national contro! over it, and that any act of 
the Legislature granting such rights is invalid. 
The opinion says: 

“The State can no more abdicate its trust 
over property in which the whole people are 
interested, like navigable waters and soils 
under them, so as to leave them entirely under 
the use and control of private parties, except 
in the instance of small parcels for the im- 
provement of the navigation and use of the 
waters, or when such parcels can be disposed of 
without impairmentof the public interest in 
What remains, than it can abdicate its police 
powers in the administration of government 
and the preservation of the peace. In the ad- 
ministration of government the use of such 
powers may fora limited period be delegated 
to a municipality or other body, but there al- 
Ways remains with the State the right to re- 
yoke those powers, and exercise them in 
@ more direct manner and one more con- 
formable to its wishes. So with trusts con- 
nected with public property, or property of a 
special character; like lands under navigable 
waters, they cannot be placed entirely beyond 
the discretion and control of the State. The 
harbor of Chicago is of immense value to the 
people of the State of Illinois in the facilities it 
affords to its vast and constantly-increasing 
oommerce, and the idea that ite Legislature can 
deprive the State of control over its bed and 
waters and place the same in the hands of a pri- 
vate corporation created for a different pur- 
pose, one limited to transportation of passen- 
gers and freight between distant parts and the 
city, is a proposition that cannot be defended.” 

Justice Field’s opinion was very long and 
elaborate. The State of Dlinois, he said, was 
admitted into the Union onan equal footing 
with the original States in all respects. The old 
English common law gave sovereign control 
over tide waters to the King. In this country 
this sovereignty belongs to the States, and it is 
also held that this doctrine as to tide-water 
lands is equally applicable to lands covered by 
fresh waterin the great lakes, over which is 
conducted an extended commerce with dif- 
ferent States and foreign nations. « “* * 
The State’s title to the lands under the naviga- 
ble waters or Lake Michigan is a title different 
in character from that which the State holds in 
jands intended forsale. It is a title held in 
trust for the people of the State that they may 
enjoy the navigation of the waters, carry on 
commerce over them, and have liberty of fish- 
ing therin, freed from obstruction or interfer- 
ence of private parties. The interests of 
the peopis in the navigation of the waters 
and in commerce over them may be improved 
in many instances by the erection of wharves, 
docks, and piers therein, for which purpose the 
State may grant parcels of the submergod 
lands, end so long as their disposition is made 
for such purpose, and does not substantially im- 

air the public interest in the lands and waters 

maining, no valid objection can be made to 
the grants. 

“ But that ie a very different doctrine from the 
one which would sanction the abdication of the 

meral contro] of the State over lands under 

navigable waters of an entire harbor or bay, 
or of aseaoriake. Such abdication is not con- 
sistent with the exercise of that trust which re- 
uires the Government of the State to preserve 
uch watere for the useof the public. he truet 
devoiring upon the State for the public, and 
which can only be discharged by the manage- 
ment and control of property in which the pub- 
lic has an interest, cannot be relinquished by 
transferring such property. 

“The area of the submerged lands in question 
is as large ne that embraced by all the merchan- 
diese docks along the Thames at London; is 
much larger than that Included in the famous 
floeks and basins at Liverpool; is twice that 
of the pert of Marseilles, and nearly, if 
mot quite, equal to the pier area along 
the water front of the City of New-York. 
And the arrivals and cicarings of vessels at tbat 
port exceed {n number those of New-York and 
are qual to those of New-York and Boston 
combined. It is hardly conceivable that the 
Legislature can divest the control of the State 
over the management of this harbor and 
yest it absolutely in o private corpo- 
ration. Sure!y ea act of the Legislature con- 
ferring the title to its submerged lands and the 

wer claimed by the railroad company to 4 
Foreign State or nation would be repudiated 
without hesitation, as a gross perversion of the 
trust over the property under which itis held. 
fo would 4 similar transfer to a corporation of 
another State, Aili the obdjeotione which 
ran be urged to suzh attempted § trans- 
fer may be urged to’ oe transfer to 
a private corporation itke the raliroad 
company in this oase. It would not be listened 
‘to that the controi and management of the 
Sarbor of that great city—-a subject of coneern 
tothe whole people of the State—should be 
otherwise than in the State itself. Any grantof 
the kind ts necessarily revocable, and the ex- 
erciee of the trast Dy which the property was 
held by the State can be resumed at any time. 
Undoubtedly there may be expenses inourred 
to improvements mane under such & «rant 
whioh the State may deem it jurt to pay; 
but. pe that as it may, the power to resume the 
trust whenover the State judges beet 5, WA 
think, Incontrevertible. pn advanced 
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pany than os the decision of Justice Harlan 

and Judge Blodgett in the Circuit Court, for it 

makes possible a loss by the company of some 
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one which could not be taken away by a subse- 
agen arbitrary act of the Legislature. He held 
that the State could regulate the use of the ri- 
parian waters by the railroad company 80 4s to 
protect the public interests. If it desired to 
take the contro] of the harbor, he declared that 
the proper method was by bill of condemnation, 
by which the State could exercise its right of 


eminent domain and take the property for pub- 


lio use. 


The long litigation over the lake-front proper- 
ties in Chicago which the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company improved and now ocoupies has 
attracted widespread attention because of the 
important legal points involved and the great 
value of the property affected. This celebrated 
oase has assumed various phases. About 1,050 
acres of land were in om and the suits were 
between the Btate of Lilinojs, the City of Chi- 
cago, the lllinois Central Railroad, and the 
United States. These suits involved title to 
submerged lands extending along aboutone and 
four-fifths miles of the water front of the most 
valuable partof the harbor of Chicago. The 
total value of the property in litigation was 
estimated by the general counsel of the railroad 
company at $6,000,000. Other estimates have 

laced the figures at from $25,000,000 to 

70,000,000, 

The Dlinois State Legislature, in 1869, when 
the City of Chicago was a small town and its 
great possibilities were probably foreseen b 
no one, by & special act granted the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company certain rights in the 
water frontof Lake Michigan at Chicago for 
railroad purposes, and, it was claimed by the 
railroad company, the right also to the water 
front itself. Acting upon ita claim to riparian 
ownership of the water front, the railroad built 
cribs and other works and announced its inten- 
tion to construct immense piers and wharyes 
far out into the lake, (the water being now 9 to 
30 feetin depth.) Suit was — on behalf 
of the City of Chicago and of the State of (lli- 
nois to restrain the railread ooneey from en- 
croaching on the waterfront, which was claimed 
by the city and the State to be public and 
not private property. It was asserted in 
behalf of the public authorities that this 
act of 1869 did not constitute a grant of title to 
the land in litigation; that there was no contract 
made by the grant; that such rights as had been 
granted had been repealed by a law enacted in 
1873; that if a grant of the water front had 
been actually attempted to be made by the act 
of 1869 it was void, for the reason that the 
water front was public property dedicated to 
public uses, and that the act was therefore un- 
constitutional. Oertain other points, mostly of 
a technical character, were also raised. 

The case came before the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, and Justice Harlan, sitting as Cir- 
oult Judge, delivered an opinion, of which the 
general effect was to confirm the LDllinois Cen- 
tral in ite title to ground along the lake front 
already seoupied by it for railroad purposes, 
and to land it had reclaimed and to piers pre- 
viously erected, but was against the railroad 
company onthe question of title to the sub- 
merged lands along the present water front, the 
decision holding that this was public property, 
and that 1 feet rights had been granted 
therein had been subsequently repealed, The 
railroad company was perpetually enjoined 
from erecting the proposed piers in or filling 
with earth any portion of the bed of Lake 
Michigan as it now exists. An appeal was 
taken to the United States Supreme Court by 
the railroad company, and the City of Chicago 
and the State of Illinois also took appeals from 
certain parts of the decree. The United States 
was made an involuntary party to the suit. It 
put in no appearanos in the argument in court. 

Mr. Alexander G. Hackstaff, Secretary of the 
Illinois Central Company, says: ‘‘ The officers 
of thecompany consider the decision a virtual 
victory for the company, as the lower court 
held that the company was the owner in fee 
simple of its present right of way, wharves, 
piers, and other structures in the Oity of Chica- 
go.

BABY STARVED TO DEATH.

LEFT FOR A WEEK WITH A FIFTEEN- 
YEAR-OLD GIRL, 


PALMER, .Mass., Deo. 5.—On the 25th of No- 
vember Dexter Bartholy and wife, living in 
Monson, went to visit friends in Connecticut, 
leaving their children at home in care of a fif- 
teen-year-old daughter of George Fowle, a 
neighbor. The youngest child was about nine 
weeks old, anotherone ayear, and the third 
two years. There was very little to eatin the 
house and only $2 in money, although the par- 
ents did not expect te return until last Friday. 

The FYowle girl did not know what to feed the 
baby on, and by advice of a neighbor gave it 


condensed milk and rolled cracker orumbs. 
Yesterday afternoon Mrs, Fowle happened to 
call at the house, and found the Little one gasp- 
ing for breath. A physician was sent for, but 
the child was dead before he arrived. The 
medical examiner declares that the child liter- 
ally starved to death, being nothing but skin 
and bone. The other two young children are 
sick, and one of them may not recover. 

This morning a letter was received from the 
father in Connecticut inclosing $2 for food for 
the children and stating that he would be home 
in a day ortwo. The Bartholys were before the 
court last Summer for neglecting the children.

THE VICTIMS WERE PROBABLY MUR- 
DERED AND THE HOUSE SET ON FIRE. 


PITTSBURG, Dee. 5.—Developments within 
the past forty-eight hours lead to the belief 
that the three members of the Dannehower 
family who were cremated in a fire which 
destroyed their house, at Sharpsburg, two weeks 
ago were victims of foul play. It is now be- 
lived that they were murdered and the house 
seton fire to cover thecrime. This theory is 
strengthened by the fact that when the fire 
was discovered the doors were open and papers 
and small articles were scattered about the 
floor. A wagon was also seen in the vicinity by 
the neighbors a short time before the fire. 

It is thought that the house was broken into 
for the purpose of robbery and that the robbers 
were discovered by Mr. Dannehower and that 
ascufile ensued, during which the latter was 
killed.
